BOARD OF SELECTMEN AND TOWN ADMINISTRATOR 


he year 2000 in the Town of Natick was highlighted by an historic vote at the November 

election. For the first time in the generation that the Town has operated under the fiscal 
constraints of Proposition 2 4, the Town voted to override the limitations of the property tax 
law. The votes funded the cost to construct a new Wilson Middle School and to upgrade the 
Town’s emergency medical response to the paramedic level. 


Y2K 

The year began in an uneventful fashion. The anticipated arrival of the year 2000 raised many 
fears around the world that there would be power outages, loss of data, or other effects from 
poorly designed computer software that did not contemplate the year 2000. Fortunately, the 
Town of Natick conducted tests of its existing computer operations, installed needed 
upgrades, and otherwise prepared adequately for the new millennium. After an hour into the 
new year, when if became apparent that no computer-related catastrophes were going to 
occur, the Town officials who manned the emergency operations center were allowed to go 
home and begin a belated celebration. 


GOLF COURSE CONSTRUCTION 

After years of planning and environmental permitting, construction began on the Town’s 
nine-hole municipal golf course. Located atop the former landfill at the Sherborn town-line 
and on 39 additional acres of land leased from Dowse Orchards in Sherborn, the golf course 
will provide another recreational opportunity for the Town and the region. The course is 
scheduled to open during the summer of 2001. 


WASHINGTON A VENUE RECONSTRUCTION 

With the assistance of Natick Center Associates, the Town administered a successful grant 
program to improve the facade of the building located on the easterly side of Washington 
Street. This project continued the successful efforts to revitalize downtown Natick. 


TECH COMMONS 

The former Wonder Bread plant on Speen Street was converted to serve as a location for an 
internet hotel site known as Tech Commons. The Board of Selectmen issued grant of location 
permits to allow for high-speed fiber optic cables to be installed from the Massachusetts 
Turnpike to the building’s Speen Street location. The presence of this facility in the Town is 
expected to serve as a catalyst for the development of other low-impact, data intensive 
technology facilities in this section of town. 
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CABLE TELEVISION 

With the assistance of the Cable Advisory Board, the Board of Selectmen issued a new cable 
television license to RCN and agreed to the terms of a cable television license renewal with 
AT&T Broadband. These licenses will provide competition and choice for town residents to 
choose cable television, telephone, and internet service. The Town of Natick has also 
established a non-profit Public Access Corporation to assume the responsibility for locally- 
originated shows on cable and for televised coverage of town affairs and activities. 


SURPLUS PROPERTY 

The Selectmen established a committee that evaluated town-owned real estate to determine 
what parcels should be disposed of as surplus. The committee identified nine properties 
totaling 1.23 acres, with an assessed value of $227,390 that could be sold as surplus. The Board 
of Selectmen obtained Town Meeting approval to sell seven of the parcels. 


ENVIRONMENTAL AND WATER PROBLEMS 

The Town experienced some disappointments during the past year, the most notable of which 
occurred in May when the Environmental Protection Agency issued a complaint against the 
Town of Natick seeking a $400,000 fine for the improper storage and disposal of hazardous 
waste at the public works facility on West Street. The primary concern of the agency was the 
improper storage of paints and related hazardous materials at a bulldozer shed located at the 
Town’s recycling center. Town officials worked throughout the year to resolve this 
complaint with a plan to perform a supplemental environmental project in lieu of a fine. 


In September, some residents experienced problems with "black water" resulting from 
excessive amounts of manganese in the water supply. This material flaked off the walls of the 
Town’s Bacon Street water main when the flow of the water in the system was altered as a 
result of the shutdown of the Elm Bank Wells due to the low level of the Charles River. The 


completion of a new water main a few weeks after this crisis began resolved the problem. 


LOSS OF LEADERSHIP 

This past year the Town lost a great citizen when former Selectman Edward Dlott succumbed 
to cancer. In recognition of Ed’s tireless devotion to the community, the Board of Selectmen 
dedicated the Selectmen’s meeting room in his honor. 


Since May 10, the Town also suffered from the absence of Town Administrator Frederick 
Conley due to back surgery and complications. Hopefully, Fred will regain his full health and 
return to lead the administration of the Town government.

BOARD OF REGISTRARS 
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INFORMATION TECHNOLOGY 


he year 2000 was as usual, an extremely busy year for the Information Technology 

Department (IT Department). With assistance and guidance from the Information 
Technology Advisory Board the IT Department has continued to stay abreast of changes in 
technology. Issues such as security, web design and I-Loop utilization were at the forefront of 
discussion. In contrast to the hectic years of 1998 and 1999, the year 2000 allowed the IT staff 
to focus in on the daily administrative tasks required to keep the Town of Natick’s sizable 
technology infrastructure functioning. With attention given to projects outlined in the 1999 
Town Report, as well as work pushed back due to Y2K concerns, the IT Department was able 
to complete many unfinished projects and finely tune, upgrade and improve existing 
applications. 


In the spring of 2000, the IT Department created a Town Intranet and Town Internet web 
site. Although in need of more complete content, the Town web site (www.natickma.org) has 
been used by the Board of Selectmen, School Department and the Conservation Commission 
for posting announcements, meeting agendas and minutes, committee vacancies and Town 
meeting articles. In October 2000, the first web database application was written by the IT 
Department to assist the Assessing Department in providing an interactive web page that 
returned the new real estate tax valuations by entering the owner’s name or address of the 
property. The Assessing Department is in the process of testing an interactive web based GIS 
(Geographical Information System) which should be online in 2001. The IT Department is 
anticipating more Town Departments and Boards/Committees will provide more 
information (documents, forms and instructions, etc...) to make the Town web site content 
rich. 


With the Town network infrastructure in place and all new systems up and functioning the IT 
Department is currently responsible for the administration and maintenance of the following 
large systems: 


e Century’s Starbase School Administration/Student Scheduling System. 
Software 

Tyler Technologies Munis Financial and Receivables Software 

Telephone System — 14 PBX’s, ~500 phones, voice mail, call accounting 

Town Network - 300 PC’s, 9 servers, routers, switches, etc... 

Town Intranet and Internet web sites 


It should be noted each bulleted item has an enormous subset of responsibilities. This 1s also a 
very short list of actual work related activities and services provided by the IT Department 


In the spring of 2000, RCN obtained a cable license from the Town. Thanks to the diligence 
and perseverance of the Town Cable Advisory Board, part of this agreement requires RCN to 
install and maintain a private fiber optic network (Institutional Loop or I-Loop) for Town use 
only. This fiber network will connect all municipal buildings and will be able to carry voice, 
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video and data. The date for completing the network is approximately late summer 2001. 
RCN completed the internal work in all municipal buildings during the summer and fall of 
2000. Once completed the Town will utilize the network to provide voice services, increase 
data bandwidth between all municipal buildings and provide live broadcasts of meetings held 
in Town Hall, Morse Library, Police/Fire and Natick High School as well as provisioning the 


network for future broadcast capabilities. 


Current ongoing projects include evaluating and testing Microsoft’s Windows 2000 
Professional operating system and planning for the deployment of services over of the I-Loop. 
The IT Department will also continue to work with Town departments and 
Boards/Committees to make publishing information to the Town web site an integral part of 
daily operations.

000 was an extremely active year for legal services. Issues arose most frequently in the areas 

of assessing, building and zoning, claims against the Town, conservation, DPW contracts, 
licenses, subdivision control and utility easements. Contracts were negotiated for hazardous 
waste collection; design of the new Wilson Middle School; collection, transportation and 
disposal of recyclable materials; lease of land in Sherborn for the new golf course; construction 


of the new golf course; management of the new golf course; and lease of the former Lincoln 
School for the Natick District Court. 


Annual Town Meetings were held in April and October and a Special Town Meeting was held 
in October. Town Meeting appropriate money for construction of a new Wilson Middle 
School and repairs to Kennedy Middle School, contingent upon a debt exclusion override, and 
to study renovation of Natick High School; accepted a statute which allows persons over the 
age of sixty to provide services to the Town in exchange for a reduction in real estate taxes; 
accepted a statute which allows a cost of living increase for retirees; authorized the sale of the 
former Central Fire Station property and the sale of surplus real estate; authorized the Board 
of Selectmen to file a home rule petition which would allow the sale of beer and wine in 
restaurants with a seating capacity of not less than fifty and not more than ninety-nine 
persons; reorganized the administration of the Treasurer/Collector’s office and the Assessors’ 
office under the supervision of the Director of Finance; authorized the Moderator to appoint a 
special committee to review the Natick By Laws and Home Rule Charter; voted to acquire 
3.75 acres of land off Winter Street for conservation purposes; and established a revolving fund 
to hire consultants with fees paid to the Conservation Commission. Town Meeting amended 
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the General By Laws to adopt a wetlands protection by law; to increase the thresholds in the 
Bid By Laws to correspond with changes in state law; to authorize denial of a permit regarding 
property for which taxes and fees are not paid; to provide that the Tax Collector shall publish 
in a newspaper a list of taxpayers or entities who have neglected or refused to pay property tax 
assessments or betterments for at least six months; and to require property owners to display 
the street number of property so that it is visible from the street. Town Meeting amended the 
Zoning By Laws to make site plan review applicable in a Planned Cluster Development 
District; to protect open space in a Planned Cluster Development District; to clarify the 
definition of a lot; to increase seating for businesses in a Limited Commercial District which 
provide a retail food use as an accessory use to a retail use in the same building; and to increase 
the width requirement for lots in residential district, to reduce the likelihood of pork chop 
lots. 


Seventeen lawsuits against Natick were resolved in 2000. Two personnel cases were settled, 
one school construction case was settled, one zoning case was settled, and one gun case was 
decided in favor of Natick. Ten Appellate Tax Board appeals involving seven taxpayers were 
dismissed and two Appellate Tax Board appeals involving two taxpayers were settled on terms 
satisfactory to Natick. 


Nineteen lawsuits involving the Town of Natick were pending at the end of 2000 including 
one liquor license appeal, one dog case, two gun cases, two zoning cases, one rubbish case, one 
personnel case, one conservation case, the case involving West Suburban Arena and ten 
Appellate Tax Board cases involving seven taxpayers. 


Our firm, Murphy, Hesse, Toomey and Lehane, LLP, is a law firm of thirty-seven lawyers. 
My partners Regina Williams Tate and David Deluca and associates Doris MacKenzie Ehrens, 
Lorna Hebert, Geoffrey Wermuth, Joseph Bartulis, Rachel Israel, Kristin Bierly Magendantz, 
Elizabeth Marzelli Zimmer and Brian Magner also worked on Natick legal matters in 2000. 
We wish to thank the Board of Selectmen, Frederick Conley, Paul Cohen, Libby Bransfield, 
Donna Challis, Maureen Fleming and Ann Wiles, and all Natick employees and board 
members for their help throughout the year, often on short notice. We are grateful for the 
opportunity to represent the Town of Natick.

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Home visits made for contagion and other related matters totaled 80. Mantoux skin tests for 
tuberculosis totaled 290. 4 positive reactors were identified. 


At our weekly Blood Pressure Screening Clinics, 572 residents participated, with 2 referrals to 
private physicians. 


Flu Clinics were held in the fall according to State guidelines, with both influenza and 


pneumococcal vaccines available. A total of 2,360 influenza and 96 pneumococcal 
inoculations were administered. 
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In cooperation with the School Department, 629 Hepatitis B inoculations were administered 
to middle and high school students. 


31 children under the age of 6 were screened for Lead Poisoning. 0 referrals for elevated blood 
lead levels were necessary. 


Rabies Clinics were held in June; a total of 195 dogs and cats were vaccinated, and $975 in fees 
were returned to the Town Treasury. The Rabies Clinics were conducted by our Animal 
Inspector, Dr. Edward Zullo, who is in his 53rd year of continuous service with the Board of 


Health. 


Fees collected and returned to the Town Treasury for various licenses, permits, fees, and 
inspections totaled $81,970.12. 


A total of 19,437 doses of various biologics (vaccines) were distributed to Natick physicians 
during 2000. 


A total of 1,008 inspections were conducted for 316 food establishments of all types, including 
restaurants, markets, bakeries, caterers, clubs, schools, canteen trucks, food manufacturers, 
fairs, the hospital, nursing homes, and a circus. A total of 3,019 inspections, complaint 
investigations, progress inspections, and field consultations were carried out by the Board of 
Health staff relative to environmental sanitation, housing, nursing homes, underground 
storage tanks, sewerage, drainage, swimming pools, day camps, livestock, hazardous materials, 
and other public health matters. 


A total of 44 Show Cause Hearings, Court Cases, and Administrative Hearings were necessary 
during 2000. 


All Natick restaurants became smoke-free as of January 1, 2000. During 2000 all 43 retail 
tobacco dealers were licensed and inspected. Undercover buying operations were conducted 
to make certain that dealers are not selling tobacco products to minors. Of 102 purchase 
attempts, only 7 were successful, a compliance rate for the year of 93 percent. Violators paid 
fines totaling $900. 


Food establishment permits increased in 2000 from 294 to 316. Just 12 years ago there were 
155 permits, less than half the number we have today. Inspections and licensing of these 
businesses represents a major percentage of staff time. 


Title 5, the State code regulating septic systems and cesspools, continued to consume a great 
deal of staff time. Natick has every reason to be proud that Title 5 inspections in our town 
are running at less than a 10 percent failure rate against a State-wide average in excess of 25 
percent. Despite this success, the Code has resulted in a tripling of the normal number of 
system designs to be reviewed and inspected by our staff and, more significantly, has resulted 
in 407 consultations with homeowners, buyers, brokers, and attorneys during 2000 by the 
Director and Senior Environmental Specialist. By the end of the year we had committed a 
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total of $188,369 in low-interest betterment loans to homeowners for septic system upgrades 
and sewer connections in environmentally sensitive. 17 projects have been completed: 
During 2001 the Board of Health will apply to the State for a second round of funding for this 
very worthwhile program.

000 proved to be another busy and successful year for the Natick Recreation and Parks 

Department and the Natick Community at large. Many programs were full with some 
having waiting lists. Programs like Woodtrail Camp, Camp Arrowhead, Outdoor Swim 
Lessons at Memorial Beach and "Skyhawks" Mini-Sports Clinics grew to a record number of 
registrations. The Department also reinstated the Playground Program at Johnson, Lilja and 
Brown School's for the summer of 2000. 


Community Special Events like "Natick Days" and the "Eggstravaganza" were great successes 
along. with excellent numbers of participants at May Day, Springfest, Harvestfest, the 
Spooktacular and the Town Holiday Lighting Ceremony. These types of community special 
events are not only a trademark of the community, but are an example of the department 
acting as a catalyst among municipal departments and community agencies in helping to 
provide leisure and recreation for its residents. 


Park renovations for the year included an impressive list of upgrades and improvements 

thanks in part to outstanding help and assistance from Natick DPW. The list is as follows: 

1. Installation of a Fire Alarm System to Cole Recreation Center. 

2. Exterior building renovations to the rear of the Cole Recreation Center along with 
playground improvement at the site. 

x Completion of the second and final phase of the Murphy Playground. 


4, Natick Common Gazebo renovation to its original state. 

x Renovation and restoration of the Natick High School Outdoor Tennis and Basketball 
Courts. 

6. Soccer Field renovation at Lincoln and Memorial School fields. 

re Camp Arrowhead renovations along with sewer connections to town sewer. 

8. Memorial School light pole and turf renovations for user safety. 
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2: Install benches and tables at Sargent Field/Lilja School. 
10. Landscape renovations at Memorial Beach. 


In addition to this list, a number of major accomplishments occurred in 2000 thanks to the 
help of community groups and boards. The Town of Natick instituted its own skate park at 
the High School Football Field parking lot thanks to the effort of the "Natick Skatepark 
Association" and the cooperation of the Natick School Department, DPW and Natick Police 
Department. This first phase was a great success with Phase II coming in 2001. A soda 
machine, park benches and tables were also installed at the site for the roller bladers' and skate 
boarders’ convenience. 


The Johnson School outdoor hockey rink was built at the Johnson multi-purpose facility 
thanks to the combined efforts of Bill Chase, the Natick DPW and Johnson School. This 
year-round facility is intended for street hockey and roller blading during good weather and 
ice skating during the winter months. 


Trail signs and trash barrels were installed along the trails of Pegan Cove Park thanks to the 
combined efforts of Chris Freeman, Boy Scout Troop #1775 and the Natick DPW. The 
Scouts reinstated the trails to the central part of the park while working with the Recreation 
and Parks Department and DPW to install the signs and barrels at the site. 


The Natick Community Organic Farm built a new workshop on their property along with 
the renovation of the caretaker's quarters and welcome center. This ambitious project, which 
costs approximately $100,000 was done through the capital fundraiser project of the Farm 
Board with help from Natick DPW. 


The Department meanwhile was working closely with the Conservation Commission and 
Weston & Sampson's John Wagner to update the Town's Open Space Plan for the upcoming 
five years. Members from the Planning Board, Community Development Office, the School 
Department, Natick Board of Selectmen, Natick Little League, Natick Soccer Club, Natick 
Men's Softball Association and Natick Youth Lacrosse are all involved in this process, which 
is focusing on Natick's future land and open space needs. The Board of Selectmen will review 
the proposed plan with anticipated approval in early January of 2001. The Department has 
also been involved with the School Department in the installation of athletic fields and an age 
appropriate playground at Bennett-Hemenway School. The facilities at this site will be ready 

for use in the upcoming year. | 


2001 brings a number of challenges to the department, which need to be addressed. It 1s 
obvious that as the cost of living goes up, families are forced to make difficult financial 
choices. In an effort to help families in this situation, the Department looks to keep the cost 
of all programs as low as possible through (1) good program management, (2) working with 
program associates to assist in fundraising and donation acquisitions, (3) applying for grant 
funding where applicable and (4) create family package plans for large families. 
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The Town of Natick will be celebrating its 350" Anniversary this year. The Department will 
be working closely with that committee to help make the event(s) a success for 2001. The 
Department will also be working cooperatively to provide affordable community wide 
recreation opportunities for all groups without duplicating services. The Department will 
continue to focus on after school programming along with more preschool, youth and middle 
school age creation opportunities for our residents. This along with the following park 
developments and plans will be actively pursued: 


1. Refurbish the Henry Wilson Memorial Shoe Shop while working with the Natick 
Historical Commission. 

2. Renovate outdoor skating facilities throughout Natick. 

3. Work to update the outdoor lighting at Natick High School tennis and Memorial School 
recreation facilities with interested user groups. 

4. Renovate and refurbish the Coolidge/Loker/East basketball and tennis courts along with 
the Navy Yard parking lot and the High School track facilities as we work with support 
groups. 

5. Provide better parking and renovation opportunities at Navy Yard Field and Pegan Cove 
Park. 


6. Replace the department's special needs van for Department and Community use. 


The Natick Recreation and Parks Department and Commission wish to recognize and thank 
the many local businesses, individuals, civic organizations and volunteers who have supported 
our programs and parks through their financial and physical resources.

reports on crime statistics, traffic crashes, and other services provided by department 
personnel. You will note a seven percent increase in our report of the year 2000 Index Crimes. 
With crime rates as low as that reported in Natick, however, percentage reporting may be 
somewhat misleading. For example, the incidence of rape declined 25% (down to three from 
four); robbery declined 12.5% (down to seven from eight); motor vehicle theft declined 11% 
(down from 45 to 40). Conversely, aggravated assault increased 35% (up to 28 from 20); 
burglary increased 7.5% (up from 79 to 85); and, larceny /theft increased 8.8% (up to 568 from 
522). From these numbers, it is easy to see how small changes in numbers lead to significant 
percentage increases and decreases. While I remain concerned with the potential for increasing 
crime rates, we do follow the national trend for communities under 50,000. We continue to 
emphasize prevention through target hardening and self-awareness as a means to reduce the 
number of crimes committed in Natick. To that end, the department conducted workshops 
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along with the Middlesex District Attorney’s office at the Natick Mall to try to address 
increasing larcenies from businesses at the mall. Our department has several officers with 
advanced training in crime prevention techniques who conduct security surveys for residential 
and commercial properties, with the hope of alerting occupants of crime hazards or 
weaknesses in the physical defenses to crime within their homes or businesses. Early in 2001, 
the department will conduct a rape aggression defense class (RAD), with the hope of reducing 
vulnerability of potential victims. Throughout the year 2000, our crime prevention division 
has coordinated numerous neighborhood meetings aimed at reducing crime and improving the 


quality of life for residents. 


After three very successful citizen police academies, Lieutenant Peter Mason turned over the 
reigns of the academy to Sergeant Brian Lauzon. Lieutenant Mason was instrumental in 
getting the academy off the ground and dedicated himself to providing a continuously 
improving product that was very much appreciated by academy attendees in 1998 and 1999. 
Sergeant Lauzon, in the first academy he directed, maintained this commitment to excellence. 
The citizen police academy continues to be an important link in the communication of 


department activities to our residents.

Perhaps the most significant goal accomplished during the year 2000 
was a change implemented in our patrol strategy. With the hope of 
increasing the involvement of officers in developing solutions to 
neighborhood problems, the department moved from a six-sector 
patrol configuration to a three-area configuration. The new system 


involves comparative analysis of crime statistics. The so-called 
CompStat program is data-driven and allows a more effective and timely analysis of events 
occurring within the boundaries of Natick. It is, essentially, an early warning system for 
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criminal or disruptive behavior. Through regular comparison of crime statistics and calls for 
service, officers are able to pinpoint and address crimes and 
problems before they become epidemic or of serious concern to 
the neighborhood. Officer Leo Fitzpatrick has developed an 
effective crime bulletin that alerts supervisors and officers to 
trends in criminal activity and neighborhood disorder. 


WAYLAND WESTON 


Each area is assigned an Area Commander and complement of 
officers. The officers may be assigned to different shifts, but they 
remain responsible for problem solving with other officers 
assigned to the same area, irrespective of their shift assignment. 
Area Commanders are responsible for coordinating officer 
activity and monthly reporting of activities in their respective 
areas, keeping the command staff and me aware of the actions they and their officers have 
taken to address specific areas of concern. Previously, officers were concerned with answering 
calls for service and addressing problems that arose primarily during their shift. In some cases, 
the officers assigned to a particular shift were not even aware of the happenings on other 
shifts. I firmly believe this strategy to be markedly more effective than the previous patrol 
configuration and strategy. 


SHERBORN 


Once again, officers working with liquor licensees in our “Cops in Shops” program provided 
deterrence for underage attempts to purchase alcohol. In the program, officers either posed as 
package store employees or monitored those exiting the store to ensure that liquor was not 
being passed on to minors. The success of the program was evident in only 17 arrests this year 
versus 32 in the prior year. The program was made possible 
by a grant from the Governor’s Highway Safety Bureau. 


The department experienced an inordinate and unacceptable 
employee turnover rate in our public safety dispatch 
function. Dispatchers left Natick for dispatch positions in 
other communities, primarily because of the lower salary 
offered in Natick. With the cooperation of the Town 
Administrator and the Board of Selectmen, Natick’s dispatcher salary is now commensurate 
with their responsibilities and competitive with other communities. We are now at full 
strength in our dispatch component. 


Officer of the Year 


Officer Robert Hoffman was selected as the Natick Police Department 
Officer of the Year for 1999. In addition to being cited for specific 
accomplishments such as the arrest of an arson suspect and _ his 
professional handling of a very sensitive suicide investigation, Officer 
Hoffman was recognized for being among the highest performers on the 
department, despite being assigned to the midnight to eight shift, the 
shift generally with the fewest calls for service. His unmatched work 
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ethic is exemplified by his never having used any sick leave in his more than ten years duty as 
a police officer assigned to patrol duty at night, a remarkable accomplishment, to say the least. 
Officer Hoffman sets the standard by which police should measure professionalism. It is said 
that patrol is the backbone of the police department. Officers like Officer Hoffman are the 
backbone of patrol itself. 


Training 

Officers completed 40 hours of in-service training at the Massachusetts Criminal Justice 
Training Academy in Norwood. We now conduct quarterly firearm qualification in the 
department indoor firing range. The Natick Police hosted additional training workshops and 
seminars conducted by various state agencies and private enterprises including the Criminal 
Justice Training Council, the Massachusetts Emergency Management Agency, the Association 
of Public-Safety Communications Officials, Powerphone, Commonwealth Police Service, and 
the Massachusetts Police Accreditation Coalition. 


Defibrillators 


Through a grant from the MetroWest Medical Foundation, the department purchased ten 
automatic external defibrillators (AED). Dispatcher Gary Dubinsky, a certified AED 
instructor, trained all department personnel on the use of these life saving devices. We are 
grateful to the Foundation for enabling us to enhance our ability to respond effectively to 
heart attacks.

Our web page, www.natickpolice.com is up and running. 


Although presently limited in scope, we count this as a work 
in progress that we hope will provide better two-way 
communication between the public and our department. 


Accreditation 


Although the accreditation process did not progress as I 
wished, we remain committed to becoming accredited by the 
recently created Massachusetts Police Accreditation * 
Commission. The accreditation process requires a 
comprehensive, critical review of all of our activities and related policies, revising them where 
needed, and participating in necessary bargaining processes with police labor associations as 
required by Massachusetts law. Once all of the required accreditation standards are met, a 
team of assessors will conduct an on-site visit to ensure that not only are our policies written, 
but also that appropriate training is administered and adherence to these policies is evident 
throughout the department. It is, in my opinion, the single best way to ensure the professional 
delivery of police services. 
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New Beginnings/Endings 

The department welcomed new hires, James Sebastian and James 
Quilty in January 2000. After more than 20 weeks in the police 
academy and eight weeks local/field training, Officers Quilty and 
Sebastian assumed regular patrol duties on the midnight to eight 
shift. Officer Brian Lauzon was promoted to Sergeant in January 
and remains on the midnight to eight shift where he serves as a 
supervisor and one of our two accident reconstructionists. Sergeant 


Steve Pagliarulo and Detective Jack Doherty Jr. were assigned to 
night detectives, also in January. For the first time in many years, no 
officers retired during the year. We did, however have one departure from our complement of 
school Traffic Supervisors. Carol Flynn retired after nine years service, seven at the Bennett- 
Hemenway School.

Project DARE 

The Natick Drug Abuse Resistance Education (DARE) program enjoyed another 
successful year. Three hundred-ninety students were graduated from the program 
in the Kennedy and Wilson Middle Schools. Officers Dan Brogan and Elizabeth 
Heffler completed DARE instructor training, joining Detectives Rick Halloran 
and John Haswell in presenting the curriculum to our fifth grade students. With financial 
assistance from the Commonwealth of Massachusetts Executive Office of Public Safety, the 
following programs were presented in addition to our core DARE curriculum: 


Summer Camp - Forty students enjoyed workshops in personal safety, decision-making, 
alternatives, handling conflicts, and peer pressure. 


Strike Two Program - Natick Police and Natick High School participated in a powerful 
program presented by the Middlesex Sheriff at the Billerica House of Correction. The 
participants toured the facility and spoke with the inmates. 


Street Hockey - Our very successful street hockey program continued at the Johnson School. 
With assistance from Lieutenant Nick Mabardy and Detectives John Haswell and Rick 
Halloran, 29 students participated in the program. 


Community Services 


The Natick Police Department Community Services Division has continued mentoring 
partnerships with community organizations. We continued working with Baypath Home and 
Community Services, Natick Service Council, Council on Aging, Recreation and Human 
Services, Project Alliance, Natick Community Coalition, Committee on Elder Affairs, 
Alzheimer’s Association of Eastern Massachusetts, Parent/Teacher Organizations, and Joining 
Hands for Peace Council. Our work with neighborhood watch groups thrives, as we continue 
to meet monthly with several groups, working together to solve problems particular to each 
group. During the past year, we have strengthened our partnership with the Governor’s 
Highway Safety Bureau, hosting Child Safety Seat Checkpoints in conjunction with Children 
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First/Natick Council’ Spring Fair. The police held its 3" annual “Watch Your Car” anti-theft 
glass-etching event. 


The TRIAD program continued its success with our senior citizens, coordinated primarily by 
Lieutenant Nick Mabardy and Officer Mark St. Hilaire. This partnership with Natick’s 
Council on Aging, the Attorney General’s Office, the Middlesex Sheriff’s office, and other 
members of the community hosted presentations by the State Deputy Banking Commissioner, 
Bonita M. Irving and Postal Inspector Jerry Carmody, all of which were open to the public. 


The department also assisted with the Town’s 
“Spooktacular” Halloween event, and sponsored “Natick’s 
Night Out,” this year, due to inclement weather, held at 
Natick High School. This event was made possible through | 
the personal generosity, both in time donated and in ae 
funding, of many, including members of our Citizen Police gaa™ 
Academy Alumni Association and Neighborhood Watch { 
Groups. Attendees were treated to refreshments, music, 
child fingerprinting and photographing, a K9 
demonstration by the MBTA Police Department, and most importantly, the camaraderie of a 
close-knit community. The annual fishing derby continued for another year, with hundreds of 
children enjoying a day of fishing lessons and fun with volunteers from Natick Recreation and 
the Natick Police. 


Traffic 


After several years of zero motor vehicle fatalities, Natick experienced the tragic loss of four 
teenagers in three separate crashes and one pedestrian fatality involving an elderly gentleman. I 
don’t know whether stepped up enforcement of our speeding laws or other educational efforts 
could have prevented any of these tragedies from occurring. I know that all of our officers, 
particularly those who responded to these crashes, are deeply affected by these deaths. It seems 
that, even with events like the mock motor vehicle crash played out at Natick High School 
prior to prom season, our efforts sometimes fall on deaf ears, or young people just don’t 
believe that it can happen to them. Perhaps the demonstration was effective for some, but it is 
difficult to measure a non-event — not being involved in a crash. We hope someone did hear 
us, and that they avoided dangerous situations because of it. We thank the members of Natick 
High’s Students Against Drunk Driving (GADD) for their participation in the dramatization 
of a fatal crash at the high school and to the school administration for allowing us to 
participate in the program. 


As you can see from the year 2000 traffic statistics, we were not successful in further reducing 
our crash or personal injury rate. You will also see a direct correlation between the decrease in 
the number of citations issued and the increase in our crashes and related personal injury. 
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Again, over the years, the correlation applies both ways. Consequently, I will emphasize 
increased selective enforcement activity in 2001. 


Animal Control 


The Natick Animal Control Department is responsible for a variety of services when dealing 
with both domestic and wild animals. Our primary roles are to enforce the leash law, locate 
lost pets, and investigate both animal abuse and animal bites. Other responsibilities include 
picking up sick and injured wildlife. 


The wild animal rabies epidemic is still apparent in town. The animal found to carry the 
strain most commonly is the skunk. More than half of the sick skunks caught and tested have 
tested positive for rabies. Raccoons still hold a close second, mostly due to the fact that the 
raccoon population 1s still way down from previous years. 


This year has also seen an increase in the coyote and fox population. Though there have been 
no reported attacks on people, there have been several reports of coyotes attacking domestic 
cats and small dogs. We remind residents to keep cats inside as much as possible and to leash 
small dogs and monitor their whereabouts. A coyote as a rule will not attack anything its size 
or bigger.

FIRE DEPARTMENT 


Di fears of massive computer problems relative to the new millennium, New Years 
Day dawned peacefully with all systems functioning in normal fashion. This smooth 
transition was a harbinger of good things to come for the Natick Fire Department in 2000. 


Of foremost importance was the passage of a proposition 2% override, which will 
dramatically improve our emergency medical response system. With the addition of a second 
ambulance and upgrading to the Paramedic level, we will now be able to respond to medical 
emergencies in a more prompt fashion and provide the highest level of care at all emergency 
scenes. All residents will have equal access to paramedic level care, the fire suppression force 
will be bolstered and overtime expenditures will be significantly reduced. 

The year 2000 also produced the successful conclusion to Mr. Raphael Krasa’s yearlong effort 
to provide thermal imaging cameras to the Natick Fire Department. In November, two 
camera devices were placed into service. These cameras have a total worth of thirty -five 
thousand dollars. My special thanks to Mr. Krasa for his very extraordinary efforts and to the 
generosity of many Natick residents, especially Mr. Michael Cotter, and his wife gan alot. 
Robert Shillman of Cognex Corporation and Tavis Doucette who donated his birthday 
money to our cause. Through Mr. Krasa’s diligent and tireless efforts and the generosity of 
the aforementioned people, Natick residents and our firefighters will be far safer from the 
perils of fire. We thank all of you! 


During July, the Town Administrator was notified that the results of the ten year insurance 
examination of the Fire Department warranted a reclassification, upgrading the Town from a 
Class 4 to a Class 3 division. This upgrade can have a significant impact on insurance 
premiums for certain sprinklered commercial properties ranging from tifteen to thirty per 
cent. As you may recall from my first two Town Reports in 1988 and 1999, this was a major 
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goal. We as a Department are proud of this achievement and I wish to thank all members of 
the Natick Fire Department for their diligent efforts in reaching this goal. 


FIRE PREVENTION 
The Fire Prevention Bureau continues to resolve a heavy work load, caused by the building 
boom and robust economy. Many new projects and structural renovations remain the focal 
point of the division. 


In-service inspections of all public and commercial properties have been reorganized and 
increased, with special emphasis placed on hazardous materials. 


Special thanks must be given to Captain James Sheridan, Firefighter Eugene Ward and all of 
the on and off duty Firefighters, who participated in making our annual fire Prevention Fair a 
huge success. 


The event was held on Saturday, October 7". Over 1,000 Natick children and their parents 
received tips on fire prevention, viewed our firefighting exhibits and enjoyed pizza and soda 
provided by Papa Gino’s Pizza.

The new ambulance was placed in service on July 26, 2000. The second ambulance, now 
serving as a spare unit will be placed into full service effective July 1, 2001. The second 
ambulance, which is now five years old, can be expected to provide at least one more year of 
service. Employing two ambulance units will stretch the service life of these vehicles at least 
one to two years. 

The Department will request replacement of a pumping engine at the spring 2001 Town 
Meeting. Although Engines One, Two and Three are in good mechanical and body 
condition, they have all reached the end of their recommended fifteen year replacement age. 
By replacing one engine now, the Supervisor of Vehicle Maintenance and _ I feel comfortable 
in replacing the remaining two engines at two year intervals thereafter. The Town would 
then avoid the dilemma of having to replace all units at one time. 


Our used-purchase 1985 aerial ladder truck is still a concern to me. Although it has provided 
us with superbly dependable service, it is after all, a used Boston ladder truck. I question our 
ability to maintain this good fortune indefinitely, and recommend a new purchase in the near 
future.

COMMUNICATIONS DIVISION 

This was a very busy year for the Communication Division. Starting with the replacement of 
old incandescent traffic lights, over 350 red, green and don’t walk lights equipped with new, 
cost efficient LED lights were installed. This will save the town approximately $10,000.00 
annually in electricity costs. This program was done in cooperation with Noresco 
Corporation and Boston Edison. Edison reimbursed the town 80% of the cost of the new 


lights. 
The Division also worked with RCN Cable Company throughout the year. They replaced 
over 8 miles of old, open fire alarm cable and provided us with more than 100 splice boxes. 


This new cable had to be spliced in with the old cable and most fire alarm boxes rewired. 


A new 19 pair overhead cable was installed from Lincoln Square to LMH to take care of our 
needs for the main radios that are at the hospital. 


Two new electric feeds were installed for the Main Street holiday lighting, which proved to be 
very beneficial for downtown. 


Two electric curve signs, which were knocked down, were replaced with new LED signs. 
One on Union Street and Woodland Street and the other at Speen and Nottingham. 


I would also commend Mr. Gordon VanTassel, the Communications Superintendent, for the 
fine job he did with the Downtown Christmas lighting and decorations. 
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GOALS 

On April 1, 2001, the Department will employ thirteen new firefighters. Twelve of these 
personnel will be hired to meet the mandate of the proposition 2 % override and the 
remaining position as a replacement for a retirement. 


Due to the lack of available openings in the Recruit Training Program at the Massachusetts 
Firefighting Academy, these individuals will have to be trained “in-house” by our staff and 
myself. Fortunately, we have had considerable experience in this area and all recruits will be 
trained to National and State standards under the auspices of the Massachusetts Firefighting 
Academy. 


Of primary consideration is the implantation of the Second Ambulance and the Paramedic 
Service to be effective July 1, 2001. Of my many duties during my fourteen year tenure as 
Chief of Department, I shall view this duty as my proudest and most important obligation. 


ACKNOWLEDGE ME NT 

On behalf of the Natick Fire Department and myself, I wish to extend our most heartfelt 
thanks and gratitude to all those individuals who have been responsible, for making our desire 
for a Second Ambulance and Paramedic Service a reality. 


Many hours of hard work and planning by Department personnel and the Ambulance Study 
Committee demonstrated the need for these vital services. The generosity and overwhelming 
support from the Finance Committee and Town Meeting convinced Natick voters that they 
were making the correct decision. 


We of the Natick Fire Department shall commit ourselves to continue to provide superior 
emergency medical care. Without your support, generosity and community spirit our 
commitment and success could not be realized.

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Highway Division 


The Highway Division is responsible for street maintenance, drainage improvements, street 
sweeping, line painting, operation of the gravel pit, street signs, snow plowing, and trimming 
of roadside brush. During the year routine maintenance included sweeping all streets, 
municipal parking lots and school parking lots and sidewalks at least once. Catch basins were 
cleaned and fifty-three were either repaired or rebuilt. Roadside brush was either trimmed 
back or removed at 187 locations. All center lines, gutter lines, crosswalks and parking spaces 
were painted at least once during the year. 


Portions of the following streets were repaved during 2000: Mill Street, Everett Street, South 
Main Street, Walnut Street, Belvedere Street, Marion Street, Lincoln Street, Broads Avenue, 
Union Street, Eliot Street, Caswell Street, River Street, Water Street and Auburn Street. Also 
during the year, the Highway Division built a service road for the new golf course along the 
southerly side of the capped landfill. Personnel from the division also reconstructed the lower 
parking lot at the high school, installed a new playground at the old Murphy school site as 
well as an ice skating rink at Johnson School. They also constructed a skateboard park at the 
high school parking lot. A large area at the recycling center was paved for the convenience of 
persons dropping leaves and brush. 


At the Oak Street gravel pit, we produced 5,800 cubic yards of sand; 930 cubic yards of pea 
stone; and 2,000 cubic yards of crusher run gravel. These materials are used for a number of 
activities throughout the year including winter sanding and backfilling of water and sewer 
trenches. 


A new project that we implemented this year is a pavement management program. This 
program will enable us to keep our road inventory up to date including pavement conditions. 
This information will assist in determining when roads get repaired and by which of several 
methods. It will also provide relevant information regarding total needs of the town with 
respect to roadway maintenance, which it is hoped will convince the Commonwealth to 
increase local aid for street repairs. 


Facilities Maintenance Division 


This division is responsible for the maintenance and repair of all town-owned buildings. A 
staff of five partner with a contract cleaning firm to maintain and keep clean all of the 
buildings, 24 hours per day, seven days per week. The division has implemented a 
sophisticated preventative maintenance program to protect the town’s valuable infrastructure. 
Personnel from this division responded admirably following a very destructive fire at the 
District Courthouse in May, working many hours to help clean the mess and get the Court 
operation back into service as quickly as possible. 
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Equipment Maintenance Division 


This Division is responsible for maintaining all of the Town’s vehicles and equipment 
including police cruisers, fire engines, ambulances, neighborhood buses, and_ school 
department vehicles, as well as all of the DPW trucks and equipment. In addition, these skilled 
mechanics maintain all of the town’s emergency generators, lawn maintenance equipment, 
sidewalk tractors and the gravel pit. In addition to the routine maintenance and repair of the 
equipment, the mechanics refurbished a 1990 Autocar rubbish packer chassis and converted it 
into a hook lift unit (swap body system) to better utilize the town’s equipment. This was the 
third such refurbishment completed in-house. 


Sanitation Division 


This division is responsible for collecting trash from over 11,500 households once per week, as 
well as from all municipal buildings including schools. The division is also responsible for 
coordinating the curbside recycling program with our private contractor, BFI. For the 
calendar year 2000, we collected and transported over 10,500 tons of trash to the trash-to- 
energy plant in Millbury. Per ton tipping fees are approaching $100 and this number is 
expected to continue to climb as the State increases restrictions on disposal of materials. The 
latest restriction requires us to separate and recycle all items containing mercury, including 
thermometers, thermostats, and fluorescent bulbs. Mercury is a highly toxic substance that 
ends up in our water and food chain if not properly disposed of. 


The curbside recycling program continues to be a success due, in part, to the enthusiasm of 
our residents. Over 4,000 tons of recyclables, including newspapers, were collected during the 
year. 


Recycling and Composting Center 


The center allows residents to drop off recyclables that are collected at curbside as well as 
leaves and brush. In addition, they can bring used motor oil, household batteries and items 
containing mercury. Over 4,000 gallons of used motor oil was collected and disposed of 
during 2000. New this year is a paint swap area where persons may bring leftover paint 
and/or take home paint, at no charge. 


Land Facilities and Natural Resources Division 


LF&NR is responsible for 90% of the ground maintenance around all public buildings. The 
division maintains all of the athletic fields, recreation areas and non-school properties for the 
entire town. 


The weather in 2000 returned to more normal conditions. There were some dry periods and 
some wet sessions but no real extremes. There was no long-term dry period so it ended up 
being a great year to grow grass. The fields remained in good condition because they never 


really dried out. 


The long term and serious effects of the drought of 1999 started to surface as predicted. The 
ash trees probably suffered the most as they are already under stress from a mycorrhizal 
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disease. Two cherry trees were lost on the common. Due to the heavy infestation of grubs 
because of the prior year’s drought, the areas were treated with Merrit to control the grubs. 


Our fall sports program got off to a good start because of the good growing conditions. The 
varsity football field looked better than it has in years, and the new irrigation system on the 
practice football field helped immensely. The practice football field held up better than ever 
because it started out in better condition and the new field extension alleviated some of the 
wear and tear. The varsity field hockey and soccer fields are in need of major renovations and 
because of this some 64 games consisting of soccer, football and field hockey were played on 
Memorial Field this fall. Needless to say, the field took a beating. 


The newly constructed fields behind Lilja were opened for use in the fall and were well 
received. They were heavily used, but should come back because there is no spring soccer 
there. 


A new program of changing the soil profile on four fields at the high school was implemented. 
The division aerated, slice seeded and then top-dressed these fields with fine sand using a 
machine borrowed from Framingham Parks and Rec. The addition of sand changes the 
structure of the soil to help with drainage and soil compaction. It is hoped to continue this 
procedure because top dressing is an important part of a regular maintenance program for our 
fine turf areas. 


The division worked all summer and fall in conjunction with the Recreation Department to 
renovate numerous playgrounds. The new 60’ infield at Ben Hem School was installed and 
will be fine graded in the spring of 2001. The division continued to maintain the Town’s street 
trees, removing those that were necessary and pruning many others. In the spring of 2000 we 
executed a separate contract for the removal of 42 trees, some of which were very large. This 
was done at a cost of only $12,000.00, which was far cheaper than having them done at an 
hourly rate. When school was out for the summer, 3 dead trees were removed from Brown 
School and a few fallen trees were removed from Dug Pond. The general tree contractor did 
the pruning, and removal of smaller trees. The division is continuing the rehabilitation of the 
Common, pruning and reshaping the trees, and fighting the Prunicola Scale. 


After school closed in June, extensive poison ivy and brush control work was completed in 
the schools, recreation areas, and the South Natick Cemetery. Our stump grinding is an 
ongoing process. 


After many years of planning, construction and rehabilitation, the Leach Lane/MWRA sewer 
project is finally complete. 


The Hemlock Wooly Adelgid is still spreading. From our first sighting on Winter St. in 1998, 
it has now shown up almost everywhere in town. Steps are being taken to try to protect our 
hemlock stands at the South Natick Dam and Shaw Park. The Town Forest Committee is 
trying to procure funds to protect some of the large Hemlocks in the Town Forest but the 
infestation there has become so bad, we are now considering a timber harvest to salvage the 
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infested trees while they still have some value. The division is compiling data to establish a list 
of large American elm trees to implement a preventative maintenance program. Most of the 
American Elms have succumbed to the Dutch elm disease and a plan has been initiated to 
protect a few large ones that are left. 


Engineering Division 
The Engineering Division of the Public Works Department provides guidance and technical 
support to all the various Departments, Boards and Commissions within Town Government, 


as well as to the citizens of Natick. 


The Engineering Division is the repository of street and utility plans and records. Updating of 
Town maps and plans, such as the Assessor’s maps, Zoning maps, Street Maps, etc. is an 
important duty of the Engineering Division. This updating process includes maintaining 
accurate as-built records for all road and utility construction within Town ways and 
properties. 


The Engineering Division, as part of the approval process, provides technical assistance to the 
Planning Board in the review of all site plans and subdivision plans. This process includes the 
review of plans and supporting documentation to assure compliance with all Town standards 
and requirements. After a plan is approved the Engineering Division 1s responsible for 
calculating performance bonds, and is responsible for all related site utility and roadway 
construction inspection. During 2000, seven (7) subdivisions with a total of forty-eight (48) 
potential housing units were reviewed, and inspection conducted on approximately thirteen 
(13) active subdivisions in various stages of completion. Further, the utility construction on 
several commercial projects was also inspected. 


In addition to the above, the Engineering Division completed the following during 2000: 


Issued 128 Street Opening Permits and provided the necessary inspections. 

Provided follow up inspections on 179 Occupancy Certificates. 

Issued 121 water connection permits and provided the necessary inspections. 

Issued 155 sewer connection permits and provided the necessary inspections. 

Presented two (2) streets for acceptance at Town Meeting. 

Completed in house the design and inspection of the ongoing improvements to the 

Town’s composting and recycling area. 

e Completed in house the feasibility study to extend Town sewer to the Lakeshore Road 
area. 

e Expanded the automation of the DPW as-built plans to include street layout plans, 
allowing for computerized retrieval and updating. 
Implemented a town-wide Pavement Management System. 
Completed in house the construction management, and final betterment assessments for 
the Union Street and Eliot Street sewer extension project in South Natick. 

e Prepared and managed in house the 2000 Chapter 90 roadway improvements contract. 
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¢ Completed in house the design of the extension of Town sewers to River Street, Water 
Street, Lincoln Street, Cape Street, Cohns Street, and Schaller Street with the in house 
construction management on going. 


Water Division 

During 2000 the Natick Water Division pumped a total of 1,254,946,000 gallons of potable 
water into 168 miles of distribution system piping for an average daily demand of 3,438,000 
gallons, a reduction of 169,000 gallons from 1999. 


The Division contracted out the replacement of 800 feet of 97-year old 12-inch transmission 
main with 1- inch ductile iron pipe, from Lakeshore Rd., underneath Route 9. The same 
contractor also replaced 460 feet of 97-year old 18-inch distribution main with 20- inch ductile 
iron pipe, connecting to the new 20- inch distribution main that the water division installed in 
Bacon St. during 1999. These mains were installed to eliminate the manganese problem caused 
by the old piping, into and out of the Springvale Water Treatment Facility. 


Division personnel replaced all water service pipes on Water St., Lincoln St, River St., Lincoln 
PI., and Walnut St. They also replaced 26 fire hydrants and repaired 72, relayed 60 water 
service pipes, replaced 515 water meters, and tested 530 backflow prevention devices. 


For 2001 the Division is planning an expansion of the Springvale Water Treatment Facility to 
treat the water from the new Springvale #2 replacement well and the existing Springvale #4 
well. 


Sewer Division 

Natick Sewer Division transported 1,035,330,000 gallons of sewage from the Town to the 
MWRA system during 2000. Our 36 sewer stations pumped a total of 85,414,000 gallons. 
These are maintained by division personnel 24-hours per day, seven days per week. 


Extending the gravity sewer main directly to the MWRA’s Framingham Extension Sewer 
eliminated the Boden Lane Sewer Lift Station. One sewer station was added on River St. in 
South Natick. | 


Gravity sewer mains were replaced in Boden Lane and Braemore Road. The existing 30- inch 
sewer mains in Washington Ave. and W. Central St. were relined. 

Division personnel cleared 31 sewer stoppages and replaced or repaired 22 sewer service lines. 
The Division contracted for the replacement of the Rathbun Rd. #1 and #2 sewer stations. 
The stations will be installed during 2001. 


During 2001 the Division plans on replacing the Oak St. (Pit), and the Jennings Pond sewer 
lift stations.

Mission Statement 


he Natick Community Development Department is dedicated to making our town a better 

and safer place to live — a place where people want to raise a family, and have their children 
raise their children. The Community Development Department works to protect, and where 
possible, enhance our natural resources and preserve the quality of life for citizens of Natick. 
Through our Boards and Commission we strive to plan with people not for people, by building 
lasting partnerships with individual residents, community groups, professional services, providers, 
contractors, business leaders, and local and state officials. We stand for a commitment to the long- 
term interests of our community, and to delivering the highest quality of service. 


The Community Development Department administers and enforces land development and 
Building regulations - regulations adopted by the Town of Natick. In addition, the 
Community Development Department provides assistance to the public in understanding 
these regulations and other development related issues. 


The Community Development Department is organized into five interrelated divisions. 


* Building Division 

* Planning Board 

« Zoning Board of Appeals 

* Conservation Commission 

« Transportation — Neighborhood Bus and Parking 


The Planning Board, Zoning Board of Appeals, Conservation Commission and the Building 
Division continue to be substantially assisted by the Community Development Staff, without 
whose help the Boards and Commission would be unable to effectively carry out their 
responsibilities. 


Sarkis Sarkisian, who serves as the Community Development Director, is responsible for the 
day to day management of the Department, reviews all submitted plans, site plans and 
development plans for ordinance compliance, and communicates the technical requirements of 
the Natick Zoning By-Laws to developers and consultants. 


Michael Melchiorri, Building Commissioner, oversees the Building Division of this 
Department as well as construction and alteration of all commercial projects and is the Zoning 
Enforcement Officer of the Town. The Building Commissioner certifies the inspection of 
buildings, schools, daycares, restaurants, multi-family dwellings and all public buildings. 


Michael Connelly, Local Building Inspector, oversees all residential construction projects in 
the Town and assists the Building Commissioner. 
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Melanie Hiris, Conservation Agent, handles the administrative details and inspections for the 
Conservation Commission, including all Wetlands Protection permitting, Riverfront 
Protection, DEP’s Stormwater Management Policy and enforcement orders. 


Annie Greel, Executive Assistant, coordinates the processing of all requests for the Building 
Division, communicates the policies and procedures to the public, provides office management 
to the Community Development Department and provides staff assistance for the Downtown 
Parking Program. 


Yvonne Johnson, Administrative Assistant to the Zoning Board of Appeals and Chris 
Fleming, Administrative Assistant to the Planning Board are responsible for the day to day 
aspects of processing development requests, coordinating submittal schedules, communicating 
development policies and procedures to the public and preparing development cases. 


Agnes Young is the Coordinator of the Natick Neighborhood Bus. Her responsibilities 
include overseeing the daily operations of the system. She implemented a new service, the 
Van, which provides transportation to Natick senior citizens and disabled persons to medical 
appointments. 


Year-End Review 


= We completed the Landscape Preservation Master Plan for the municipally owned 
properties and structures located within the John Eliot Historic district in South Natick. 
This project was funded by a $20,000 Historic Landscape grant from the Department of 
Environmental Management. 


= We received $1,260,000 from TJX for the Open Space Fund. This funding will be used for 


the acquisition of land for open space. 7 


* We collected over $500,000 dollars in fees from Building permits, Planning and Zoning 
Board fees and Parking permits. 


= With the assistance of Natick Center Associates staff, we applied for, and were successful 
in receiving, a Self-Help Grant from the Executive Office of Environmental Affairs in the 
amount of $250,000 for the purchase of 3.7 acres of wooded forest for the Winter Woods 
subdivision. In the wake of intense growth and development pressures, this office took a 
lead role to support sustainable landscapes, enhancing the natural habitats and 
strengthening ecosystem integrity. The Community Development Department worked 
in tandem with the developer to voluntarily scale back the number of homes to be built 
and to donate an abutting 8 acres of wetlands to the Conservation Commission. This will 
create a contiguous tract totaling 27 acres of permanent protected open space. 


= We were able to reach agreement between the Amputee Veterans of America and the 
Town of Natick that saves Camp Arrowhead from extinction. Camp Arrowhead was 


44 


constructed by the Veterans in 1957 and became the first camp for children with special 
needs. It is located on the shores of Lake Cochituate. 


We renewed our lease with the State Department of Environmental Management for an 
additional 25 years for Pegan Cove. Pegan Cove Park is a 22-acre parcel of land located at 
the southern corner of Lake Cochituate. A ten minute walk from downtown Natick, the 
site is bordered by Washington Avenue to the East, a residential neighborhood to the 
North, railroad tracks to the South, and Lake Cochituate’s South Pond to the West. Its 
natural resources include Lake Cochituate water frontage, a small pond, Pegan Brook 
(bisecting the property), wetlands, wooded areas, high hilly areas, and an open field. Each 
of the areas supports a diversity of plant and animal life. 


In partnership with Natick Center Associates, we successfully completed our Sign & 
Facade program on Washington Street and other locations in downtown Natick. 
Utilizing federal Housing and Urban Development (HUD) funds administered through 
the Massachusetts Small Cities Program of the Massachusetts Department of Housing and 
Community Development, the downtown revitalization organization was able to use 
$200,000 of direct incentives to building and business owners to leverage over $1.5 million 
in additional private sector investment. Twenty projects, including facade renovations, 
new awnings and new commercial signs were completed under this project. 


In partnership with Natick Center Associates we received a small Project Re-Leaf grant in 
order to add additional shade trees to several locations in downtown Natick. 


What’s ahead? 


We will be debuting our new web page in the early spring. It will contain information 
regarding the permitting process for all divisions of this Department, application forms for 
downloading, and links to other areas of interest. Also included are walking trail maps for 
Pegan Cove Park and the Cochituate Rail Trail. Soon, we will be adding new trail maps 
for the entire town. 


The creation of a unique subdivision “Chrislin Village” off North Main Street, which 
involves the restoration of an historic home, the Felchville House, and the development of 
a “period village” to complement it. The Planning Board is working closely with the 
developer, the Zoning Board of Appeals and the Historical Commission to retain the 
historic qualities of both the home and village. 


The completion of our Municipal Golf Course. Targeted tee-time is August 2001. 


The former Wonder Bread Site is being redeveloped into an Internet Hotel or Data 
Center. This type of facility provides the physical environment necessary to keep 
computer servers up and running 24 hours a day, 7 days a week. These types of facilities 
are able to deliver the highest levels of reliability through a number of redundant 
subsystems, such as multiple fiber trunk line that has been installed on the Mass Turnpike, 
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fully redundant power on the premises, and multiple backup generators. These types of 
facilities also provide around-the-clock systems management with onsite personnel trained 
in networking, Internet, and systems management. 


Route 135 ISTEA Roadway Improvements Project begins on West Central Street at the 
Framingham Town Line and extends 14,400 feet east to Downtown Natick, then 
continues on East Central Street 7,930 feet to the Wellesley Town Line. A 1,300 foot 
section of South Main Street (Route 27) between Downtown Natick and Cottage Street is 
also included in the project. The total project length is 23,630 (4.5 miles). The proposed 
project includes cold planning, resurfacing the existing roadway and full depth 
construction. The proposed work also includes installation of curbing required to fill the 
gaps within the existing curbing and provide better gutterline, the reconstruction of 
existing sidewalks and the installation of new concrete or bituminous sidewalks where 
none exist to provide a continuous pedestrian path throughout the project corridor. The 
most extensive work will be performed on East Central Street, in the Downtown Natick 
area between North Main Street and Union Street and two adjacent side streets: Clarendon 
and Hayes Streets. In this area, pavement rehabilitation will be supplemented by 
geometric and signalization improvements, and sidewalk and streetscape enhancements 
such as ornamental lighting, street trees and brick pavers. Total estimated cost of 
construction is $3.4 million dollars. 


The Underground utility project is scheduled for the spring. This is a $300,000 dollar 
project that involves burying utility wires underground from Main Street to Mulligan 
Street. After spending approximately $30 million on the municipal project and before the 
Route 135 Project is underway, this shall put the finishing touches to a renewal project 
that has already made Natick the envy of surrounding towns. 


The Planning Board will continue to work towards making traffic and landscaping 
improvements along Route 9. The Board will pursue the idea of developing a second 
entrance to Natick Executive Park. 


We will continue to see “tear downs” and an increase in alteration permits in Natick as a 
result of a limited number of buildable lots available and the costs of land and new 
construction.

he Planning Board is an elected Board in Natick whose jurisdiction includes: approving, 

modifying or rejecting all proposed subdivision applications, all proposed special permit 
applications for commercial development in the Regional Center (RC) and Highway Corridor 
(HC) overlay districts in the environs of Route 9, approving or rejecting all applications for 
“Approval not Required” plans and initiating Zoning Bylaw recommendations for Town 
Meeting action. 


In 2000 the Planning Board held twenty-one regular meetings and three special meetings. 
Twenty-seven decisions were issued by the Board including: 


Approval of 2 subdivisions — Jacqueline Circle and Winter Oaks 
« 14 Special Permits Issued — 5 of which included Site Plan Review 
7 Modifications of Special Permits 


Eight Special Permits or Modifications to Special Permits were issued regarding signage. The 
Board has been diligent in reviewing signage and landscaping in an effort to contain the 
expansion, both in size and in number, of commercial signs in the Regional Center and 
Highway Corridor and to improve the overall appearance of the town. 


In addition, two Special Permits were issued approving wireless communication facilities and 
seven Special Permits in the Aquifer Protection District and the Board reviewed twenty-seven 
“Approval not Required” plans. Total received by the Planning Board for ANR plans, 
Subdivision Permits and Special Permits was over $35,000.00. 


Several Articles recommending changes in the Zoning Bylaws were sponsored by the Planning 
Board and approved by Town Meeting and the Attorney General’s office: 


¢ Three articles dealing with the Planned Cluster Development (PCD) District and 
Administrative & Professional (AP) District 

¢ An to improve the definition of the word “lot” in the Zoning Bylaw. The Board 
found existing definition confusing and not appropriate when reviewing the PCD 
bylaw. | 

¢ An article to expand the RC District to include five lots on the Northerly side of 
Mercer Road and to allow the redevelopment of the Wonder Bread plant into a 
“telecom hotel”. This makes the .50 FAR applicable throughout the RC Highway 
Overlay District.

An article which was a product of a committee with the Natick Center Associates and 
the Zoning Board of Appeals. This article revises the Downtown Mixed Use District 
so as to encourage more uniformity in height and the creation of more housing to 
patronize the businesses that will not require parking or the use of vehicles. 

An article to allow a retail business situated within a Limited Commercial Zone to also 
run a retail food use with restricted seating. 

Three articles proposing adoption of a Wetlands Protection Bylaws including a 
revolving fund for administering consultants’ fees and a schedule of fines for violations 
of such bylaw. 

An article amending the Town Bylaw under Police Regulation adding a new section 
“Identification of Dwellings” 

An article to increase the minimum lot width in residential zones. This will lessen the 
number of lots that are formed in strange configurations. 


The Board anticipates a busy year ahead working with the Conservation Commission to 
sponsor the Community Preservation Act to go before the voters and sponsoring Zoning 
Bylaw recommendations regarding Home Occupation and Signage.

Construction was completed at a number of sites this year, including the condominiums at 
110 Fast Central Street and 112 - 120 North Avenue. The Natick Mall had approximately 20 
new stores completed, which replaced existing stores. 


The addition of the TJX Building is approximately 80% completed and the parking garage is 
about 95% completed. 


Sherwood Plaza had 3 new tenants this year. Premiere Auto at 910 Worcester Street is 
approximately 80% completed. Construction is underway at the Marriott Courtyard, 342 
Speen Street and Tech Commons, 330 Speen Street. 


Subdivisions currently under construction are: Meadows II and Walnut Ridge are 80% 
complete; Sanctuary, 50% complete; Course Pond Estates, 95% complete; Hamlet Estates and 
Bear Hill Road are 98% complete; and Woodland Village, Carter Drive and Jacqueline Circle 
are about 65% complete. Algonquian Hills is completed and Meadows III has just started 
construction. 


The year 2001 should see the start of construction for the new Wilson Middle School, the 
Christmas Tree Shop and the new Staples Store. 


ZONING BOARD OF APPEALS 


hapter 40A of the Massachusetts General Laws sets the requirements by which a Zoning 

Board of Appeals operates. The Zoning Board of Appeals consists of five regular 
members and three associate members, all appointed by the Board of Selectmen. Each Town 
has its own Zoning By-Law, which developers must adhere to regarding use and dimensional 
regulations. Five members sit on each case brought before the Board. 


They have the power to hear and decide the following petitions: 


» Requests for Variances from the regulations of the Natick Zoning By-Laws 

The Zoning Board of Appeals can grant a Variance only if very specific requirements are met 
and the petitioner can prove a hardship. A Variance may be granted to allow the construction 
of an addition to a dwelling that does not meet the current setback requirements, or to allow a 
use that is not noted in the regulation table. 


>» Requests for Special Permits as allowed within the Natick Zoning By-Laws 

The Natick Zoning By-Laws allow some uses to be permitted in specific zones upon the 
issuance of a Special Permit granted by the Special Permit Granting Authority (SPGA). For 
example, a Special Permit may be granted to allow a sign that doesn’t meet the Zoning By-Law 
requirements or for a second stove in a single-family residential zone, which would allow an 
in-law apartment.

In the year 2000, the Zoning Board of Appeals received fifty-five (55) petitions, with filing fees, 
totaling $13,435.30. These fees cover the cost of legal advertisements and abutter notifications. 
Of these applications, five were withdrawn prior to the public hearing; thirty-eight have been 
granted conditionally; four have been denied; and eight have yet to be decided. 
Approximately 60% of the applications received concern residential property. 


The majority of residential requests are for relief from setback requirements in order to 
construct an addition to the existing dwelling. A request that is becoming more frequent, 
though, is for “tear-downs”. This is when the petitioner proposes to replace an existing house 
on a pre-existing non-conforming lot with a new dwelling. In most cases, the new dwelling 
meets all setback requirements, and therefore, the Board generally does not have any 
objections to the proposal. This process is in place in order to regulate these occurrences and 
so the neighborhood is aware of the proposal. 


Commercially, the Board heard half a dozen appeals for Special Permits to allow signage on 
awnings in Downtown Natick. Regulations are that signage must be flush to the exterior wall 
of the business; therefore, if the lettering is on the awning, the sign projects too far off the 
wall. These requests were a direct result of the Downtown Sign and Fagade Restoration 
project, for which the Town has received a grant from the Commonwealth. This grant was 
administered by Natick Center Associates. Other commercial petitions include applications 
to allow a daycare/preschool on Eliot Street in South Natick Square and to permit Research 
and Development in a laboratory on Strathmore Road.

NES Conservation Commission is comprised of seven members from various 
backgrounds, mostly professional, appointed by the Board of Selectmen. The 
Commission is charged with the implementation and enforcement of Article 31- Natick’s 
New Wetland Bylaw, the Massachusetts Wetlands Protection Act, Rivers Protection Act and 
Best Practices of Storm Water Management, as well as acquiring and protecting open space, 
and overseeing Town projects related to water and natural resources. The Commission 
advises the Selectmen on matters relating to the Aquifer Protection District, agricultural 
preservation and wildlife issues. The areas of expertise in the group are in Biology, 
Architecture, Environmental Law, Planning, Teaching, Civil Engineering, Environmental 
Science and Engineering and Landscape. The Commission strives for a balance of controlled 
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development and environmental protection. Several new members came aboard this year 
including; Steve Gartrell, Associate Director for Housing and Community Development for 
the City of Newton, William Keefe, Esq. Environmental Attorney for a private firm in 
Boston, and Kathy Rehl, Landscape Designer and Contractor. Dr. George Bain was voted new 
Chairman, Mr. William Keefe, Vice Chair, Mr. Stephen Gartrell, Secretary and Mr. Jason 
Makofsky, Treasurer. 


Melanie Hiris started in May as Conservation Agent/ Planner and is responsible for 
representing the Commission on a daily basis, providing support staff of bi-monthly NCC 
meetings, attending daily to public concerns and questions, scheduling hearings, preparing 
decisions by the Commission, performing site visits, updating the Open Space Plan, and assists 
in grant applications and pursuing special environmental projects with volunteers. 


Accomplishments this year include: 


e Article 31- Natick’s Wetland Bylaw was unanimously passed at Town Meeting on 
April 27" and was activated August 24. Many people both on and off of the 
Commission worked very hard to pass this important piece of environmental 
legislation. 


e South Natick Master Plan. This plan encompasses the John Eliot Park, Shaw Park, 
Bacon Free Library, Hemlock Grove, and Hunnewell Park. More public input was 
gathered during the process of analysis for this project than in the past. As a result, 
more of Natick’s interesting history facts were uncovered and public awareness and 
support for the plan increased. A number of Public information meetings were held as 
well as group site visits, in the beginning of the process. 


e Winter Woods Preservation Grant was acquired through Department of 
Environmental Management’s Self-help Program with the assistance of Downtown 
Manager Joyce Moss. The grant will enable the Town to secure several acres in North 
Natick for the purposes of passive recreation that directly link with existing 
Conservation land. 


e Open Space Plan update. This Plan is presently being finalized and has much more 
public participation than in past years. Consultant Johannes Wagner, RLA has 
prepared a draft of the Open Space Plan that has been distributed widely for comment. 
(Town Hall and Town Libraries) 


e N. 319 Non Point Source Pollution Reduction- Snake Brook Grant - Volunteers 
Richard and Jill Miller prepared this document under the direction of Sarkis Sarkisian 
and the grant was awarded 1* Place to clean up the Brook. A site visit has successfully 
been conducted last summer with State Representatives. 


¢ Town Trail/History Maps - A series of Town Trail/History Maps in specific areas 
are in the process of being prepared by the Millers and other volunteers. The first, of 
Pegan Cove Park, is available now in Town Hall and Libraries. Others will soon be 
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available and all will be on the Community Development website for the public. See 
sample attached. The Commission has also achieved closer coordination and support 
with the Bicycle and Pedestrian Advisory Committee and Rails to Trails advocacy 
groups. 


e Open Space Committee. It became apparent to the Commission during the 
preparation of the Open Space Plan that here is a need for a permanent Open Space 
Committee to advise the Selectmen and other boards on the acquisition and protection 
of open space. The Commission will be submitting a proposal to the Selectmen which 
we hope will be acted on. 


e Monitoring of Landfill/Golf Course Projects. Griffin Associates has been hired to 
conduct continuous monitoring of the site and Order of Conditions complete with 
reports and presentations to the NCC and Selectmen. 


e Conservation Commission Website- Staff prepared an interim website to distribute 
information, for example, new Bylaw, procedures, dates of meetings and deadlines, 
accomplishments, members and application forms links. 


Strong economic trends continued in the new millennium, making land values increase 
significantly and development heavy in the Town of Natick. Due to the imminent passage of 
Natick’s Wetlands Bylaw, many developers and individual property owners applied prior to 
the Bylaws actual activation. During this year, there were several appeals of the Commission’s 
decisions, most of which were on technical grounds. The majority of Commission’s decisions 
were upheld or re-negotiated and basically conformed to the Commission’s intent. There were 
however, two appeals that were based on misunderstandings of the Commission’s decision. 
Unfortunately, the subsequent notoriety raised some questions regarding the NCC’s decision- 
making process. After thorough review of the process by the Selectmen, it was determined 
that the actions of the commission were appropriate. DEP also found in favor of the 
Commission in these two appeals. 


The Commission held 21 meetings to review projects subject to it’s jurisdiction in which they 
issued 56 Order of Conditions, 28 Requests of Applicability, 13 Certificate of Compliance, 11 
Plan Change Requests and 8 Order of Conditions extensions.

The Area: 

Open dawn to dusk, Pegan Cove Park is owned by the 
Mass. Dept. of Environmental Management (within Co- 
chituate State Park), and is managed jointly by the Natick 
Conservation Commission and the Natick Recreation and 
Parks Commission under a special, 25-year lease. Al- 
though its Washington Avenue entrance and parking area 
are only four blocks NW from the center of Natick, this 
park’s 22 acres include extensive shoreline on the South 
Pond of Lake Cochituate, woods and fields, Pegan Brook 
and its associated wetlands, and the remains of the 1893 
Pegan Brook Filter Beds which once kept Natick's urban 
run-off from entering Boston's first public water supply. 
The Boston-Albany main railroad line runs along the 
southem edge of this area; a future pedestrian bridge 
could connect to Route 135 and to additional vehicle 
parking. 


Adjoining Conservation Areas: 

This park abuts Lake Cochituate’s South Pond; however, 
boating and swimming are not permitted here. Nearby 
trails include Middlesex Path (across the railroad tracks). 
The proposed Cochituate Rail Trail (see http:/MMS.The- 
Millers.com/crt.html) runs north 4.0 miles from downtown 
Natick past the Day-Use Area of Cochituate State Park 
and Framingham's Cochituate Brook Reservation to Fra- 
mingham's Saxonville Nature Trail (and east from just 
north of the Massachusetts Turnpike to Cochituate Dam 
and Wayland's Lower Snake Brook Conservation Area). 


Additional Allowed Uses/Restrictions: 
Bicycling is permitted (defer to pedestrians). 
Boating is not pennitted. 


Trails: 

A small network of trails and bridges offers roughly 1.5 
miles of diverse and beautiful walking, mostly on the flat. 
Avoid poison ivy; trail improvement is due Spring 2001. 


Cultural History: 

For Native Americans, Cochituate (“place of rushing wa- 

ter’) was a good place to live, as well as a major connec- 

tor between river travel routes - the Charles River down to 

- Boston Harbor or up to the Blackstone River and Narra- 

ganset Bay; down Cochituate Brook and the Sudbury 

River to the Concord River and then down the Merrimac 

River to the North Shore or up it to the White Mountains in 

New Hampshire. 

1651: Mass. Legislature incorporates Town of Natick for 
Rev. John Eliot’s Natick Praying Indians. 

1750: Map shows Pegan family home on Pegan Brook 
(near current park entrance). 

1800: At least ten mills near Lake Cochituate (then called 
Long Pond) in Natick and Saxonville use its brooks 
for water power. 

1835: The railroad arrives from Boston. 

1846: Boston begins its public water-supply system by 
buying Long Pond from the mill-owners. 

1848: Cochituate Reservoir raises the lake nine feet; 17- 
mile-long Cochituate Aqueduct services Boston. 


1859: Cochituate Dam and other facilities are raised an 
additional four feet. 

1880s: Natick produces more shoes than any other town 
in the world (and a lot of pollution)! 

1893: Desmond Fitzgerald designs the Pegan Brook Filter 
Beds to protect Boston's water quality. 

1895: Railroad goes below-grade in downtown Natick, 
shifts north and over Filter Beds. 

1931: Quabbin Reservoir added; Cochituate, only 2% of 
Boston's water, goes on stand-by status. ; 

1947: Reservoir transferred to new Mass. Dept. of Natural 
Resources, as Cochituate State Park. 

1955: U.S. Army Natick Laboratories (Niabs) takes 100 
park acres, including Pegan Brook Filter Beds. 

1974: The Lake Cochituate Watershed Association, Natick 
and MDNR cooperate to have Pegan Cove Park 
transferred back from NLabs to the state park, con- 
current with the first 25-year lease for Town of Na- 
tick conservation and recreation use. 

2000: A second 25-year lease is signed. 


Natural History Points of interest: 

Mature stand of White Pine along entrance trail. Ducks 
and Canada Geese like the lakeshore and the inland 
ponds. Look for Great Blue Herons and Green Herons in 
the rectangular settling pond.

he Natick Neighborhood Bus has been in operation since 1976 and 1s the Town's Public 
Transportation System. We are located at the Town Hall in the Community 
Development Office. 


At the present time, the Natick Neighborhood Bus staff consists of a part-time coordinator, 
part-time dispatcher, 6 part-time drivers and two full-time drivers. Our equipment consists of 
three buses and one van. Two buses follow a fixed route and are in service Monday through 
Friday with one bus operating on Saturdays. The van and the third bus operate Monday 
through Friday on a deviated fixed route. The van provides door-to-door service for seniors 
and disabled persons. The third bus provides commuter (rail-link) to business located in the 
Route 9, Route 27 and Speen Street areas morning and evening to the two Natick rail stations. 
The commuter service is a new initiative beginning mid-October 2000. 


The van is used by the Recreation Center to transport disabled young adults to social 
activities. The van and driver also transports disabled youth to Camp Arrowhead during the 
summer camp period. 


The Natick Neighborhood Bus also participates in various Town events providing 
transportation for seniors on such occasions. 


Our new initiative for 2001 is to provide shuttle service to townspeople commuting to Boston 
or Worcester from Downtown Natick Rail. 


The MBTA continues to reimburse the Town of Natick based on 65% of our operating costs. 
The cap is up to $76,000.

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| VY eights and Measures may be ranked among the necessaries of life to every individual of 

human society. They enter into the economical arrangements and daily concerns of every 
family. They are necessary to every occupation of human industry; to the distribution and security 
of every species of property; to every transaction of trade and commerce; to the labors of the 
husbandman; to the ingenuity of the artificer; to the studies of the philosopher; to the researches of 
the antiquarian; to the navigation of the mariner, and the marches of the solider; to, all the 
exchanges of peace, and all the operations of war. The knowledge of them, as in established use, 1s 
among the first elements of education, and is often learned by those who learn nothing else, not even 
to read and write. This knowledge is riveted in the memory by the habitual application of it to the 
employments of men throughout life. 


During the period January 1, 2000 through December 31, 2000, the following tasks were 
undertaken. Eleven scales in the one hundred to one thousand pound category were tested 
and sealed. In the more than ten but less than one hundred pound category, ninety-nine scales 
were sealed, one was not sealed, and one was condemned. Eventually, one hundred scales 
were sealed. Seven scales in the under ten pound category were tested and sealed, and one was 
not sealed. Fifty-three metric and thirty-six apothecary weights were tested, found correct, 
and sealed. In the Liquid Measuring Device category, two hundred and eighteen gasoline 
meters were sealed, twenty-one of them following required repairs, replacement, or 
adjustment. Seventeen vehicle tank meters were tested, one adjusted, and all seventeen sealed. 
One rope/cordage meter was tested and sealed. Thirty scanning systems were inspected with 
twenty-one meeting or exceeding ninety-eight percent accuracy. Sixteen civil citations were 
issued for weights and measures violations. The total fees for sealing and certifications 
amounted to $6,439.50.

he Metropolitan Area Planning Council (MAPC) is the regional planning agency 

representing 101 cities and towns in the metropolitan Boston area. Created by an act of 
the Legislature in 1963, it serves as a forum for state and local officials to address issues of 
regional importance. As one of 14 members of the Metropolitan Planning Organization 
(MPO), MAPC has oversight responsibility for the region's federally funded transportation 
program. Council membership consists of community representatives, gubernatorial 
appointees and city and state agencies who collaborate in the development of comprehensive 
plans and recommendations in areas of population and employment, transportation, economic 
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development, regional growth and the environment. The 25 member elected Executive 
Committee meetings 11 times a year. The full Council meets three times a year. Meetings are 
held at various localities throughout the region. 


MAPC works with its 101 cities and towns through eight subregional organizations. The 
MetroWest Growth Management Committee provides services to the MetroWest subregion. 
This year, MAPC has worked with the MetroWest Growth Management Committee by: 


¢ Assisting the MetroWest Growth Management Committee with follow-up events to the 
MetroWest at the Millenium study completed in 1999/2000 such as the Route 9 Traffic 
Summit: 

¢ Working with the Executive Committee of MetroWest Growth Management Committee 
to hire a new Director for the Committee; 

¢ Assisting MetroWest communities to conduct a feasibility study on establishing a regional 
transit authority in the MetroWest subregion; 

¢ Working with the MetroWest Growth Management Committee to establish a regional 
services purchasing consortium; 

¢ Participating in the development of the new Regional Transportation Plan, the main 
document that will determine transportation investments and funding until 2025, by 
reviewing the region's existing conditions, policies, and growth management options; 

¢ Providing timely updates on important state and federal legislation affecting local planning 
and economic development; 

¢ Projecting the implications of potential growth as shown by buildout analyses completed 
by MAPC for the MetroWest communities of Ashland, Framingham, Marlborough, 
Natick, Wayland, and Wellesley; 

¢ Conduting workshops on the EPA's Smart Growth Index and the Community 
Preservation Act for the MetroWest Growth Management Committee's Planners’ 
Roundtable; and 

¢ Collaborating with the MetroWest Growth Management Committee to conduct Regional 
Impact Reviews for significant development projects in the region such as El Paso Global 
Networks, Jefferson at Ashland Station, and EMC Southborough/Westborough 
Corporate Campus. 


Working with state legislators, MAPC defined the parameters of a statewide road and bridge 
construction program under Chapter 87 of the Acts of 2000. The legislation will help to 
secure a more stable funding source and insure an annual $400 million statewide road and 
bridge construction program. MAPC also played a key role in shaping and insuring the 
passage of legislation that reformed the funding of the Massachusetts Bay Transportation 
Authority. Similar efforts this year led to the passage of the Community Preservation Act 
and reform of the Commonwealth's Zoning Enabling Act.

his report reflects a summation of the highlights of the more significant events and 

accomplishments that have occurred during the past year. Primary among them were the 
appointments of the new Principal of Brown School, Ms. Bernadine Small, and the new 
Principal of Wilson Middle School, Ms. Ruth Evans. In November, the community 
supported the Debt Exclusion for the construction of a new Wilson Middle School. 


NATICK SCHOOL COMMITTEE 
'e@ Mr. Jonathan Freedman, Ms. Diane Packer, and Mrs. Kristine Van Amsterdam were 
elected to the School Committee. Mr. Tassos Filledes was elected Chair. 


e The School Committee proposed a debt exclusion ballot question seeking funds for a new 
Wilson Middle School. The ballot question passed at the November 7, 2000 Election with 
61% of the ballots cast voting in favor of the project. 


NATICK HIGH SCHOOL 
e After two years of thorough investigation and study, Natick High School will institute 
a new schedule in September 2001. All high school students will follow a 6-8-8- 
schedule. Periods will be 59 minutes long and there will be six classes every day. 
Overall, the schedule will include 8 periods and cover an eight-day cycle. Major 
subjects will meet three times in four days or six times in eight days. Other 
advantages possible in the 6-8-8 model will be the full utilization of curriculum centers, 
additional elective opportunities for students, and an advisor/advisee program for all 
freshmen. | 


e Natick High School’s National Honor Society changed its format for selection of 
members allowing consideration for membership two times each year instead of one. 
Criteria for admission still remain the same: scholarship, service, leadership, and 
character. 


e Natick High School’s Business Department expanded to four Personal Computer labs 
this past year with the inclusion of donations from local companies. 


e April 2000, Secretary of State, William Galvin and Susan Wornick of Channel 5 
addressed an assembly of 700 Natick High School students to promote National 
Savings and Investment Week in Massachusetts. The Business Department offers a 
semester course on Personal and Financial Management for juniors and seniors using 
the curriculum from Galvin's office. 
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Natick High School received a Silver Medal in the Globe Scholastic Art Competition. 


Many students participated in the four foreign language national exams: Spanish, 
French, German and Latin sponsored by the Foreign Language Department as an 
annual event. Students were involved in extracurricular activities in the French Club, 
the German Club, the Spanish Club, and the new Latin Club. National Foreign 
Language Week was celebrated in March and included having morning announcements 
and music in five different languages as well as the annual foreign film festival, 
classroom cultural celebrations and spring field trips including visits to the Museum of 
Fine Arts in Boston, New York City, the French Library, and German Day at a local 
university. Trips for April vacation were being offered to language students to Italy, 
France, Germany, and Spain. 


The Special Education Department introduced a new IEP (Individualized Educational 
Plan). In-service training activities for all staff regarding the new special education 
rules and regulations were conducted. The department is using Eutactics, a new 
software program for LE.P.’s. 


The Science Department added an AP (Advanced Placement) Physics course to the 
science curriculum. A new laboratory for science classes was added in the upper S 
wing. The Science Department was awarded a Natick Education Foundation grant for 
the addition of a schoolyard habitat project and additional technology equipment for 
classrooms. 


The Social Studies Department addressed changes in the MA State Curriculum 
Frameworks by providing a one-year transition program for current juniors called 
"Current American Issues." In the future, the first two years of high school will cover 
world history, and United States History will be offered to juniors. Additions to the 
curriculum include AP offerings in American History and World History. 


Athletics: Natick High School continues to have a high percentage of students 
involved in interscholastic sports. In 2000-2001, the following sports were added on a 
non-funded basis: girls’ ice hockey, downhill skiing, and boys and girls lacrosse. Each 
of these programs will be discussed as possible funded additions to the athletic program 
in the future. 


In athletics, the following awards were earned: 

>» Senior Julie Heyde was awarded the Female Recipient of the Bay State Conference 
Doug Flutie Award; Junior Bryan Gammons and Freshman Tim Nelson captured 
the individual state titles in Wrestling; the Girls Outdoor Track 4x800 relay team 
of Teresa Donahue, Liz Krashes, Danielle Kelleher, and Michelle Kelleher set a new 
school record with a time of 9:58; the Girls Indoor Track team won the MA State 
Class C Relays; the boys sports teams won the Bay State Conference Herget 
Division All Sports championship; the Fall Cheerleading, Girls Indoor track, 
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Wrestling, Boys Volleyball, and Girls Outdoor Track won ae State Herget 
Division Championships. 


KENNEDY AND WILSON MIDDLE SCHOOLS 


Kennedy continues to be very overcrowded with an enrollment of 704 students, the 
highest in 30 years. The overcrowding will be relieved with the opening of the new 
Wilson Middle School in September, 2003. 


Kennedy's Blue Moon, a student generated literary magazine was started and is 
published regularly. A new school newspaper, The Insider, also began regular 
publication. 


Kennedy received a $2,400.00 grant from Cognex Corporation to be used to purchase 
graphing calculators and data gathering devices. 


Kennedy Staff participated in a $9,000 Mentor Teacher and New Technology grant 
funded by the MA Department of Education to provide training and technology. 


A record number of our students earned the Presidential Physical Fitness Award. 


The 1999-2000 season saw the return of middle school basketball with the teams (boys 
& girls) playing a 14 game schedule. The Kennedy "Basketball" community (parents, 
faculty, and students) donated funds for the installation of a new scoreboard in the 
gymnasium. 


Kennedy Middle School was once again a NIKE Corp. "Marathon Mates" partner. 
They received a $1,500.00 grant while being the home school for an elite runner in the 
BAA Marathon. 


Kennedy’s chess team developed into a community activity, and Kennedy students 
won individual and school recognition in the Massachusetts and Connecticut State 


Championships. 


Kennedy Middle School had a very successful school play with four performances of 
"Annie" in the spring. 


Eight (8) Kennedy students were winners in the Annual Massachusetts ELKS "Say No 
to Drugs" essay and poster competition. 


Wilson completed the plan to place in each classroom one computer that is connected 
to the network for student/teacher research and communication. 


Wilson students donated money that they earned to "A Place To Turn," the Pine 
Street Inn, the Natick Service Council, and Children’s Hospital. 
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Sam Dinning (8" grade) was a Grand Prize winner in the National Geographic World 
essay contest, “What’s great about my state.” Sam was one of 25 winners chosen from 
9,000 nationwide. Asa result, Wilson Middle School hosted a professional quiz show 
type performance in the auditorium and Sam won a cash prize. 


Two students from Wilson Middle School won honors in the Boston Globe Scholastic 
Art Awards competition. Adam Reeves won “Honorable Mention” for his figure 
sculpture. Ashley Crosby won a “Gold Key Award” for her still life painting. Ashley 
was one of twenty 8" - 12" grade students in Massachusetts who won a Gold Key for 
her painting. Her work will be on display in downtown Boston at the State 
Transportation Building through Feb. 25, 2000. Her work will be sent to New York 
to represent the state in the national competition. 


Eighty-seven 4th grader students at Bennett-Hemenway remained there as 5th graders 
because of overcrowding at the Wilson Middle School building. 


The After School Activities Program at Wilson Middle School welcomed students 
from the Kennedy Middle School who participated in daily, after school activities. This 
is a parent-paid after-school program. 


Wilson Middle School’s 8th grade basketball teams traveled to St. John, New 
Brunswick, Canada to compete in the annual home-away tournament. 


ELEMENTARY SCHOOLS 


Bennett-Hemenway received a grant from the Holland Bulb Growers association for 
500 bulbs to beautify the grounds. 


Chairman of the Board of Selectmen and Mrs. Jay Ball donated two trees in memory of 
their son to provide shade for the Bennett-Hemenway playground. 


Bennett-Hemenway was the host site for State Sponsored Mentoring workshops, TEC 
training in Math, the Autism Alliance, TEC training in Computer Use, the Accept 
Collaborative training in computer use, the Golden Foundation Dinner and awards, 


the Natick Public Schools annual Real Estate Breakfast. 
The Accept Collaborative Summer School was held at Bennett-Hemenway. 


Bennett-Hemenway hosted the Impulse Dance Company’s presentation of the 
Nutcracker starring former students dancing the lead parts. 


Brown School achieved its re-accreditation by the New England Association of Schools 
and Colleges in May. All Natick schools are accredited by this governing agency. 
Jeanne Roberts, Principal of Brown School, retired in June after serving in the Natick 
Public Schools for many years. Bernadine Small was appointed the new Principal. 
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The Brown School PTO won $2,000 in the Natick Mall’s "Cash Back for Schools" 


program. 


Brown school placed third in the nation out of 300 participants in the grade three and 
four Geography Olympiad. 


The Brown School Scholarship, sponsored by the Brown faculty, was awarded to two 
graduating seniors who were former Brown School students, Katie Kacavich and Billy 
Lawson. Each student received a $250 scholarship. 


Teachers Amy Bruns, Johnson, and Jennifer Parson, Brown, earned their National 
Board Certification. This is the highest level of certification a public school teacher can 
achieve. 


Teachers Laura Wheeler, Johnson and Memorial, and Suzanne Murphy, Brown and 
Johnson, were among fifteen professionals chosen to participate in a Massachusetts 
Department of Education initiative which will work to ensure implementation of the 
state curriculum frameworks into the regular education setting. 


Johnson’s third grade team was awarded a $5,000.00 grant from the Natick Education 
Foundation, which will allow for the creation of Traveling Treasures. This project 
will enhance the curriculum in the study of the regions of the United States. 


Johnson’s Principal, Kevin Crowley, was named Massachusetts Elementary Principal 
of the year and one of the nation's 61 National Distinguished Principals. He traveled 
to Washington D.C. to accept this award. 


Lilja entered its third year of initiative to enhance mathematics instruction. The 
initiative was supported through on-site professional development with the TERC 
consultant. The district joined in this initiative as part of the k-12 focus on 
mathematics. 


Lilja hosted groups of visiting teachers from other school systems and for the Tufts 
Center for Applied Child Development to showcase best literacy practices in K-4 
classrooms. 


The Lilja After-School Program, an after-school enrichment program supported by 
parent-paid tuitions, was successfully launched. 


Lilja’s Ann Horton (art), Monica Mitchell (music), and Donna McCabe (physical 
education) received a Natick Education foundation grant to fund a yearlong integrated 
music, art, and physical education school wide project, Celebrate Mexico. 


Lilja instituted a series of bi-monthly all school assemblies designed to build 
community and caring across grade levels. 
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Lilja provided training for pre-practicum students and student teachers including 8 
from Framingham State, 6 from Tufts, 2 from Lesley, 1 from Lasell, and 1 from 
Boston College. 


Memorial School received the Poetic Achievement Award for having 15 students in 
grade 4 whose poetry entries to the Young Poets Contest were of exceptionally high 
merit. 


Memorial School received a certificate of excellence for the outstanding community 
service performed for the Doug Flutie Jr. Foundation for Autism. 


Memorial School received a certificate of appreciation from David P. Driscoll, 
Commissioner of Education, for collecting and donating books to the Spread the Word 
Program. 


Memorial School earned 8 overhead projectors for the classrooms through the A+ 
America Program. 


Memorial’s NEASC two-year planning document was accepted by the Commission on 
Public Elementary Schools and the school was commended for the progress made in 
technology implementation. 


Memorial School held an Open House for families of ESL students to come together 
for an afternoon of friendship. 


Memorial School installed a 25-station, state-of-the-art computer lab adjacent to the 
library. 


SYSTEMWIDE SERVICES 


The system hired 72 professional staff members and 59 support staff members for the 
2000-2001 school year. 


A rigorous and comprehensive standards-based mathematicsprogram was implemented 


in grades K-12. 


A new social studies curriculum based on the use of essential questions was developed 
and implemented. 


The Instructional Technology Department received its third technology installment of 
$250,000 by Town Meeting action. Local area networks exist in all school buildings, 
which are, in turn, connected to the town's wide area network for central services such 
as email, internet and web services. 
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e Health Services was awarded an Enhanced School Health Services Grant from the 
Department of Public Health. It is a five-year grant with 2 two-year renewals. The 
amount at this time is $91,000 per year. Four part-time nurses were hired to ensure 
full time nursing coverage at all schools and to improve quality of health services. The 
Grant allowed the district to update equipment needed for health screenings as well as 
for the daily care of students seen in the clinics. Selected health educational materials 
were purchased for both students and staff. 


e Natick’s Preschool and Kindergarten programs are in the process of applying for 
NAEYC Accreditation. 


e Natick received a Quality Full-Day Kindergarten Grant from the MA Department of 
Education. The grant was used to bolster an already widely cited Kindergarten 
program by providing teacher professional development, classroom assistants, and 
teaching materials. 


e A Transition Class was formed at Bennett-Hemenway School to provide intensive 
services to young children with multiple disabilities while allowing for daily 
integration opportunities with age-peers. 


e The Family Network, a Community Partnership Grant Program from DOE, was 
formed in March, 2000. The program structures opportunities for all families with 
young children (prenatal through age 3) to build on their own educational experiences, 
increase parenting skills, enhance their children's development, and to develop 
community relationships. The program has almost 300 families registered. 


e The Wilson After-School Program was designed to increase development in functional 
life skills for students with significant cognitive disabilities. The program was designed 
by an Occupational Therapist and a Behavioral Therapist.

Ke Tech’s grades 9-12 enrollment continued to increase in the 1999-2000 school year as 
did the increase in student population in our five member communities. This trend is 
expected to continue as we examine current middle school enrollments. 

We continue to expand and update programs to reflect the needs of the local economy. We 
have been actively pursuing so-called “third party validation” of all our vocational programs 
through State licensing and national accreditation processes. Most recently, our Culinary Arts 
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program became the first such program in Massachusetts to obtain certification from the 
American Culinary Federation, Inc. These certifications assist prospective employers in 
assessing the skills and qualifications of our graduates. 


Our class of 2000 graduates enjoyed a 98% placement record as of the date of graduation 
reflecting their strong technical preparation and the health of the local economy. Once again, 
over 40% of the graduating class chose to continue their education at the college level with a 
substantial amount of scholarship aid. 


We are continuing to address facility issues as our building approaches thirty years of age. 
During the past year, we completely renovated a science laboratory and replaced the chiller 
tower for the building’s air conditioning system. In addition, significant equipment upgrades 
were made in the Metal Technology, Graphic Arts and Automotive Technology programs. 
Our building renovations are being guided by an architectural study that projects needs over 
the next ten years. 


The Massachusetts Comprehensive Assessment System (MCAS) continues to be an issue with 
vocational schools throughout the State. Recently introduced legislation would require 
multiple assessments of vocational students in addition to MCAS to serve as a graduation 
requirement. In addition, the State has finally begun the process of developing the 
requirements for the Certificate of Occupational Proficiency mandated by the 1993 Education 
Reform Law. 


Our Continuing Education Program continues to serve over 2,000 students each semester 
with a wide range of courses offered on weekday evenings and Saturdays. Courses run the 
gamut from specific occupational skill training to recreation and relaxation activities. Non- 
school use of our facilities is also extensive, with events taking place nearly every weekend. 


The current enrollment from Natick is 80 students. Your representatives to the Keefe Tech 
School Committee are Steve Kane and Edward Weagle. We continue to enjoy an excellent 
relationship with the Natick Public Schools and are working cooperatively to provide the best 
opportunities for youth and adults in the South Middlesex District.

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PX the Morse Institute Library enters its fourth year as a new and expanded library, the 
“numbers” continue to grow at an extraordinary rate. When the library was built, the 
director and the board of trustees envisioned the use of the building as a place for study, for 
educational needs and as the community center for the town of Natick. This vision has 
proven to be beyond anyone’s expectations. The community use of library resources and 
services has increased dramatically. 


In 2000, almost 375,000 items circulated to library patrons, an increase of over 50% in the past 
five years. Other dramatic statistics include a 221% increase in reference queries, 122% 
increase in materials loaned to and borrowed from other libraries, 500% increase in attendance 
at library-sponsored programs and a 200% increase in computers/terminals available for 
public use. 


As a community center, the library has noted increasing need for programs and services that 
cover a broad spectrum. The growing senior population in Natick is well educated and faces a 
need for complex information. This group has increased its use of the Reference Department 
both for information and for the training to access the information it needs (specifically hands- 
on computer training). The growth in the school-age population puts a corresponding set of 
demands on both the Reference Department and the Children’s Department. In addition, the 
adult population in Natick uses the library for a host of needs from recreational to financial 
and medical information. 


The library staff provided a variety of outreach services to the community in 2000. These 
activities included delivery of library materials to homebound residents, visits to the schools, 
nursery schools and senior housing to share books and information about library programs 
and services. In addition, the library bookmobile continued to visit neighborhoods 
throughout the community circulating library materials and offering storyhours and programs 
during the summer months. In 2000, Natick town meeting members voted to fund $80,000 
for the purchase of a new vehicle to replace the current bookmobile, which is over 23 years 


old. 


The Friends of the Morse Institute Library have been consistently supportive of library 
fundraising efforts. The Friends have been active in supporting the purchase of a new 
bookmobile. With a pledge of $50,000 to help purchase and equip the new bookmobile, the 
Friends have already raised $35,000 toward that goal. 
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Many groups and organizations in the community co-sponsor programs with the library to 
provide recreational as well as informational opportunities for Natick residents. Natick civic 
groups as well as businesses have continued to be active in their support of library programs 
and services including the purchase of a computer workstation for individuals with special 
needs, support for the computer lab and classes, as well as donations for the purchase of 
library materials. 


The end of the century has brought many changes to public library service including the 
widespread use of computers for information, homework support, as well as for recreational 
uses. Equally important, library patrons continue to use the library for access to books, 
periodicals, books-on-tape and music compact discs as well as for programs for all ages. The 
support of the community and the new library facility position the Morse Institute Library 
well to continue to meet the needs of Natick residents, students, municipal departments and 
community groups well into the twenty-first century.

BACON FREE LIBRARY 


he year 2000 brought a period of great activity to the Bacon Free Library as Trustee 

Chairperson, John W. Newton, undertook a fundraising campaign to complete the 
landscape phase of the exterior restoration of the 1880 library. The community's enthusiastic 
response made possible the planting of fastigiate beech trees on either side of the library's 
entrance. It also provided for in-ground lighting which will highlight the beauty of the 
exterior of the building. This work was slated for completion in 2001. Preparation was also 
made for foundation plantings all of which will create an atmosphere conducive to reading 
and contemplation. Dedication ceremonies were planned for the spring of 2001. 


The friends of the Library, under the guidance of Marjorie Solomon, President, and Mary 
Ellen Ames, Vice President/Secretary, continued to support the library with gifts and 
programming for children and adults. They raised funds through their annual membership 
drive and various fundraising activities and brought adult and teen lecturers, puppeteers and 
magicians for children, and the return of Santa Claus to the Bacon Free Library. During the 
holiday season Friends decorated the library, collected books, hats, mittens, and canned goods 
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- all for donation to the people of Natick. They continued to publish their library newsletter 
to keep members of the Friends informed of all the programs that take place at the Bacon Free 
Library throughout the year. 


Thanks to Trustees, staff, Friends, and volunteers, the library once again participated in the 
NEF Spelling Bee and in September spent a delightful day making friends in the community 
at Natick Days on the Common. In June rainy weather unfortunately forced the first ever 
cancellation of the annual jazz concert on the grounds of the library. | Undaunted, the 
Trustees began immediately to make plans for the 2001 jazz concert. 


The library continued to offer its popular book discussion group, literary and musical 
evenings sponsored by the Friends, story hours for pre-schoolers, tours of the library for 
school groups, the summer reading program for children, and the annual family read aloud 
during National Library Week. This year's program featured Dr. Jerome Goldberg. 


The library director, with staffers, Priscilla Duval, Majorie Feeling, and Kristen Arnold, 
processed 859 items and circulated 11,354 titles. The library was open to the public 1382 
hours and offered 67 programs with 1561 people attending. 


Patrons continued to take advantage of the library's free high-speed Internet access provided at 
no cost through AT&T/MediaOne's Library Connections partnership. People searched the 
web or accessed statewide library catalogs, networks, and databases. A color printer was 
available for a small fee. 


During 2000 the Bacon Free Library cosponsored programs with the Natick Historical 
Society, located on the lower level of the library building. The Historical Society carried on 
its mission to collect and preserve artifacts, printed materials, current information, and 
photographs documenting Natick history. Over 2300 people visited the Museum which is a 
resource for study and tours for elementary through college age students, scout troops, senior 
citizens, writers, and researchers. The museum staff gave special attention this year to history 
projects for elementary students and 8" graders at the Kennedy Middle School. They also 
supported and did research for the Town's 350" Anniversary Committee and for the 
Conservation Commission's Eliot Park Project. Images of America-Natick, co-authored by 
Anne K. Schaller and Janice Prescott for the benefit of the Historical Society, proudly saw its 
fourth printing. 


The year ended, regretfully, with the retirement of the library's director, Anne Feen, who, for 
over fourteen years, had served the community of South Natick with dedication. The Trustees 
expressed their gratitude and appreciation for her service and commitment.

he Board of Assessors respectfully submits its annual town report for the year ending 

2000. The Town Assessors Office completed the Revaluation and new assessments were 
Published, and Taxpayers notified. An analysis of 1999 and early 2000 sales assured the 
Assessors that there was a strong market, causing values to increase. A study of assessment to 
sale ratios provided the office with the tools to adjust property values and keep assessments on 
an equitable level. The Assessors office will continue to review assessments for accuracy on an 
ongoing basis and urge taxpayers to request inspections for accuracy. 


The Board of Assessors granted 463 Personal Exemptions to qualified property owners. The 
warrant article increasing personal exemptions passed Town Meeting. Personal Exemptions 
were increased 10% by local option. The Board will continue to be available to provide 
residents with equitable and accurate assessment data. Scheduled meetings of the Board of 
Assessors are scheduled on Tuesday evenings at 7:30 P.M. and are posted at Town Hall. 


The Assessors Office is available daily to assist residents with complete assessment data and are 
committed to providing any and all support needed to answer all questions and concerns. The 
Assessors Office is open Monday- Friday 8:00 A.M. to 5:00 P.M.

In compliance with Chapter 41, Section 62 of the Massachusetts General Laws, submitted 
herewith is the annual report of the Accounting Department for the fiscal period July 1, 1999 
through June 30, 2000. 


All invoices and payrolls presented during the year by the Town Departments have been 
examined both for their accuracy and for legal requirements before being submitted to the 
Treasurer for payment. The invoices and payrolls for operating expenses, were presented to 
this office on 372 Treasury Warrants amounting to $90,322,317.88 which is net of payments 
for Bond Anticipation Notes along with 142 Capital Project Treasury Warrants amounting to 
$8,648,339.16. Warrants payable as of June 30, 2000, totaled $1,887,676.83 for operating 
expenditures net of investment purchases and $44,419.60 for capital expenditures. 


The total receipts from July 1, 1999 through June 30, 2000, inclusive of trust funds and net of 
Bond Anticipation Notes was $108,696,367.00. 


The cash balance on hand June 30, 2000, exclusive of trust funds was $29,935,626.16, which is 
an increase of $7,385,914.75 from the balance on hand at the end of the previous fiscal period. 


Monthly notices of appropriation condition were forwarded on State approved forms to all 
Town Officers, Committees and Boards charged with the expenditure of Town funds. 


Detailed statements of all departmental budgets were compiled showing amounts for each 
item appropriated during Fiscal Year 2000 and expended for Fiscal Year 2000. Copies of each 
budget were forwarded to the Finance Committee. 


The unexpended appropriation balances closed for Fiscal Year 2000 amounted to 
$1,042,752.91 a decrease of $90,340.27 from the previous fiscal period. 


As required by law, under Section 54A, Chapter 41, of the Massachusetts General Laws, 
notice was given to the Assessors of the total 1999-2000 receipts with the exception of 
revenues from Property Taxes, Loans, Trust Funds, Federal and State Grants and Revolving 
Funds, and the source of such receipts were specified.

he Cable Advisory Board's most important function is as a liaison between the Town and 
any existing or future cable licensees. The Board also represents and advises the Board of 
Selectmen in negotiating the franchise license with whichever cable provider they wish to 
allow to operate in the Town. Currently AT&T Broadband (formerly Media One) and RCN 


Corporation hold licenses to operate within the Town. 


The presence of two cable franchises in Natick will have many benefits to residents and 
subscribers. It will mean that there will be competition in cable rates and programming. In 
addition, RCN is in the process of constructing, at no added cost, an Institutional Network, 
or L-Net, within the Town. This will connect all public buildings and schools in the Town 
and allow for live broadcast of meetings and events within the Town. The Cable Advisory 
Board has been working with RCN and the various Town departments to assure the 
successful implementation of the I-Net. 


After many meetings, the Board of Selectmen has approved a preliminary agreement with 
AT&T Broadband and negotiations for a franchise contract are in their final stages. During 
the ascertainment phase of the renewal license process, the Board held several public hearings 
to allow subscriber input. | 


A continuing issue with AT&T Broadband has been the lack of local origination 
programming and the lack of a continuous and organized effort to train residents to use video 
production equipment. The Cable Board has heard complaints from local groups and 
individuals who have desired to create local programming but have been discouraged from 
doing so. 


In 2000 the Board of Selectmen recognized the benefits of a Public Access Corporation for 
guaranteeing that public events of interest to residents, local meetings, and programming 
created by residents of the town will be afforded a venue on the public airways. The Cable 
Advisory Board has held meetings with the Public Access Corporation Board to assist their 
start-up efforts. 


The Cable Advisory Board welcomes and listens to comments from the residents of Natick.

he Commission on Disability continues to advocate on behalf of residents with 
disabilities in order to reach the goal of full inclusion of people with disabilities in 
community activities. 


During the year, the Commission has again had the opportunity to work on joint projects 
with the state, local communities, town departments, businesses, community groups and the 
general public. 


The Commission participated in various outreach programs during 2000. On October 28th, 
the Commission and the Morse Institute Library held "Make A Difference Day Resource, 
Vendor and Awareness Fair." The event included more than 25 vendors of products and 
services for persons with disabilities. Classes were held in Large Print for Windows, Kurzweil 
computer software, and an Introduction to American Sign Language, and a workshop was 


presented on "Physical Changes as We Age." 


During the event we also held our first annual awards ceremony. The first Kristine Antonucci 
Access Award was made in 2000. This award honors the memory of Kristine Antonucci and 
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the commitment that she made to establish the Natick Commission on Disability in 1988 and 
for the tireless and selfless volunteer contributions that she made to enhance and inspire 
people with disabilities to reach their goals for independence. It was given to the Crown Plaza 
Hotel which exemplified Kris' attitude and advocacy efforts on behalf of persons with 
disabilities. Eleven recognition awards were also given to businesses and organizations that 
have supported the Commission's activities in the past year. 


On "Natick Day", the Commission, in partnership with a youth group, Students In Action, 
had a fundraising, fun and educational booth. The Commission took photographs and sold 
them with a refrigerator magnet that had the Commission's name and phone number. 
Educational materials, information and technical assistance were also offered to the public. 


The Commission jointly sponsored an informational table again this year with the 
Framingham Committee for Persons with Disabilities at the Chamber of Commerce 
"Business Expo." Many people obtained information and we gained valuable resources and 
established relationships with business and community organizations. We continue to work 
closely with local businesses, offering seminars, technical assistance and information on an 
individual and group basis. We provide advice and recommendations to various businesses so 
they can increase their share of the growing market of customers with disabilities. 


The Commission continues to conduct access surveys of Natick public school. We appreciate 
the continued assistance and support from the Massachusetts Office on Disability in helping us 
to perform these surveys. We continue to be a resource to schools and other town 
departments to provide training, technical assistance and education regarding employment, 
program, and public accommodations for persons with disabilities. 


The Commission continues its volunteer Handicapped Parking Enforcement Program in 
cooperation with the Police Department. Qualified commissioners can report violations and 
citations are issued by the police. During the year, the Commission increased its participation 
in the Enforcement Program. We urge all places of public accommodation to obtain 
handicapped and designated van parking signs. The Commission makes the appropriate signs 
available for sale and freely provides the technical support for their placement.

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METROWEST GROWTH MANAGEMENT COMMITTEE 


Summary of Accomplishments 


anuary-December 2000 
stablished in 1985, the MetroWest Growth Management Committee (MWGMC) is an 
advisory coalition of the Towns of Ashland, Framingham, Holliston, Natick, 


Southborough, Sudbury, Wayland, Wellesley, Weston, the City of Marlborough, and the 
Metropolitan Area Planning Council (MAPC). One selectman/mayor or city council 
member and one planning board member represent each member community. The 
Committee’s Executive Board consists of a Chairman, Vice Chairman, Clerk, Member-At- 
Large, and a past Executive Board member. Funding for MWGMC comes from member 
assessments, grants and contracts. MWGMC maintains an office in Framingham and employs 
staff of two. The Committee hired a new director in February 2000 following a strategic 
planning process launched by its 1999 report: MetroWest at the Millenium. The Committee 
voted to expand its membership in 2000 and the Town of Holliston became the 10" 
community to join MWGMC effective January 1, 2001. 


The Town of Natick’s representatives to MWGMC in 2000 were Selectman Paul McKinley 
and Planning Board member Robert Eisenmenger. Natick’s membership assessment for FY00 
was $15,146. 


The Committee provides members with five core services. Accomplishments for 2000 
include- 


Leadership Forums and Community Exchange 


During our monthly forum, members are provided with updates on emerging issues and have 
an Opportunity to review and comment on regional and state planning initiatives. Often, state 
and/or federal officials are invited to conduct presentations to the Committee. Topics for 
2000 included: reviewing and commenting on the Boston MPO regional transportation plan 
2000-2025; reviewing new state solid waste regulations; a briefing on new EPA storm water 
regulations; updates on the Community Preservation Act and E.O. 418; discussion of 
congestion management issues in the region; and the Sudbury Valley Trustees Greenprint for 
Growth, to name but a few. In October 2000, the Committee organized a special leadership 
summit on traffic and congestion on Route 9. Over 100 community and business leaders 
attended the summit. An “action plan” is being developed as a result of the summit. In 
addition to the regular briefings, Committee members also use the Forum to update each 
other on local development and governance issues and to exchange ideas and information. 
This “community exchange” increases communication between our member communities and 
provides an opportunity for local leaders to build relationships and learn from each other. 


Regional Impact Reviews 


The Committee provides local and state officials with timely and relevant comment on 
significant development projects in MetroWest that meet or exceed MEPA thresholds.

Through December 2000, four reviews have been conducted on area Projects and it is 
anticipated that about one dozen projects will be reviewed by the Committee in FY2001. 


Planners’ Roundtable 


Launched in April 2000, this is a new service for area planners. The Committee organizes a 
monthly “roundtable” where planners get updated on developing trends and exchange ideas 
and information. Topics for the year have included: E.O 418; the Community Preservation 
Act; EPA’s Smart Growth Index; Boston MPO transportation plan; and a U Mass led focus 
group on possible training topics for local officials. 


Technical Assistance and Information Services 


The Committee expanded its capacity in this area this year. Working with MAPC, the 
Committee secured funding in the FY2001 state budget to organize a regional purchasing 
consortium for MetroWest communities. A new newsletter, Community Exchange, debuted 
in July 2000. The newsletter is mailed to 150 community and business leaders throughout the 
region. A new report on MetroWest commercial, industrial, and large residential development 
projects was widely released in November 2000. The report will be updated on a quarterly 
basis. The Committee has also published several “At-A-Glance” briefings on significant 
transportation-related issues, has responded to requests for information from local officials in 
member communities, and written support letters for local grant applications. The 
Committee is working with area business and community leaders on a regional transit 
authority feasibility study and has assisted the 1-495 Initiative/ Campaign for Shared Solutions 
and the University of Massachusetts with the establishment of a local government training 
institute. Committee staff also provide assistance to the Mass Turnpike Advisory Board and 
MWRA working groups. 


Public Policy Engagement 


The Committee organizes an annual legislative caucus meeting with state legislators every 
year. The 2000 Caucus was held in March and included discussion on school funding, school 
building assistance, local aid, Big Dig debt, cellular towers siting legislation, Community 
Preservation Act, and the FY2001 state budget. In addition, the Committee has provided 
local officials with opportunities to testify on re-certification of the Boston region MPO and 
to advocate for better communication between state and local officials on transportation 
planning and improvement projects. The Committee’s transportation taskforce also advocates 
for improvements to the region’s transportation infrastructure. 


The ongoing challenges of growth and development in MetroWest cannot be addressed by 
local officials working alone. MetroWest Growth Management Committee successfully 
facilitates inter-local communication, collaborative planning and problem solving and 
provides a forum for local leaders to work together to develop a sense of mutual 
accountability for our shared future. 
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NATICK CULTURAL COUNCIL REPORT 


he Natick Cultural Council scheduled six meetings for the 2000-2001 operational year, 

which was confirmed by the Selectman’s Office. Meetings to date were on September 6", 
October 4", November 1*, December 6", and there will be a meeting on March 7", and the 
final meeting on April 4", 2001, which will be advertised as an additional Community 
Meeting. All meetings take place in the Town Hall at 13 East Central Street, Natick, MA. 


The first meeting on September 6" was called to order by the Chairperson, Geraldine 
Barretto-Sims at approximately 7:00 p.m. and agendas were distributed. After a brief 
welcome, there was the introduction and welcome of a new member, Sanghi Choi Erlich who 
is a Natick resident and visual artist. The next order of business was the reading of the 
Secretary’s Report, followed by the Treasurer’s Report, a brief commentary on 
correspondence received during the summer after which the election of officers was 
conducted. Council members elected the following: Chairperson, Geraldine Barretto-Sims, 
the Vice-Chairperson, Raffael DeGruttola, the Secretary, Patricia Nelson, the Treasurer, Ann 
Powers, and the Publicity Chairperson, Catherine Fournier. 


After the above procedures were completed, unfinished business was reviewed which included 
the number of grants awarded the previous year and the need to contact individuals and 
organizations who had not submitted their paper work to receive their grant awards. Other 
issues discussed were the amount of money available for this year, and the direction of the 
Council for the coming year. Council bylaws were also submitted to the Selectman’s Office as 
requested. 


The Natick Cultural Council has received a $11,008 grant from the Massachusetts Cultural 
Council for this fiscal year and set an October 16 deadline for applications to support 
community cultural projects and the PASS program. Individuals and organizations were 
encouraged to apply. Flyers describing the process were available as well as a process for their 
distribution. Applications could be obtained at Town Hall and the Morse Institute. 


Grants are awarded based on their benefit to the community, the qualifications of the 
individuals and organizations involved, the planning process, community interest and 
involvement, and the population segments to be served. 


The NCC decided that the October 4"" meeting would be the Community input meeting and 
announcements would be distributed for this notice. The next order of business was to 
discuss expansion of the Council, and current members were to solicit names to be presented 
at the next meeting. Members discussed the direction of the Council for the coming year as 
well as to review the Bylaws for revisions. 


At the following meeting on October 4, which was advertised as the Community Input 


Meeting, no one attended to provide testimony. The Council decided to conduct another 
Community Input Meeting in April of the following year. There was further discussion of 
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the Bylaws from the previous meeting, and it was decided that grantees, who had received 
consecutive grants over a period of years, could apply in successive years, but that new 
applications would be given preference if they met the criteria the Council established. A vote 
was taken and passed with one abstention to accept the Bylaws as written with no change. 


On November 1* the Council met to review more than thirty applications and interview 
prospective individuals and organizations who had applied for this year’s grants. The total for 
these requests was approximately $29,358.00 well over the $11,008.00 granted to the NCC by 
the Massachusetts Cultural Council. There was also $586.00 in carry-over monies from last 
year which was added to the MCC grant award for this year. The new total counting these 
funds was $11,594.00 for use during this year. 


On December 13" (the December 6" meeting was rescheduled for the 13" because of a date 
conflict with one of the members of the Council), the Council met and approved 18 grant 
applications for a total of $11,594.00.

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PERSONNEL BOARD 


his past year the Town of Natick and the nation benefited from a sound economy and its 

resultant low unemployment. This created pressures on the wages that are necessary to 
attract and retain qualified employees for Town positions. To meet the challenges from the 
tight labor force the Town undertook steps to face the year’s challenges. 


Chairman Michael Dank assisted Acting/Deputy Town Administrator Paul Cohen in the 
collective bargaining process with several of the town’s labor unions. By the Fall Annual 
Town Meeting, the Town had three-year contracts with all of the town’s unions other than 
the police department. The contracts provided an annual wage increase of approximately 
three percent per year. 


The Town also enhanced selected benefits in some of the labor agreements. The laborers and 
clerical unions took less of a wage increase in order to have the Town contribute funds to a 
supplemental retirement plan. The fire department, as the result of a successful override vote 
at the November election, enhanced its level of emergency response to the paramedic level. 
The police department received a grant to install automatic defibrillators in the police vehicles. 


The Town also had to meet the rising cost of health care. The losses incurred by the medical 
care providers resulted in an increase in health care premiums of over 15%. Also, more 
employees opted to participate in the Town’s health insurance program. 


The Morse Institute Library employees voted this past summer to organize as a collective 
bargaining unit. The first labor agreement will be in effect in July 2001. The formation of the 
library workers union left the town’s management, professional, and confidential employees 
in the non-union wage and classification plan. The wage scale for this pay plan also increased 
by three percent this past year. 


The Town also voted at the Spring Annual Town Meeting and at the November election to 
change the Treasurer/Collector from an elected official to an appointed official. The 
appointment of this official by the Town Administrator, with confirmation by the Board of 
Selectmen, should enhance the Town’s financial operations. 


The Personnel Board would like to thank the Town’s officials and employees for their 
support during the past year.

All newly elected or appointed Town Meeting Members present were sworn in by the 
Moderator. 


Invocation was presented by the Reverend Nancy Hitt, pastor of the First Baptist Church. 
The Moderator read to the membership the notes of procedures to be followed. 


VOTED UNANIMOUSY, to omit reading of the articles when calling them and to refer to 
them by subject matter or number; to waive reading of motions when the text of the motion 
as been included in the article printed in the warrant; and to waive reading of the Finance 
Committee motions or the itemization in those motions when the text of the motion or 
itemization has been distributed in writing to Town Meeting Members. 


The Finance Committee motions reported through its Chairman, David Davison and 


Secretary, Frank Foss. 


The Finance Committee and Planning Board recommendations were mailed to all Town 
Meeting Members and other officials on Friday, March 31, 2000. 


The Finance Committee held their Public Hearing on the Warrant Articles for the Annual 
Spring Town Meeting on February 29 and March 2 and Special Town Meeting # 1 of 2000 on 
April 11, 2000. 


The Planning Board held their Public Hearing on the Warrant Articles for the Annual Spring 
Town Meeting on February 2 and March 15, 2000. 


On matters requiring a two-thirds vote by statute, as authorized under Section 15 of Chapter 
39 of the General Laws as recently amended by Chapter 448 of the Acts of 1996, a count need 
not be taken, where a 2/3 vote is declared by the Moderator. Voted under Article 44 of the 
Annual Spring Town Meeting of 1997.

To determine what sum or sums of money the Town will appropriate and raise, or transfer 
from available funds, for the operation of the government of the Town of Natick, including 
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debt and interest, and to provide for a reserve fund for Fiscal Year 2000 (July 1, 1999 to June 
30, 2000), and to see what budgets for Fiscal 2000 will be reduced to offset said additional 
appropriations, or take any action relative thereto. 


RECOMMENDATION: By a vote of 11-0-0 the Finance Committee recommends favorable 
action with regard to the subject matter of Article 1 that the following Fiscal Year 2000 
budgets be amended by: 


Assessing Office Personal Services Reduce by $25,000 
Assessing Office Other Charges/Expenditures Increase by $25,000 
Police Department Personal Services Increase by $19,629 


and the appropriation of the sum of $19,629. 


The purpose of this Article is to supplement and or amend the various Fiscal Year 2000 
(current year) operating budgets. The reduction and increase to the assessing office budget are 
offsetting and result in no net increase or decrease with the FY 2000 operating budget. 
Because of a calculation error in police department budget that was submitted last year, the 
salary and wage section for FY 2000 was not fully funded. The FY 2001 budget was rechecked 
and is correct. The net result of these three changes is an increase in the FY 2000 operating 
budgets by $19,629.

$72,091,294 to operate the various Town departments in Fiscal Year 2001. 


This Article requests appropriations for the operating budget for Fiscal Year 2001(next year). 
The detailed budget line items allocating the operating expenses are contained in Section B of 
this Report. This Article together with the appropriation requests for Articles 3, 4, 6, 8, 9, 
and 10 represent the requests for the operating budget appropriations for Fiscal Year 2001.

Committee Recommendation to read $72,129,189.

Their report 
looked at the alternatives, capacity options, site options, and gives a complete evaluation of the 
buildings from which the original recommendation that building a new middle school and 
that making repairs to the Kennedy School is the most desirable option. The Finance 
Committee still believes that the Town of Natick would be best served by supporting and 
approving this project

Jerome Goldberg, Superintendent of Schools, to show slides on the numerous problems at 
Wilson Middle School.

Minimum qualifications shall 
include a Bachelor’s Degree in Finance and five (5) years experience in finance 
administration.” 


or take any other action relative thereto. 


RECOMMENDATION: By a vote of 13-0-0 the Finance Committee recommends favorable 
action with regard to the subject matter of Article 1 as amended: 


Insert after the words “Degree in Finance” and after the words “finance administration” in the 
last sentence the words “or equivalent” so that it will now read: 


“There shall be a town treasurer-collector appointed by the town administrator subject to the 
confirmation of the Board of Selectmen for a term of three (3) years. Such appointment shall be 
based upon qualifications in the field of municipal finance. Minimum qualifications shall include 
a Bachelor’s Degree in Finance or equivalent and five (5) years experience in finance 
administration or equivalent.” 
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Passage of this Article Requires a 2/3 vote of Town Meeting 


The purpose of this Article is to change the way the Town Treasurer/Collector is selected. 
The change would also establish some minimum educational and past experience requirements 
in order to hold the position. The Finance Committee amended the language so that a person 
holding a degree and/or having experience in a related field, e.g., accounting or public 
administration could be considered. 


Favorable action on this Article will allow the Voters of Natick to decide if they want the 
change from an elected treasurer/collector to an appointed treasurer/collector. If Town 
Meeting supports the recommendation of favorable action, no change can take place unless the 
Voters of Natick vote in the majority to support the change. If Town Meeting votes against 
the recommendation or supports the recommendation, but by less than the 2/3 required vote, 
then the proposed change can not be placed on the ballot. The Finance Committee 
recommends that the residents of Natick be given the opportunity to vote on whether the 
treasurer/collector is elected or appointed. 


A motion was made by Town Meeting Member, Mary Brown for a roll call vote.

COUNTED VOTE 93 YES, 34 NO, to amend the Natick Home Rule Charter as follows: 


1) In Section 3-1(a) delete the words “and a town treasurer -collector” from the first sentence, 
so that Section 3-1(a) reads: 


a) Elective Officers — The offices to be filled by the voters shall be a board of selectmen, a 
school committee, a board of assessors, a town clerk, constables, a board of health, 
Trustees of the Morse Institute, a town moderator, a planning board, and a recreation 
and human services commission. In addition, members of a housing authority and 
representatives to such other regional authorities or districts as may be established by 
law or interlocal agreement may also be filled by the voters. 


2) To delete Section 3-13 which reads: 


Section 3-13 Town Treasurer — Collector 
a) ‘Term of Office - There shall be a town treasurer-collector elected for a term of three 
years. 


b) Powers and Duties - The treasurer collector shall receive and take charge of all monies 
due to the town, and shall pay over and account for the same according to the orders of 
other authorized officers. The treasurer-collector shall have all other powers and duties 
given to treasurers or collectors by general laws and it shall have such additional 
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powers and duties as may be provided by charter, by by-law or by other town meeting 


vote. 


3) To adda new Section 6-4 which reads: 


Section 6-4 Town Treasurer — Collector 


(a) Appointment; Qualifications; Term of Office - There shall be a town treasurer- 
collector appointed by the Town Administrator subject to confirmation of the Board 
of Selectmen for a term of three (3) years. Such appointment shall be based upon 
qualifications in the field of municipal finance. Minimum qualifications include a 
Bachelor’s Degree in Finance or equivalent and five (5) years experience in finance 
administration or equivalent. 


(b) Powers and Duties - The Treasurer - Collector Treasurer:

Collector: 


The treasurer receives all money belonging to the town., and expends and 
accounts for it according to the order of the town or its authorized officers. No 
other person has authority to pay any bill of any municipal department. 

The treasurer is the custodian of all funds of the town including other funds 
such as the stabilization fund, trust funds and tax titles. 

The treasurer is responsible to make provisions for adequate funds to cover 
current obligations. This includes management of the funds so that obligations 
such as payroll, bills, payment on bonds, and other remittances are paid in a 
timely manner. 

The treasurer must know the municipality’s cash position on a daily basis. This 
is accomplished by depositing all cash received on a daily basis and requires 
reconciliation of all bank accounts. 

The treasurer is required to possess knowledge of the provisions of various 
sections of Massachusetts General Laws Chapter 60 regarding tax titles and tax 
foreclosures. 

The treasurer is responsible for all borrowing and arrangement of the terms of 
borrowing. All borrowing requires the approval of the Board of Selectmen. 

The treasurer must give a bond annually for the faithful performance of 
required duties. 

All duties and responsibilities for the Treasurer set forth in the Massachusetts 
General Laws. 


1) The Massachusetts General Laws, including without limitation Chapters 41, 44, 58, 59, 
60, 60A, and 80 provide the manner through which the collector derives the authority 
to proceed to collect and enforce the collection of taxes committed to him. The 
collector is to compel payment of the taxes as levied or assessed by the proper 
authority. Regardless from whom the taxes are due they are to be collected and 
accounted for in the manner decreed by law. The collector must avail himself of all 
statutory remedies to enforce the collection. 
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2) A collector who is to acting in “good faith” cannot sit passively and merely receive 
such taxes as may be paid voluntarily, but must make an honest effort to enforce the 
collection under the powers conferred upon him or provided under the statutes. 

3) The collector is responsible for the collection and accounting of all unpaid fees and 
charges imposed by the Town that are reported to the Collector by the applicable 
Board, Department, or Officer. 


a) Vacancy - If the treasurer - collector is unable to perform his duties because of 
disability or absence, or if the office is vacant because of resignation, death, or 
otherwise, the Town Administrator may appoint a temporary treasurer - 
collector to hold such office and exercise the powers and perform the duties of the 
treasurer - collector until the treasurer - collector who is disabled or absent 
resumes his duties, or until a another treasurer - collector is duly appointed. Said 
temporary appointment shall be in writing, signed by the Town Administrator 
and filed with the Board of Selectmen and the office of the Town Clerk. 

b) Assistant Treasurer - Collector - The treasurer - collector with the approval of 
the Town Administrator, may appoint, in writing, an assistant. Unless a 
temporary treasurer - collector is appointed, the assistant may, in the absence of 
the treasurer- collector, perform the duties of the treasurer - collector, and when 
performing such duties shall have the same power and be subject to the same 
requirements and penalties as the treasurer — collector. 


A letter dated June 6, 2000 from the Office of Attorney General stating they find no conflict 
between the proposed charter amendment and the constitution and laws of the 
Commonwealth.

(Town Administrator) 


To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Board of Selectmen to petition the General

AN ACT REGARDING THE NATICK TREASURER-COLLECTOR 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives in the General Court assembled and 
by the authority of the same as follows: 


SECTION 1 Notwithstanding the provisions of Chapter 41, Section 1B of the 
Massachusetts General Laws, or any other general law or special law to the contrary, the 
Town of Natick shall be permitted to place the following question on the official ballot 
for the State Election scheduled for November, 2000: 


Shall the town vote to have its elected town treasurer-collector become an appointed 
treasurer-collector of the town?

SECTION 2 __ Ifa majority of votes cast in answer to said question is in the affirmative, 
said office shall become appointed in accordance with the provisions of this act. 


Any incumbent of such office or board serving at the time of acceptance by the voters 
shall continue to hold said office and to perform the duties thereof until the expiration of 
the term for which said individual was elected or until said individual otherwise vacates 
such office; provided, however, that any individual elected to an office or board which 
becomes an appointed office or board at the same election, under the provisions of this 
section, shall hold said office and perform the duties thereof until the appointment to said 
office is otherwise made under the provisions of this act. 


SECTION 3 Such appointment shall be made by the town administrator subject to the 
confirmation of the Board of Selectmen for a term not to exceed three years, unless such 
manner of appointment or term is otherwise provided by law. 


SECTION 4 This act shall take effect upon its passage. 


Or take any other action relative thereto. 


RECOMMENDATION: By a vote of 13-0-0 the Finance Committee recommends favorable 
action with regard to the subject matter of Article 2. 


The purpose of this Article is to petition the General Court to allow the Town of Natick to 
place on the November 2000 election ballot the question of whether to change the position of 
treasurer/collector from elected to appointed. If the Home Rule Petition is approved by the 
Legislature and signed by the Governor, the voters will be able to consider the question of 
whether they want to change the treasurer/collector position from elected to appointed in the 
fall rather than having both the question and the election of the Treasurer/Collector on the 
same ballot next spring. 


VOTED BY MAJORITY, to authorize the Board of Selectmen to petition the General Court to 
allow the Town of Natick to place on the November 2000 election ballot the question of whether 
to change the position of treasurer/collector from elected to appointed.

To see if the Town will vote to petition the General Court to allow the Town to offset debt 
exclusion costs for the proposed new middle school and this additional exemption shall only 
be available to tax payers who qualify under clauses 17D and 41C of Section 5 of Chapter 59 
of the General Laws of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts. 
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The factoring of the additional elderly exemption shall be based on annual debt exclusion 
costs of the proposed Wilson Middle School project.

The purpose of this Article is to allow the Town to file a Home Rule Petition that would 
allow the Town to offer an additional property tax exemption to Natick’s elder homeowners 
who qualify for an exemption under 17D or 41C. The additional exemption would be equal 
to an amount that the annual tax bill would be increased for the debt service should the Town 
approve the debt exclusion override for the Wilson Middle School project. The annual cost of 
this additional exemption is estimated at $17,000 to $34,000 depending upon the number of 
eligible persons who apply. 


The Finance Committee heard and supports the idea that the Town should develop a program 
so that persons who do not qualify for any of the existing exemption programs, but 
nonetheless may need the relief from additional property taxes that may be raised due to a 
proposition 2-1/2 override, could be considered. However, the Finance Committee does not 
see any benefit by delaying positive action on this Article because it would not preclude the 
Town from filing a more comprehensive exemption program in the future. 


There was a great deal of discussion as to whether this type of exemption should also be 
available to all persons found eligible for tax relief not only the elderly.

Whereas Natick Town Meeting has twice voted to address critical facilities issues and to 
correct the imminent overcrowding and safety problems at the Natick Middle Schools, and 
that these problems have been exhaustively documented, and alternatives considered through 
many public reports and meetings in recent years, that Town Meeting has debated these issues 
over many hours, and 


Whereasthe Natick Finance Committee, the Natick School Committee and the Middle School 
Advisory Committee have unanimously voted to endorse the proposed building solution and 
Debt Exclusion Override as the most fiscally responsible option available to the Town, and 


Whereas, Natick Town Meeting acknowledges its obligation both to the school 
children of Natick, and to the current and future taxpayers of Natick, and 
that as the appropriating body of the Town of Natick, Town Meeting 
believes that the best means to meet these obligations is through construction 
of a new 900 student Middle School on the site of the existing Wilson School 
and through parity upgrades to Kennedy Middle School, and 


Whereas, the Natick Board of Selectmen has failed to provide appropriate leadership 
on this issue, failed to put forward credible alternatives, and failed to address 
the likely impact on Town services by a failure to address the Middle School 
overcrowding and facilities problems, 


Now, Therefore be it resolved that Natick Town Meeting directs the Board of Selectmen to 
either approve a Special Election to take place during the first part of June, 
2000, or develop an alternative solution that allows this project to meet the 
funding requirements by the January 1, 2001, deadline of the Massachusetts 
School Building Assistance Bureau.

To see what sum of money the Town will vote to appropriate and raise, or otherwise provide, 
for the purposes of implementing a second ambulance in the Fire Department and/or 
upgrading the emergency medical services in the Fire Department to paramedic level, or take 
any other action relative thereto. 


RECOMMENDATION: By a vote of 11-0-0 the Finance Committee recommends referal 
back to the Board of Selectmen, Town Administrator and Fire Chief with regard to the 
subject matter of Article 20. 


Town Meeting had supported the Finance Committee’s recommendation on a similar article 
from the October 1999 Fall Annual Town Meeting that the subject matter be referred back to 
the Board of Selectmen, Town Administrator, and Fire Chief because the Finance Committee 
believed that a study had to be done to determine if, when, and how the Town of Natick 
should provide a higher level of emergency services. The Board of Selectmen created the 
Committee and it came back with some solid recommendations for the Town to consider. 

Everyone was in general agreement that hiring additional fire personnel would be necessary to 
fully implement a full time second ambulance, but at this time the funds have not been 
identified. The Board of Selectmen, Town Administrator and Fire Chief, based on the Fire 
Ambulance Study Committee report, recognize that the Town could not fund the request at 
this Town Meeting but wanted an opportunity to share their comments and findings with 
you, hence the Finance Committee’s referral motion. 


VOTED BY MAJORITY, to refer the subject matter of Article 20 to the Natick Fire Chief, 
Board of Selectmen and the Town Administrator.

The purpose of this article is to fund Natick’s share of the MetroWest Growth Management 
Committee operational budget for FY 2001. The FY 2000 appropriation was $12,907. The 
Finance Committee continues to support and encourage the Town to remain active in 
regional cooperative efforts that can help Natick better serve its residents. 


RECOMMENDATION: By a vote of 6-0-0 the Planning Board recommends favorable 
action with regard to the subject matter of Article 22. 


This article seeks the appropriation of the town of Natick’ assessment for the operation of the 
Growth Management Committee in FY 2001. As one of the two Boards that send a 
representative to this Committee we urge approval of the amount requested. 


VOTED BY MAJORITY, to appropriate the sum, as follows, to be expended under the 
direction of the Town Administrator, for the Town’s share in the expenses of the MetroWest 
Growth Management Committee. 


And that the sum of $14,881 be raised from Free Cash.

(Conservation Commission, Town Administrator) 


To see if the Town will vote to appropriate and raise, or otherwise provide, a sum of money 
for matching funds for an Historic Landscape Preservation Grant, or take any other action 
relative thereto. This grant was awarded to the Town of Natick by the Department of 
Environmental Management for the creation of a historic landscape preservation master plan 
for the town owned properties in the John Eliot Historic District. 


RECOMMENDATION: By a vote of 11-0-0 the Finance Committee recommends favorable 
action with regard to the subject matter of Article 23 and the appropriation of the sum of 
$20,000 to be expended by the Conservation Commission and the Town Administrator for 
the purpose of creating a historic landscape preservation master plan. 


Favorable action on this article will allow the Town to apply for matching grant to produce a 
master plan to preserve historic landscapes in the town. As a grant reimbursement program, 
the Town must appropriate the gross amount and submit a request for reimbursement from 
the State after the funds have been expended. It is expected that the State will reimburse the 
Town approximately $11,400. 


VOTED BY MAJORITY, to appropriate the sum, as follows, to be expended under the 
direction of the Conservation Commission for the purpose of a Historic Landscape 
Preservation master plan for the town owned properties in the John Eliot Historic District. 


And that the sum of $20,000 be raised from Free Cash. 


ARTICLE 24 
(Town Administrator) - 


To see if the Town will vote to appropriate and raise, or otherwise provide, a sum of money 
as may be required for the construction of a Town sewer system to service the areas of Water 
Street, Lincoln Street, River Street, Cohns Street, Cape Street, and Schaller Street; to 
determine whether the appropriation shall be raised by borrowing or otherwise; or take any 
other action relative thereto; such work to be performed in accordance with the Town of 
Natick By-laws, Article 71. | 


RECOMMENDATION: By a vote of 10-0-0 the Finance Committee recommends favorable 
action with regard to the subject matter of Article 24 and the appropriation of the sum of 


$835,000 to be expended by the DPW for the purpose of installing sewers; that this 
appropriation be funded from borrowing. 


Requires a 2/3 vote of Town Meeting 


Town Meeting has been previously made aware of the need for sewers lateral extensions on 
several streets in South Natick, all of which are near the Charles River. The DPW 
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engineering division estimates that 57 homes will benefit from these sewer line extensions and 
all will be assessed a betterment charge of 75% of the eligible costs (approximately $8,500) 
which may be paid by the property owners over a twenty year period with interest. The 
Board of Health supports this project and has informed the Finance Committee that there are 
several homes that have the need for the sewer line to be extended in order to hook up to the 
Town’s system because of Title 5 compliance issues. 


The Planning Board urges approval of the construction of sewers in this original section of the 
“Old Towne” that was the original Natick Village. Many of the septic systems in the area are 
failing. 


VOTED BY DECLARED 2/3", to appropriate the sum of $835,000 to be expended under 
the direction of the Town Administrator for the construction of a Town sewer system to 
service the areas of Water Street, Lincoln Street, River Street, Cohns Street, Cape Street and 
Schaller Street; and that to meet this appropriation the Treasurer with the approval of the 
Board of Selectmen is authorized to borrow $835,000 under Mass General Laws Chapter 44 
Section 7(1). 


ARTICLE 25 
(Town Administrator) 


To see if the Town will vote to appropriate and raise, or otherwise provide, a sum of money 
as may be required for extraordinary repairs to the parking garage owned by the Town and 
located on Middlesex Avenue in Natick (shown on the Natick Assessors’ Map as Map 43 Lot 
387 and Map 43 Lot 388a); or otherwise act thereon. 


RECOMMENDATION: By a vote of 11-0-0 the Finance Committee recommends favorable 
action with regard to the subject matter of Article 25 and the appropriation of the sum of 
$40,000 be expended to make repairs to the Middlesex Avenue municipal parking garage. 


The purpose of this Article to provide funds to repair the Middlesex Avenue parking garage 
that has develop several cracks and has areas of falling cement. The Finance Committee has 
been told that these repairs should last for several years, depending upon how harsh the 
winters are. The source of funds is the sale of surplus property, which is an allowed use for 


those funds 


RECOMMENDATION: By a vote of 6-0-0 the Planning Board recommends favorable 
action with regard to the subject matter of Article 25. 


The Planning Board urges that the parking garage on Middlesex Ave re repaired and placed in 
better condition as a measure the Town should take to improve and make more viable its 
Downtown. 


VOTED UNANIMOUSLY, to appropriate the sum of $40,000 to be expended under the 
direction of the Town Administrator for the purpose of extraordinary repairs to the parking 
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garage owned by the Town and located on Middlesex Avenue in Natick (shown on the Natick 
Assessors’ Map as Map 43 Lot 387 and Map 43 Lot 388a) 


And that the said sum of $40,000 be raised from Sale of Surplus Property. 


ARTICLE 26 


(Town Administrator) 


To see if the Town will vote, in accordance with the provisions of Chapter 127, Section 59 of 
the Acts and Resolves of 1999, to accept Section 5K of Chapter 59 of the General Laws, to 
allow persons over the age of 60 to volunteer to provide services to the Town in exchange for 
a reduction of the real property tax obligation of such persons over the age of 60 on their tax 
bills, said program shall first be available in Fiscal Year 2001, or otherwise act thereon. 


RECOMMENDATION: By a vote of 14-0-0 the Finance Committee recommends favorable 
action with regard to the subject matter of Article 26. 


By accepting Section 5K of Chapter 59 the Town of Natick will change its senior volunteer 
work program that provides property tax relief to residents 60 or older to a program which 
exempts the property tax credit from Massachusetts State Income Tax. However, the credit 
would still be subject to federal taxes unless the Town obtains an opinion from the IRS to the 
contrary. This program also eliminates the need for an annual appropriation because the 
credit would be funded from the Town’s overlay account. The Finance Committee has 
supported this program in the past, and urges Town Meeting to support the change so that the 
program can continue 


VOTED UNANIMOUSLY, to accept Section 5K of Chapter 59 of the General Laws, to 
allow persons over the age of 60 to volunteer to provide services to the Town in exchange for 
a reduction of the real property tax obligation of such persons over the age of 60 on their tax 
bills. Said program shall first be available in Fiscal Year 2001. 


ARTICLE 27 
(Council on Aging) 


To see if the Town will vote, pursuant to Chapter 44, Section 53E 1/2 of the Massachusetts 
General Laws to establish a revolving fund in order to utilize receipts for the subsidized 
transportation program for the purpose of operation of the subsidized transportation 
program; to authorize the Council on Aging Director, with oversight by the Council on 
Aging, to expend money from said revolving fund; to establish a limit of fifteen thousand 
dollars ($15,000) on the total amount which may be expended from such fund in the fiscal 
year 2001; or take any other action relative thereto. 


RECOMMENDATION: By a vote of 14-0-0 the Finance Committee recommends favorable 
action with regard to the subject matter of Article 27. 
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Favorable action on this Article will reauthorize the Council on Aging revolving fund for a 
subsidized transportation program for senior citizens. Expenditures from this fund cannot 
exceed $15,000. The source of funds is from the sale of coupon books and grants. In 
accordance with state law, the COA will provide a report on the activities of the revolving 
fund for the previous year 


VOTED UNANIMOUSLY, | to authorize the Director of the Council on Aging, with 
oversight by the Council on Aging, to expend up to and including $15,000 during the fiscal 
year beginning July 1, 2000 for the purpose of operating a subsidized transportation program 
for senior citizens, pursuant to Chapter 44, Section 53E % of the Massachusetts General Laws, 
from the revolving fund established by vote of the April, 1995 Annual Town Meeting Under 
Article 27 for receipts received in connection with the subsidized transportation program. 


ARTICLE 28 
(Natick Retirement Board) 


To see if the Town will vote to ratify the Retirement Board’s acceptance of Section 51 of 
Chapter 127 of the Acts of 1999, an act which adds G.L. c.32, Sec.103(1), which allows by local 
option a cost of living adjustment (COLA) in excess of the percentage increase allowed by 
G.L. c.32, Sec. 103(c), up to a maximum of 3% (on the first $12,000 of the retirement 
allowance). 


RECOMMENDATION: By a vote of 13-0-1 the Finance Committee recommends favorable 
action with regard to the subject matter of Article 28. 


Favorable action on this Article will allow the Natick Retirement Board to vote cost of living 
adjustments (COLA) for retirees of the Natick Contributory Retirement System up to the 
maximum of 3% on the first $12,000 of retirement allowance. This would provide a 
maximum increase in a retiree’s annual pension of $360.00 assuming the retiree receives a 
pension of at least $12,000 per year. The current COLA system allows for an annual 
adjustment on the first $12,000 up to 3% or the annual CPI increase, whichever is lower. By 
adopting this local acceptance statute, Natick will be able to provide a slightly higher pension 
to its retirees annually. The COLA increases would be funded from the Retirement System’s 
investment income. 


VOTED BY MAJORITY, to accept Section 51 of Chapter 127 of the Acts of 1999, an act 
which adds G.L. c32, Section 103(I), which allows by local option a cost of living adjustment 
(COLA) in excess of the percentage increase allowed by G.L. c.32, Section 103°, up to a 
maximum of 3% (on the first $12,000 of the retirement allowance). 


ARTICLE 29 


(Town Administrator) 


To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate, or otherwise provide such sums of 
money as may be required for the payment of unpaid bills of previous years, incurred by the 
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departments, boards and officers of the Town of Natick, or otherwise act thereon. 


RECOMMENDATION: By a vote of 10-0-0 the Finance Committee recommends favorable 
action with regard to the subject matter of Article 29 and the appropriation of the sum of 
$1,235.95 to pay an unpaid bill from the previous fiscal year. 


Requires of 4/5 vote of Town Meeting 


Favorable action on this Article will allow the Town to pay an invoice from West Publishing

ARTICLE 30 
(Town Administrator) 


To see if the Town will vote to reorganize certain financial departments so that the daily 
administration of the Treasurer/Collector and Assessors Office are under the supervision of 
the Director of Finance who will carry out these responsibilities through appropriate 
delegation of administrative personnel. Although this reorganization will affect lines of 
supervision it will not affect the method that individuals are elected or appointed to their 
respective positions. This reorganization is being proposed in accordance with Article 6, 
Section 6-1 b, Administrative Code, of the Home Rule Charter of the Town of Natick. 


RECOMMENDATION: The Finance Committee has tabled consideration of the subject 
matter of Article 30 until its hearing on April 4, 2000.

To see if the Town will vote to amend the Natick By-Laws so as to adopt the following 
wetlands protection bylaw, or otherwise act thereon: 


Amend “ARTICLE 30 - CONSERVATION COMMISSION?” by inserting the following 
new “Section 2”: 


Section 2 WETLANDS PROTECTION 


This Section of Article 30 shall be known as the “Wetlands Protection Bylaw”, and may also 
hereafter be referred to as “Section 2”. 


2.1 — Purpose and Intent 


The Purpose of Section 2 is to preserve and exercise jurisdiction over the Protected Resource 
Areas, as defined below, and adjoining land areas in the Town by means of the regulation and 
control of activities deemed by the Conservation Commission (the “Commission” as likely to 
have significant or cumulative adverse effect on any or all Resource Area Values, which include, 
without limitation: the protection of public water supply, private water supply and 
groundwater; the prevention and control of flooding, erosion and sedimentation; the prevention 
of storm damage; the prevention and control of pollution; the protection of water quality, 
agriculture and aquaculture; the protection of wildlife, wildlife habitat and Rare Species habitat 
including rare plant species; and the protection and promotion of aesthetic values, recreation 
values, education values, and similar concerns. Section 2 is intended to use the authority of the 
Town, under the Home Rule Amendment of the Massachusetts Constitution and the Home 
Rule Statutes, to protect additional resource areas, independent of, and to provide more stringent 
protection by the Commission than that provided by M.G.L. Chapter 131, Section 40 (the 
“Wetlands Protection Act”) and the regulations issued thereunder, 310 CMR 10.00 (the 
“Wetlands Protection Regulations”). 


2.2 - Definitions 


The definition of certain words used in the interpretation and implementation of this Section 2 
follow. Terms used herein and not defined below, or elsewhere in Section 2, or in the Rules and 
Regulations adopted by the Commission, shall be defined as provided in Section 200 of the 
Natick Zoning Bylaws, and if not defined in said Section 200, shall be defined as provided in the 
Wetlands Protection Act and the Wetlands Protection Regulations. 
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Alter/Alteration. This term includes, without limitation, the following activities when 
undertaken to, upon, within or affecting Protected Resource Areas and associated Buffer 
Zones: 


Removal, excavation, or dredging of soil, sand, gravel, or aggregate materials of any kind. 


Changing of preexisting drainage characteristics, flushing characteristics, salinity distribution, 
pollution distribution, sedimentation patterns, flow patterns, or flood retention characteristics. 


Drainage, or other disturbance of water level or water table. 


Dumping, discharging, or filling with any material which may degrade water quality. 
Placing of fill, or removal of material, that would change elevation. 


Driving of piles, or placement, erection, or exterior repair of Structures. 
Placing of obstructions or objects in water 
Destruction of plant life including cutting of trees 


Changing temperature, biochemical oxygen demand, or other physical, biological, or chemical 
characteristics of any waters. 


Any activities, changes, or work which may cause or tend to contribute to pollution of any 
body of water or groundwater. 


Bank. The land area which normally abuts and confines a water body; the lower boundary 
being the mean annual low flow level, and the upper boundary being the first observable break 
in the slope or the mean annual flood level, whichever is higher. 


Buffer Zone. Lands within 100 feet of any Protected Resource Area except floodplain land and 
Riverfront Area. 
No Build Zone. Lands within 15 feet of any No Disturbance Zone. 


No Disturbance Zone. Lands within 25 feet of any Protected Resource Area except floodplain 
and Riverfront Area. 


Protected Resource Area. Any freshwater wetland as defined in M.G.L. Chapter 131, Section 40 
and as determined by vegetational community, soil composition or hydrologic regime, bank, 
beach, marsh, wet meadow; bog or swamp lands bordering any creek, river, perennial stream, 
intermittent stream, reservoir, pond or lake; vernal pool; and Riverfront Area; any floodplain; 
any lands under; and any lands subject to flooding or inundation by groundwater, surface water 
or storm flow. 


Rare Species. All vertebrate and invertebrate animal and plant species listed as endangered, 
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threatened, or of special concern by the Massachusetts Division of Fisheries and Wildlife, or any 
successor organization, regardless of whether the site in which they occur has been previously 
identified by the Massachusetts Division of Fisheries and Wildlife. 


Riverfront Area. As defined in 310 CMR 10.00, as amended. 


Structure. A combination of materials assembled at a fixed location to give support or shelter 
such as a building, house, barn, garage, or shed. The word “Structure” shall be construed, where 
the context requires, as though followed by the words “or part or parts thereof”. However, in 
reference to the No Build Zone, “Structure” shall not include fences, retaining walls, decks, 
patios, gazebos, lawn furniture, children’s toys such as sandboxes and swing-sets, rip-rapped 
areas, driveways, parking areas, or the like. 

Vernal Pool. This term includes all areas defined as vernal pool habitat under the Wetlands 
Protection Act and Wetlands Protection Regulations and all areas within the mean annual high 
water level of any confined basin or depression which, at least in most years, holds water for a 
minimum of two continuous months during the spring and/or summer, is free of adult fish 
populations and provides breeding, rearing or other habitat functions for amphibians, reptiles or 
other vernal pool community species regardless of whether the site has been certified by the 
Massachusetts Division of Fisheries and Wildlife, or any successor organization. 


2.3 - Activities Requiring Approval 

Except as otherwise provided hereunder, no person shall Alter any Protected Resource Area or 
the Buffer Zone thereof (hereafter, “Regulated Activity”), without first having received and 
complied with a permit issued pursuant to Section 2. Such permit shall be in the form of an 
Order of Conditions issued by the Commission in accordance with its Rules and Regulations. 


2.4 - Exceptions 
The application and permit required by Section 2 shall not be required for the following 
activities, subject to the conditions provided below: 


2.4.1 - Emergency Projects. Projects necessary for the protection of the health and safety 
of the public, provided that: 


the work that is to be performed has been ordered to be so performed by an agency 
of theCommonwealth or a political subdivision thereof; 


advance written notice has been given to the Commission prior to the 
commencement of the work or within 24 hours after commencement in the event of 
extreme emergency; and 

the Commission or its agent certifies the work as an emergency project, or fails to act 
within 10 business days after receiving written notice thereof. 


The work to be performed shall be limited as to the time and place certified by the 
Commission and for the limited purposes necessary to abate the emergency. 


Notwithstanding the above exception, within 21 days of commencement of an 
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2.4.2

emergency project a permit application shall be filed with the Commission for review 
as provided in this Section 2. If any of the conditions specified above are not met, or 
if any of the conditions contained in any determination of the Commission regarding 
such project are not fulfilled, the Commission may, after notice and a public hearing, 
revoke or modify any determination or order it has issued regarding an emergency 
project, and/or may order restoration and mitigation measures to be performed. 


-Public Service Structures and Facilities. Maintenance, repair or replacement, 
without substantial change or enlargement, of existing and lawfully located structures 
or facilities used in the service of the public and used to provide electric, gas, water, 
storm drainage, sewer, telephone or other telecommunication services to the public, 
provided that written notice has been given to the Commission prior to 
commencement of work and provided that the work conforms to the Rules and 
Regulations of the Commission, including any performance standards and design 
specifications. 


- Public Ways. Maintenance and repair of existing public ways, provided that 
written notice has been given to the Commission prior to commencement of work, 
and provided that the work conforms to the Rules and Regulations of the 
Commission, including any applicable performance standards and design 
specifications. 


2.5 — Procedure and Fees 


2.5.1 — Applications. All applications to perform Regulated Activities shall be in the form 


of a written Request for Determination of Applicability (“RDA”), a Notice of Intent 
(“NOI”), or both, as applicable, and shall be filed with the Commission pursuant to 
its Rules and Regulations. Any person desiring to know whether or not a proposed 
activity or an area is subject to Section 2 may file a RDS with the Commission, 
including information and plans as are deemed necessary by the Commission. All 
permit applications (1.e., “Notices of Intent”) shall include such information and 
plans as are deemed necessary by the Commission to describe the proposed Regulated 
Activities and their effects on Resource Area Values. 


2.5.2- Filing Fees. The Rules and Regulations of the Commission adopted hereunder 


shall require the payment of a fee at the time of filing a RDA, NOI, permit 
application and Certificate of Compliance. Such fee shall be in addition to that 
required by the Wetlands Protection Act. The filing fees collected hereunder shall be 
deposited in a dedicated account, for use only for wetland protection activities, from 
which the Commission may withdraw funds without further appropriation. 


2.5.3 - Consultant Fees. The Commission, at the commencement of its process 


hereunder, or at any time during a hearing may require an applicant to pay a fee for 
the reasonable costs and expenses incurred or to be incurred by the Commission for 
specific expert engineering and other consultant services that the Commission deems

are necessary to enable it to reach a final decision on the application. The exercise of 
discretion by the Commission in determining whether to require the payment of fees 
shall be based on a reasonable finding that additional information acquirable only 
through outside consultants is necessary for the making of an informed, objective 
decision. The specific consultant services may include, but are not limited to, 
performing or verifying the accuracy of Protected Resource Area survey and 
delineation; analyzing Protected Resource Area functions and values, including 
wildlife habitat evaluations, hydrogeologic and drainage analysis; and researching 
environmental, land use or other law. Any applicant aggrieved by the imposition of, 
or the size of, the consultant fees, or any act related thereto, may appeal according to 
the provisions of the Mass. Gen. Laws. 


~ Waiver of Fees. The Commission may waive the filing fees, and costs and expenses 


fora RDA, NOI, or permit application filed by a government agency. 


~ Notice. The Rules and Regulations of the Commission adopted hereunder shall 
provide notice requirements for public hearings of the Commission and for 
applications to perform Regulated Activities, including the timing and contents of 
such notices. 


- Hearing and Burden of Proof. The Commission shall commence the public hearing 


within 21 days from receipt of a completed RDA or NOI unless the applicant 
authorizes an extension in writing. In an appropriate case, the Commission may 
combine its hearing under this Section 2 with the hearing conducted under the 
Wetlands Protection Act and Wetlands Protection Regulations. The public hearing 
may be continued upon the request of the Applicant, or upon vote of the 
Commission, until such time that the Commission is satisfied that it has received 
sufficient evidence concerning all issues raised during the hearing to enable it to 
render a decision upon the application. To receive the approval of the Commission to 
conduct a Regulated Activity the applicant must establish by a preponderance of the 
evidence submitted during the hearing that the proposed Regulated Activity and any 
proposed mitigation will not have a significant or cumulative adverse effect on 
Resource Area Values. 


- Decisions. The Commission shall issue a written decision within 21 days of the 
close of the public hearing, unless an extension is authorized in writing by the 
applicant. In rendering its decision the Commission shall take into account the 
cumulative adverse effects of loss, degradation, isolation, and replication of Protected 
Resource Areas throughout the Town and the watershed, resulting from past 
activities, permitted and exempt activities, and foreseeable future activities. The 
Commission may issue a permit to conduct the Regulated Activity with such 
conditions as it deems are necessary or desirable to insure that the proposed 
Regulated Activity will not have a significant or cumulative adverse effect on 
Resource Area Values. Alternatively, the Commission may deny a permit for the 
proposed Regulated Activity, stating in reasonable detail the reasons for its denial. 
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2.5.8 


-Permits. No work proposed in any Notice of Intent shall be undertaken until the 
Order of Conditions issued by the Commission with respect to such work has been 
recorded in the registry of deeds or land court, and until the permit holder submits 
evidence of such recording to the Commission. A permit shall expire three years 
from the date of issuance, however, where recurring or continuous maintenance 
work is required, the Commission may issue a permit expiring five years from the 
date of issuance. Any permit may be renewed for periods of up to three years, 
provided that a request for renewal of the permit is received in writing by the 
Commission at least thirty (30) days prior to its expiration, and further provided that 
all requirements provided in the Rules and Regulations of the Commission are met. 


Notwithstanding the foregoing, the permit may contain requirements which shall be 
enforceable for a stated number of years, indefinitely, or until permanent protection 
is in place, and shall apply to all owners of the land including successors. For good 
cause, the Commission may revoke or modify a permit by following the procedure 
set forth above in connection of the initial issuance of such permit.

- Wetlands Replication.To prevent wetlands loss, the Commission shall require 
applicants to avoid wetlands Alteration wherever feasible, to minimize wetlands 
Alteration where the Commission determines that Alteration is necessary; and, 
where Alteration is unavoidable, the Commission shall require mitigation in the 
form of replication of not less than the amount of wetlands permitted to be Altered 
and not more than twice such amount; said amount of replication to be determined 
by the Commission in accordance with its Rules and Regulations. The construction 
of replication shall be designed and monitored by a registered engineer or a 
professional wetlands scientist, and adequate security shall be provided, in accordance 
with the provisions of Section 2.8, to insure the proper construction of replication. 


- No Disturbance and No Build Zones. No Alteration shall occur within a No 
Disturbance Zone, unless otherwise provided in a permit issued under Section 2. 

Lands within a No Build Zone may be cleared of vegetation to the extent necessary 
to construct a permitted Structure located outside of such No Build Zone and the 
adjacent No Disturbance Zone; provided however that once such Structure is 
completed, no further Alteration, other than the growing of vegetation, shall occur 
in the No Build Zone. The Commission may require, as a condition of a permit 
issued hereunder, that deeds conveying any Portion of the previously cleared No 
Build Zone contain a restriction running in perpetuity preventing any further 
Alteration in such No Build Zone upon completion of such nearby construction. 


- Vernal pools. No Alteration shall occur within the 100-foot Buffer Zone of a 


Vernal Pool unless otherwise provided in a permit issued under Section 2, and except 
as provided in Section 2.13.6. 
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2.7 — Rules and Regulations 

After public notice and public hearing, the Commission shall adopt rules and regulations to 
carry out the purpose and intent of Section 2 (the “Rules and Regulations”). The Rules and 
Regulations shall include procedures to conduct hearings, issue, deny, revoke and/or modify 
permits and to appeal, and shall also provide guidance generally to persons seeking to conduct a 
Regulated Activity. Such Rules and Regulations may also provide, as the Commission deems 
necessary, additional definitions and procedures not inconsistent with Section 2 and a schedule 
of fees to be charged, which may be based on estimated project cost including, but not limited 
to, building construction, site preparation, landscaping, and all site improvements. Such Rules 
and Regulations shall become effective when voted by the Commission and filed with the Town 
Clerk. Failure by the Commission to promulgate such Rules and Regulations, or a final 
unappealable decision by a court of the invalidity of any part of such Rules and Regulations, 
shall not act to suspend or invalidate the effect of Section 2 other than in accordance with such 
decision. | 


2.8- Security 

The Commission may require, in addition to any security required by any other municipal or 
state agency, that the performance and observance of the conditions imposed under a permit 
issued under Section 2, including conditions requiring mitigation work, be secured wholly or in 
part by one or more of the methods described below, or combinations thereof: 


2.8.1 - Surety. By a proper bond or deposit of money or negotiable securities or other 
undertaking of financial responsibility sufficient in the opinion of the Commission, 
to be released in whole or in part upon issuance of a Certificate of Compliance for 
work performed pursuant to the permit. 


2.8.2 - Restrictions. By a conservation restriction, easement, or other covenant executed 
and duly recorded by the owner of record, running with the land to the benefit of the 
Town whereby the permit conditions shall be performed and observed by all owners, 
including successors. 


2.9 - Enforcement 

Upon receipt of a RDA or NOI, the Commission or its agents shall have authority to enter 
upon privately owned land for the purpose of performing their duties under Section 2 and may 
make or cause to be made such examinations, surveys, or sampling as the Commission deems 
necessary. The Commission shall have the authority to enforce Section 2 and its Rules and 
Regulations, and the Commission, any member thereof, or its agent, may issue citations under 
the non-criminal disposition procedure set forth in G. L. Ch. 40 Sect 21D, which has been 
adopted by the Town in Article 92 of the Natick By-Laws, and by civil and criminal court 
actions. Any person who violates provisions of this Wetlands Protection Bylaw may be ordered 
to restore the property to its original condition and take other action deemed necessary to 
remedy such violations, or may be fined, or both. Any person who violates provision of Section 
2 may be ordered to restore the property to its original condition and take other action deemed 
necessary to remedy such violations, or may be fined, or both. Any person, who violates any 
provision of Section 2, or the Rules and Regulations issued thereunder, may be punished by a 
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fine as provided in Article 92, Section 2.2 of the Natick ByLaws. Each day or portion thereof 
during which a violation continues, or unauthorized fill or othe alteration remains in place, 
shall constitute a separate offense, and each provision of Section 2 and the Rules and Regulations 
that are violated shall constitute a separate offense. 


2.10 - Appeals 
Any decision of the Commission shall be reviewable in the Superior Court in accordance with 


G. L. Ch 249, Sect 4. 


2.11 - Severability 

The invalidity of any section or provision of Section 2 shall not invalidate any other section or 
provision thereof, nor shall it invalidate a permit or determination, which previously has been 
issued. In the event any section or provision of Section 2 is declared invalid by a court of law, 
such section or provision shall nevertheless remain valid and in effect to the fullest possible 
extent under the law. 


2.12 - Transition 
The provisions of this Section 2 shall not apply to: 


That work for which a Notice of Intent has been filed with, or an Order of Conditions has 
beenobtained from, the Commission at the time of the effective date of this Section 2, but such: 
work has not yet been commenced or completed, so long as such Order of Conditions issued for 
such work remains valid, unexpired and unmodified; and 


The initial Notice of Intent filing for construction on an individual lot that is part of the 
development for which an Order of Conditions has been obtained from the Commission at the 
time of the effective date of this Section 2 but has not yet been commenced or completed, so 
long as the Order of Conditions remains valid, unexpired and unmodified, and provided further 
that the proposed work is, in the determination of the Commission, consistent with and not an 
expansion of the previously approved development. 


2.13 - Nonconforming Uses in the Areas Which May Be Regulated by the Commission Under 
Section 2. 


2.13.1 - Continuation. The lawful use of any Structure or land in the areas which may 
be regulated by the Commission under Section 2 existing at the time of the 
enactment or subsequent amendment of Section 2 may be continued, although 
such Structure or use did not conform with the provisions of Section 2 as 
adopted or amended. 


2.13.2 - Extension. No increase in the extent of the nonconforming use of a Structure or 
land in areas which may be regulated by the Commission under Section 2 may 
be made beyond the limits of the property owned at the time of enactment or 
subsequent amendment of Section 2, without applying for and receiving an 
Order of Conditions to permit such increase. Pre-existing, nonconforming 
Structures or uses in the areas which may be regulated by the Commission under 
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Section 2, may be extended or altered, provided, that no such extension or 
Alteration shall be permitted unless there is a finding by the Commission that 
such extension or Alteration is not substantially more detrimental than the 
existing nonconforming use to Protected Resource Areas. 


2.13.3 - Abandonment. A nonconforming use in the areas which may be regulated by 
the Commission under Section 2 that has been abandoned or not used for a 
period of two years shall not be re-established and any future use shall conform 
with Section 2. 


2.13.4 - Changes. Once changed to a conforming use in the areas which may be 
regulated by the Commission under Section 2, no Structure or land shall be 
permitted to revert toa nonconforming use. 


2.13.5 - No Disturbance and No Build Zones. Where a prior existing Structure 
protrudes into, or a prior existing Alteration exists in, a No Disturbance Zone 
or No Build Zone, the Commission may permit the extension of such non- 
conforming Structure into, or further Alteration in, such zones, in accordance 
with its Rules and Regulations. 


2.13.6 - Vernal Pools. Where a prior existing Structure protrudes into, or a prior 
existing Alteration exists within the 100-foot Buffer Zone of a Vernal Pool, the 
Commission may permit the extension of such non-conforming Structure into, 
or further Alteration within the 100-foot Buffer Zone of a Vernal Pool, in 
accordance with its Rules and Regulations. 


RECOMMENDATION: The Finance Committee has tabled consideration of the subject 
matter of Article 31 until its hearing on April 4, 2000. 


The purpose of this Article is to create a Wetlands Protection Bylaw that offers more 
protection and more restrictions than the State Wetlands Protection Act. The Finance 
Committee requested a copy of the current Department of Environmental Wetlands 
Protection Regulations so that it could review those documents prior to making a 
recommendation. The Finance Committee also recommended to the Conservation 
Commission that a copy of the regulations be sent to Town Meeting Members in advance of 
Town Meeting. 


The Finance Committee’s recommendation will be provided to Town Meeting after our 
hearing on April 4, 2000. 

RECOMMENDATION: By a vote of 6-0-0 the Planning Board recommends favorable 
action with regard to the subject matter of Article 31. 


The Planning Board has worked with the Conservation Commission for the last year in 
putting together this new Wetlands Protection Bylaw. It is sorely needed in Town to protect 


those remaining areas that are now being the subject of development. Such areas often have 
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wetlands, streams, ecosystems and habitat that are not capable of being protected under the 
existing State Wetlands Act. We urge passage of this needed measure before more of this 
sensitive area is lost to the Town. 


VOTED BY MAJORITY, to amend the Natick By-Laws so as to adopt the wetlands 

protection bylaw as stated in the text of Article 31 with the following amendments. 

(1) Amend under section 2.2 the Protected Resource Area definition by deleting the word 
“and” which appears before the words “Riverfront Area”; deleting the “;and” which 
immediately follow the words “any lands under” replacing them with the word “or” so 
that the definition will now read: 


Protected Resource Area: Any freshwater wetland as defined in M.G.L. Chapter 131, 
Section 40 and as determined by vegetational community, soil composition or 
hydrologic regime, bank, beach, marsh, wet meadow; bog or swamp lands bordering 
any creek, river, perennial stream, intermittent stream, reservoir, pond or lake; 
vernal pool; Riverfront Area; any flood plain; any lands under or any lands subject to 
flooding or inundation by groundwater, surface water or storm flow. 


(2) Amend under section 2.2 the Vernal Pool definition by deleting the words “regardless of 
whether” which immediately follows the words “... vernal pool community species”; 
replacing them with the word “and”; insert the words “or is certifiable” after the words 
“... has been certified” so that the definition will now read: 


Vernal Pool. This term includes all areas defined as vernal pool habitat under the 
Wetlands Protection Act and Wetlands Protection Regulations and all areas within 
the mean annual high water level of any confined basin or depression which, at least 
in most years, holds water for a minimum of two continuous months during the 
spring and/or summer, is free of adult fish populations and provides breeding, rearing 
or other habitat functions for amphibians, reptiles or other vernal pool community 
species and the site has been certified or is certifiable by the Massachusetts Division of 
Fisheries and Wildlife, or any successor organization 


(3) Amend Section 2.9 by striking the last two sentences: 


The foregoing Amendment to the Town By-Laws approved by the Attorney General on 
August 18, 2000. Posted in all ten precincts and the Town bulletin board and in the two 
Natick post offices on August 24, 2000, according to MGL Chapter 40, Section 32. 


ARTICLES 38 THROUGH 45 INCLUSIVE AFTER ARTICLE 31 PER MR GILBERT 
MOTION. 
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ARTICLE 38 
(Peter M. Burke, et al) 


To see if the Town will vote to amend Section III-D Use Regulations for LC Districts of the 
Natick Zoning By-Laws by adding thereto a new Section under Section 2 Uses Allowed on 
Special Permit Only as follows:g. The provision of seating accommodations in conjunction 
with the carrying on of retail food use which is conducted solely as an accessory use to a retail 
use in the same building, said seating to be limited to one (1) seat for each 250 square feet of 
retail space and said seating area shall not exceed ten (10%) percent of the total retail space. In 
addition, there shall be no drive up window associated with the accessory retail food use, the 
accessory retail food use shall be operated exclusively by the operator of the principal retail 
use, the hours of operation of the accessory retail food use shall be limited to those of the 
principal retail use, and there shall be no exterior sign that advertises, calls attention to or 
indicates the carrying on of the accessory retail food use. 


RECOMMENDATION: By a vote of 11-0-0 the Finance Committee recommends favorable 
action with regard to the subject matter of Article 38 as amended below: 


The provision of seating accommodations in conjunction with the carrying on of retail food 
use which is conducted solely as an accessory use to a retail use in the same building, said 
seating to be limited to one (1) seat for each 250 square feet of retail space and said seating area 
shall not exceed ten (10%) percent of the total retail space, excluding the area devoted to retail 
use. In addition, there shall be no drive up window associated with the accessory retail food 
use, the accessory retail food use shall be operated exclusively by the operator of the principal 
retail use, the hours of operation of the accessory retail food use shall be limited to those of 
the principal retail use, and there shall be no exterter sign visible from or located exterior to 
the building that advertises, calls attention to or indicates the carrying on of the accessory 
retail food use. 


Requires a 2/3 vote of Town Meeting 


The purpose of this Article is to amend the Town’s Zoning Bylaws so that commercial 
properties in the LC District can provide seating for its customers so that they may rest while 
consuming food and beverages purchased at the site. This amendment to the Zoning Bylaws 
would allow Barber Brothers Florist to increase the number of seats at its location from 52 to 
66. This amendment would apply only to businesses that provide food as an ancillary activity 
to its primary operations 

RECOMMENDATION: By a vote of 6-0-0 the Planning Board recommends favorable 
action with regard to the subject matter of Article 38. 


We support the concept of this article. However, as presently written it would allow signs 
other than exterior signs to be displayed in or on the windows of businesses. We propose the 


following revised article (changes are placed in italics and the deleted word is crossed out): 


“s. The provision of seating accommodations in conjunction with the carrying on of retail 
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food use which is conducted solely as an accessory use to a retail use in the same 
building, said seating to be limited to one (1) seat for each 250 square feet of retail space, 
and said seating area shall not exceed ten (10%) of the total retail space, excluding the 
area devoted to retail food use. In addition, there shall be no drive-up window associated 
with the accessory retail food use, the accessory retail food use shall be operated 
exclusively by the operator of the principal retail use, the hours of operation of the 
accessory retail food use shall be limited to those of the principal retail use, and there 
shall be no exterior sign visible from or locate exterior to the building that advertises, 
calls attention to or indicates the carrying on of the accessory retail food use.” 


The Moderator noted the word food was missing in the motion at the end of the fourth line 
after the word retail food use. Adopted unanimously. 


VOTED BY DECLARED 2/3" to amend Section II-D Use of Regulations for LC 
Districts of the Natick Zoning By-Laws with the following amendment. 


g. The provision of seating accommodations in conjunction with the carrying on of retail 
food use which is conducted solely as an accessory use to a retail use in the same 
building, said seating to be limited to one (1) seat for each 250 square feet of retail space 
and said seating area shall not to exceed ten (10%) percent of the total retail space, 
excluding the area devoted to retail food use. In addition, there shall be no drive up 
window associated with the accessory retail food use, the accessory retail food use shall 
be operated exclusively by the operator of the principal retail use, the hours of operation 
of the accessory retail food use shall be limited to those of the principal retail use, and 
there shall be no sign visible from or located exterior to the building that advertises, 
calls attention to or indicates the carrying on of the accessory retail food use. 


Town Meeting Member, Alan Segel made a motion to adjourn. Motion loses.

RECOMMENDATION: By a vote of 10-0-0 the Finance Committee recommends favorable 
action with regard to the subject matter of Article 39. 


Requires a 2/3 vote of Town Meeting 
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Town Meeting had rejected the Zoning Bylaw amendments proposed under Article 38 of the 
Fall 1999 Annual Town Meeting due in part to the size and scope of the Article. Concerns 
were raised that there were too many variables to be concerned with in order to amend the 
Article on Town Meeting floor and that it was far easier to reject the entire Article. The 
Planning Board has reviewed its approach on making those proposed amendments by 
breaking the amendments into four smaller sections each to be voted separately in four 
Articles (39, 40, 41, and 42). 


Favorable action under this Article will change the identification system in the Zoning Bylaws 
and to remove sections no longer applicable due to changes adopted by previous Town 
Meetings. The Planning Board will be available to provide additional information. 


RECOMMENDATION: By a vote of 6-0-0 the Planning Board recommends favorable 
action with regard to the subject matter of Article 39. 


Specifically, Item 1 of this Article changes an old identification system using letter and 
numbers of the new Dewey decimal system of identifying paragraphs in the zoning bylaw. 
Item 2 seeks to remove a section of the bylaw that is no longer needed because of the Site Plan 
Review procedure We urge favorable action for both of these housekeeping changes. 


VOTED UNANIMOUSELY, to amend the Zoning Bylaw of the Town as stated in the text 
of Article 39.

Item II-In Section VI-DD SITE PLAN REVIEW, subsection 2.Applicability and SPGA 
Designation, in further subsection 2.a), add “Planned Cluster Development - PCD” to the list 
of districts subject to the Site Plan Review Procedure to be administered by the Planning 
Board. 


Item I- —_In Section VI-E.2.b) Special Permits in line 1 change “Board of Appeals” to read: 
“Special Permit Granting Authority”. 
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RECOMMENDATION: By a vote of 10-0-0 the Finance Committee recommends favorable 
action with regard to the subject matter of Article 40. 


Requires a 2/3 vote of Town Meeting 


Favorable action on this Article will amend the Zoning Bylaws of the Town to make the site 
plan review process possible for the Planned Cluster Development (PCD) district. The 
Finance Committee supports the availability of this option for the developments located off 
West Central Street. The Planning Board will be available to provide additional information. 


RECOMMENDATION: By a vote of 6-0-0 the Planning Board recommends favorable 
action with regard to the subject matter of Article 40. 


This article seeks to make available the site plan review process to the Planned Cluster 
Development district. Any new projects that are put before the Planning Board from January 
1, 2000 forward, so that the existing construction is not subject to this new special permit 
process until or unless it is proposed to be changed. We urge that this Article be adopted to 
insure that this necessary procedure is made available to the PCD district. 


VOTED BY DECLARED 2/3*” to amend the Zoning Bylaw of the Town as stated in the 
text of Article 40. 


ARTICLE 41 
(Planning Board) 


To see if the Town will vote to amend the Zoning Bylaw of the Town, as previously 
amended, substantially as follows, or otherwise act thereon:

Favorable action under this Article would protect and restrict development of open space in 
the PCD district. The Planning Board will be available to provide additional information 


RECOMMENDATION: By a vote of 6-0-0 the Planning Board recommends favorable 
action with regard to the subject matter of Article 41. 


This article seeks to protect the open space at the PCD district from any future development. 
We believe that it is appropriate to add the PCD District to the Open Space protection 
provision of the AP District. The Planning Board urges approval of this article as a necessary 
improvement to the PCD development. 


VOTED UNANIMOUSLY, to amend the Zoning Bylaw of the Town as stated in the text 
of Article 41.

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ARTICLE 43 
(Planning Board) 


To see if the Town will vote to amend the Natick By-Laws as follows, or otherwise act 
thereon. 


In ARTICLE 50 POLICE REGULATIONS, add a new Section 23, to read as follows: 
“ Section 23 Identification of Dwellings 


Every building containing dwellings shall be identified by a street number, to be affixed 
to and displayed on such building, or elsewhere on the property containing such 
building, in such manner as to be readily visible from the street. 


RECOMMENDATION:By a vote of 10-0-0 the Finance Committee recommends favorable 
action with regard to the subject matter of Article 43 


The purpose of this Article is to require the number of building to be visible from the street. 
Not only does clearly marking the address make it easier for one to find a given property, but 
it serves as a very important identifier for public safety personnel to locate and get to a 
business or home when an emergency arises. Town Meeting should be aware that violation of 
this proposed Bylaw could result in a fine. The Finance Committee believes given the 
litigious society that we live, this Bylaw is necessary in order to help protect the Town from a 
suit that may occur because fire and/or police personnel could not respond to an emergency 
situation timely because they could not locate the property. 


RECOMMENDATION: By a vote of 6-0-0 the Planning Board recommends favorable 
action with regard to the subject matter of Article 43. 


This is an article that was recommended by one of the Selectmen and one of the members of 
the Planning Board. It’s purpose is to identify dwellings by number and to be visible from 
the street. The Board urges adoption of this article and believes that it will help us and the 
many emergency services to more readily find a dwelling by its street address. 


VOTED UNANIMOUSLY, to amend the Natick By-Laws as stated in the text of Article 
43. 

The foregoing Amendment to the Town By-Laws approved by the Attorney General on 
August 18, 2000. Posted in all ten precincts and the Town bulletin board and in the two 
Natick post offices on August 24, 2000, according to MGL Chapter 40, Section 32. 


ARTICLE 44 
(Planning Board) 


To see if the Town will vote to amend the Natick Zoning By-Laws as follows, or otherwise act 
thereon. 
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Item I- In Section 200 - Definitions, in the definition of “Housing Trust Fund Contribution”, 
delete the words “by the Town of Natick or” 


Item II - In Section II-B LOCATION OF DISTRICTS (Zones), Section 7. a. “There shall be a 
Regional Center Overlay District (RC) within the following described area:” 


cancel the portion of the metes and bounds description, which reads: 


“Thence turning and running southerly along the centerline of Dean Road until reaching a 
point on a line which is an extension of the southerly boundary of the Commercial II 
district lying westerly of Dean Road; 

Thence turning and running westerly along such extension line to and along the southerly 
boundary line of the Commercial II district until reaching a point intersecting the southerly 
property line of Lot 1 as shown on Natick Assessors Map 23;” 


And substitute the following language: 


“Thence turning and running southerly along the centerline of Dean Road until reaching a 
point on the centerline of Mercer Road; Thence turning and running westerly along the 
centerline of Dean Road until reaching a point in the easterly property line of Lot 93 (also 
shown as the Boston Edison Transmission Line property) as shown on Natick Assessors 
Map 24; Thence turning and running northerly along the easterly property line of Lot 93, 
which also becomes the westerly property line of Lot 90Z as shown on Natick Assessors 
Map 23, until reaching a point in the southerly boundary line of the Commercial II 
district; Thence turning and running westerly along the southerly boundary line of the 
Commercial II district until reaching a point intersecting the southerly property line of Lot 
1 as shown on Natick Assessors Map 23;” 


Item HI- = In Section II-A.2 - USE REGULATIONS SCHEDULE add the following new 
Institutional Use: 


“46D. Telecommunication data storage and distribution centers, nodes in 
telecommunication network installations, or the like, providing services to 
telecommunications carriers and internet service providers.” 


And insert the letter “A” in the columns headed “DM, CII, IN I, IN II’; and such use shall be 
permitted upon the issuance of a special permit by the SPGA in the HM-I, HM-II, HM-III, 
HPU, RC and HC districts.” 

ItemIV- Insert the following paragraph after “323.3 Certain Residential Uses” 


“In the RC district, hotels, motels, assisted living facilities, and similar residential 
developments may be allowed by Special Permit granted by the Planning Board, subject 
to all requirements of the underlying district(s), and modified by the dimensional and 
other intensity regulations of Sections 324 and 326. Combinations of such residential and 
non-residential uses may also be allowed in the RC district, subject to the requirements of 
each individual use as set forth elsewhere in this Bylaw” 
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Cancel Sections 323.31; 323.32; 323.321; 323.322; 323.323 and 323.333. 
Item V- Add a new Section 324.11 after Section 324.1, to read as follows: 


“324.11 When a proposed nonresidential development contains existing structures 
located on a parcel of land whose FAR exceeds 0.32 (the “Prior Existing Parcel”), as well 
as newly proposed structures, to be located at least partially on lot(s) to be added to the 
Prior Existing Parcel, then the FAR shall be calculated as follows: {[total gross floor area 
of the structures (whether proposed or existing) located on the lots to be added] + [gross 
floor area of any new structures or portions thereof on the Prior Existing Parcel]} 


divided by {the area of the lot(s) to be added}.” 
Item VI- Rewrite Section 324.2 to read as follows: 


“ 324 2 Increase in FAR for New Construction with Public Benefit Amenities in the RC 
District and in the Highway Mixed Use or Highway Planned Use Developments of 10 or 
more Acres in the HC District: The Planning Board, may, by Special Permit, grant an 
increase in the maximum floor area ratio above 0.32, up to a higher FAR in the following 
instances: 


Up to a maximum FAR of 0.45 for parcels located in the Regional Center (RC) zoning 
district; and Up to a maximum FAR of 0.40 for parcels in the Highway Mixed Use I, Il or 
Ill, or in the Highway Planned Use District (HPU), with respect to any project or 
development which uses 10 or more acres in the Highway Corridor (HC) overlay district 
for building, parking, detention or retention basins, or other uses associated with such 
development. The foregoing increases in FAR shall be subject to the following 
requirements:” 


Item VII- Rewrite the last sentence of Section 324.4 so that it reads: 


“A special permit under the Highway Overlay District regulations is not required for a 
minor alteration which does not exceed a FAR of 0.32, unless so required elsewhere in 
Section 320 et seq., or so required under the underlying zoning district regulations.” 


Item VIIL[- Rewrite Section 324.5 so that it reads as follows: 
“324.5 “Maximum FAR for Certain Residential Developments”: 
For those certain residential developments authorized under Section 323.3, the FAR shall 
not exceed 0.55.” 


ItemIX- Rewrite Section 324.7 “Mixed-use Developments:” to read as follows: 
“324.7 Mixed-use and Mixed-Zoning District Developments 
The following regulations shall apply to parcels on which a proposed project includes 


both residential and non-residential lots, or uses. 


324.71 Developments on parcels which include lots permitting both residential and 
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non- residential uses, where such proposed developments will include residential 
floor area and non-residential floor are: Non-bonus projects: Maximum FAR = 
(Non-residential floor area percentage x 0.32) + (Residential floor area percentage x 
0.55)Bonus projects: Maximum FAR = (Non-residential floor area percentage x 
0.45) + (Residential floor area percentage x 0.55) 


324.72 Developments on parcels that include at least one residentially zoned lot as 
well as lots permitting non-residential uses, where such proposed developments will 
consist of only non-residential floor area: Projects which include combinations of 
residentially zoned lot(s), as well as non-residentially zoned lot(s) located contiguous 
to such residentially zoned lot(s); and in which no construction of new residential 
floor area is proposed by the project, shall be required to: 


324.721 Remove all existing structures on the residentially zoned lot(s). In addition, 
no new structures or commercial parking will be placed on the residentially zoned 


lot(s). 


324.722 Provide open space for public ownership, or exclusive long term use, in an 
amount equal to three times the area of the residentially zoned lot(s) to be added to 
the Project [hereinafter, “Compensating Open Space”].Such Compensating Open 
Space to be so provided shall contain not more than twenty (20%) percent wetland, 
and shall be of such quality, in the opinion of the Planning Board, as to be able to 
accommodate active Park use as defined in Section 200. The Compensating Open 
Space may have any zoning classification. The Planning Board may waive the twenty 
(20%) percent wetland limitation if it makes a finding that the Park would be 
enhanced by permitting a larger percentage of wetland, not to exceed fifty (50%) 
percent of the Compensating Open Space. 


324.723 In the event such Compensating Open Space is not offered at the time of the 
application, nor offered during the hearing on same, and evidence is submitted by the 
applicant satisfactory to the Planning Board that after reasonable efforts the applicant 
was unable to obtain such Compensating Open Space either in any amount, or in a 
lesser amount than required by paragraph 324.722, then applicant shall provide 
“Adequate Security” for the acquisition of such Compensating Open Space. Such 
Adequate Security shall be provided by a bond or surety agreement, a letter of credit, 
a tri-partite agreement including a bank as a contracting party, a deposit of monies or 
negotiable securities, or other similar arrangement sufficient in the opinion of the 
Planning Board to secure the performance of the condition of providing 
Compensating Open Space. 


324.724 The amount of such Adequate Security, where the event described in Section 
324.723 occurs, shall be equal to the percent of Compensating Open Space that will 
not be so provided_times 1.5 times the “Residential Market Value” of the area of the 
residentially zoned land which is included in the Parcel, where “Residential Market 
Value” is defined as follows: the market value of the area of the residentially zoned 
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land in the parcel determined as if such land contains no wetland; is devoid of 
structures or pollution of any kind; and is based on the total land area divided the 
minimum residential lot area in the district, without adjustment for roads and/or 
access ways. Such calculation shall be subject to review and approval by the Planning 
Board.” 


Item X- Rewrite the first 2 lines of Section 324.9 Findings Required for a FAR Increase so 
that they shall read as follows: 


“In granting a FAR increase over the base FAR, as well as any increase in the FAR 
where a special permit with site plan review is required under Sections 320 et seq., the 
Planning Board shall make a specific finding, in writing, that the following conditions 
are met:” 


Item XI- _ Rewrite Section 325. OPEN SPACE REQUIREMENTS to read as follows: 
“Section 325. OPEN SPACE REQUIREMENTS 


325.1 Single Use Projects: 


\ 


325.11 Base Landscape Surface Ratio (LSR) in any Highway Overlay District: 
The minimum required landscape surface ratio (LSR) for projects having a FAR 
of 0.32 or less shall be: 0.20 for retail, consumer service and manufacturing uses, 
0.30 for certain residential developments as provided for in Section 324.2, or fore 
use No. 46D, and 0.40 for office, research and development and other similar 
non-retail, non-residential uses. 


325.12 Increase in Landscape Surface Ratio (LSR) required for Bonus Projects in 
any Highway Overlay District: The minimum required landscape surface ratio 
(LSR) for projects having a FAR greater than 0.32 shall be the sum (the base LSR 
determined by Section 325.11) , (one-half of the difference between the proposed 
FAR and 0.32) 


325.2 Mixed-use Projects: 

The minimum required LSR for mixed-use developments shall be computed as a blended 
ratio of the LSR requirements applying to the individual components of the development, 
as follows: 


325.21 Projects having an FAR of 0.32 or less: The minimum required 
landscape surface ratio (LSR) for projects having a FAR of 0.32 or less shall be 
equal to the: [(Floor area of retail, consumer service and manufacturing uses) X 
0.20] + [(Floor area of certain residential development under Section 324.2 or 
Use No. 46D) X 0.30] + [(Floor area of office, research and development and 
other similar non-retail, non- residential uses) X 0.40] 


325.22 Projects having an FAR greater than 0.32: The minimum required 
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landscape surface ratio (LSR) for projects having a FAR greater than 0.32 shall 
be equal to the: (LSR determined in accordance with Section 325.21) + 
(proposed FAR - 0.32)/2 


325.3 Deficiencies in LSR 


325.31 Certain residential developments: For certain residential developments 
under Section 324.2 or Use No. 46D only, up to ten percent (10%) of the required 
landscape surface area may consist of impervious recreational facilities, e.g. tennis 
courts, swimming pools, etc. 


325.32 Deficiency in LSR in the Highway Overlay Districts: In connection with 
the redevelopment of a Parcel for all non-retail, non-residential uses in the 
Highway Overlay Districts, a proposed new or revised Final Site Plan may show 
a deficiency from the required minimum LSR (hereinafter, the “LSR 
Deficiency”). The LSR Deficiency shall be determined in square footage, and 
shall be = [(the minimum required LSR calculated under either of Sections 325.1 
et seq. or 325.2 et seq.) - (the LSR shown on the proposed new or revised Final 
Site Plan)] times (the denominator of the Landscape Surface Ratio for the Parcel). 


325.321 Deficiency satisfied by Compensating Landscaping. The minimum 
LSR required by either of Sections 325.1 et seq. or 325.2 et seq. may 
alternatively be satisfied by providing pervious landscaping or natural vegetated 
areas, devoid of wetlands (hereinafter, “Compensating Landscaping”), elsewhere 
than on the Parcel with the permission of the owner of the receiving parcel, in 
an area equal to the LSR Deficiency. Such Compensating Landscaping may 
have any zoning classification. The Planning Board may reject an offer of 
Compensating Landscaping and require compliance with Section 325.322 if it 
makes a finding that the proposed location of such Compensating Landscaping 
does not enhance the adjacent uses or is not substantially visible from adjacent 
roadways. 


325.322 Deficiency satisfied by providing Adequate Security. The minimum 
LSR required by Sections 325.1 et seq. or 325.2 et seq. in connection with the 
redevelopment of a Parcel in the RC district for office, research and 
development and other similar non-retail, non- residential uses, as well as for 
certain residential development under Section 324.2 or Use No. 46D, may 
alternatively be satisfied if an Adequate Security is provided, as described in 
Section 324.723, in an amount equal to (the LSR Deficiency x $15) 
Notwithstanding the foregoing, the Planning Board may require that a 
minimum LSR of 0.30 be attained on the redeveloped Parcel. 


Item XII- Rewrite Section 327.103 so that it reads: 
“The Planning Board may require a bond to ensure that required landscape plantings are 
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maintained and survive for up to two (2) growing seasons following completion of 
planting.” 


Item XII - Rewrite Section 328.3 so that it will read as follows: 
“328.3 Schedules of Bonuses: 


“328.31 FAR Increases above 0.32 up to 0.40 based on Schedule I of Bonuses. An 
increase inallowable floor area for new construction resulting in a FAR for the 
entire development which does not exceed 0.40, as permitted in and subject to the 
requirements of Section 324.2, shall be available in accordance with Schedule I of 
Bonuses set forth hereafter, if the Planning Board deems that the amenity 
offered by the applicant accomplishes the purpose, intent and objectives of the 
Highway Overlay Districts regulations. The “bonus ratio” as used in Schedule I 
is the ratio of the unit of public benefit amenity provided, to the floor area 
permitted for bonus projects in excess of a FAR of 0.32. For example, a bonus 
ratio of one to three (1:3) and an amenity unit of “Square Foot” means that for 
each square foot of the amenity the project shall be eligible for three (3) 
additional square feet of floor area for permitted uses.” 


Item XIV - The table presently identified in the Zoning Bylaw following Section 328.3 as 
“SCHEDULE OF BONUSES”, shall be relocated to appear after Section 328.31 and shall be 
designated as “SCHEDULE I OF BONUSES”. In the “SCHEDULE I OF BONUSES” after 


the line for “Excess Pervious Landscaping” insert a new line to read: 
The provision of OPEN SPACE** Dollar ($) 20:1 


change the words “Public transit endowment” to read “Traffic Management Project"*"". and 
below the Schedule I of Bonuses add: “**Open Space shall be valued in accordance with 
Section 324.724”; and “***Traffic Management Project shall include the provision of land for, 
and/or the design and construction of roadway improvements, as well as the support of public 
transportation, within the Town”. 


Item XV- Following the “Schedule I of Bonuses” insert the following: 
“398.32 FAR Increases up to 0.45 based on Schedule II of Bonuses in the RC 
District. The Planning Board may, by Special Permit, grant an increase in the 
FAR up to a maximum FAR of 0.45, subject to the requirements of Sections 
324.21 and 324.22, only for parcels located in the RC District. Notwithstanding 
any provision in this by-law to the contrary, all parcels located in the RC 
District, shall be required, as a condition for increasing its FAR above 0.32 up to 
a maximum of 0.45; to provide Open Space as a public benefit amenity if it is in 


the ratios shown in the following “SCHEDULE II OF BONUSES”:

The “bonus ratio” as used in Schedule II of Bonuses is the ratio of the unit of public benefit 
amenity provided, to the floor area permitted for bonus projects in excess of a FAR of 0.32. 

For example, the bonus ratio of twenty-five to one (25:1) and an amenity unit of “Dollar ($)” 
means that for each Twenty-Five Dollars Open Space Value as determined in accordance with 
Section 324.724, the project shall be eligible for one (1) additional square foot of floor area for 
permitted uses.” 


Item XVI- Add anew Section 328.7 Bonus Credits to read as follows: 


“328.7 Where an applicant has made payments to governmental agencies (other than to 
the Town of Natick), and such payments are for the purpose of the acquisition, 
improvement, or use of land within the Town for public use, the Planning Board may 
provide a credit up to the amount of such payments against any of requirements for 
providing Open Space in these Highway Overlay District Regulations, provided that the 
Planning Board makes a finding that the payments made or credits given provide similar 
benefits to the Town as would have resulted from additional Open Space being provided 
to the Town (see Sec. 320 et seq.).” 


Item XVII- Change the title of Section 329.1 “Site Plan Review for Bonus Projects 
and Projects Requiring a Special Permit Under the Underlying Zoning” so that it shall 
read: 


“329.1 Special Permit with Site Plan Review.” 
Item XVIII- At the end of Section 329.11 add the following: 


“The proposed development will combine residentially zoned lot(s) with non- 
residentially zoned lot(s), regardless of the resultant FAR.” 


Item XIX- At the end of Section 329.2 Modifications and Waivers insert the following 
sentence: 
“The Planning Board shall not grant a waiver of the FAR regulations set forth in 
Section 324.” 


RECOMMENDATION: The Finance Committee has tabled consideration of the subject 
matter of Article 44 until its hearing on April 4, 2000. 
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Requires a 2/3 vote of Town Meeting 


The purpose of this Article is similar to the Article that was approved by Town Meeting 
during 1998 and was subsequently rejected by the Attorney General because of the special 
fund that it would create. The Zoning Bylaw would not require a financial contribution to 
the Town as it was previously drafted. This Article would also enlarge the Regional Center 
(RC) district by five lots located on the north side of Mercer Road in the industrial/business 
park. Another amendment to the Zoning Bylaws will allow a new use in the RC district of 
that of a “telecom hotel”. Town Meeting Members may have read recently of the expressed 
interest by some developers to convert the former Wonder Bread Bakery site into a “High 
Tech Center” which could generate millions of dollars in new growth for the Town, The 
Finance Committee has tabled consideration of this Article because there were questions 
regarding a couple of the descriptions that could not be answered during our hearing on 
Thursday, March 16, 2000. 


The Finance Committee recommendation will be provided to Town Meeting after our 
hearing on April 4, 2000. 


RECOMMENDATION: By a vote of 6-0-0 the Planning Board recommends favorable 
action with regard to the subject matter of Article 44. 

This article is essentially the same article that was passed by Town Meeting in May of 1998, 
and which later was declared invalid by the Attorney General. There were several objections 
that were made, and this article now addresses them. 


VONTED UNANIMOUSLY, to amend the Natick Zoning By-Laws as stated in the text of 
Article 44 with the following amendments: 


(1) Strike the reference “Dean Road” and replace with the reference “Mercer Road” found 
under Item II and immediately after the words “... Commercial If district lying westerly 
of” 

(2) Amend by deleting the following: 


“46D. Telecommunication data storage and distribution centers, nodes in telecommunication 
network installations, or the like, providing services to telecommunications carriers and 
internet service providers.” 


And replacing with the following: 
“46D, Facilities for housing telecommunications equipment, such as sites where network 
systems can be interconnected to the fiber optic high band cable network or to such network 
as it may be modified hereafter.” 


ARTICER45 
(Planning Board and Zoning Board of Appeals) 


To see if the Town will vote to amend the Natick Zoning By-Laws as follows, or otherwise act 
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thereon. 


Item 1 - Rewrite Section IJ-E DOWNTOWN MIXED USE DISTRICT DM, subsection 3. 


DIMENSIONAL AND DENSITY REQUIREMENTS so that it reads as follows: 
“3. DIMENSIONAL AND DENSITY REQUIREMENTS 


a. MINIMUM LOT DIMENSIONS: 
Area — 10,000 square feet; continuous frontage — 80 feet; depth - 120 feet. 
b. MINIMUM YARD DIMENSIONS: 


Front yard —~ fifteen (15’) feet or, if less, the smallest front yard existing on 
any abutting lot having frontage on the same side of the same street, upon 
the issuance of a Special Permit by the SPGA based on a finding that such 
lesser setback will not be detrimental to the neighborhood; Side yard - ten 
(10’) feet where premises abut a residential district, otherwise none required; 
Rear yard - Twenty (20’) feet 


c. MAXIMUM PERCENTAGE BUILDING COVERAGE: (Includes any 
accessory building): 60% 


d. MAXIMUM HEIGHT OF BUILDINGS AND/OR STRUCTURES: 


Fifty (50’) feet. However, height may be as much as sixty (60’) feet if there 
are one or more existing buildings within 200 feet of the premises on a lot 
with frontage on the same side of the same street having a building height 
equal to the height of the proposed structure. For the purpose of the 
preceding clause only, the building height of existing buildings within 200 
feet of the premises shall not include roof tanks and their supports, 
ventilating, air conditioning and similar building service equipment; 
steeples, chimneys, railings, skylights and other similar features of buildings; 
fixtures and equipment used for the wireless transmission and reception of 
radio signals, including but not limited to antennae, communication dishes 
and similar devices, monopoles, and lattice towers. No part of a building 

- lying within twenty (20’) feet of a residential district boundary may exceed 
forty (40’) feet. 


d. MINIMUM HEIGHT OF BUILDINGS: Building height for any new 
building shall equal at least forty (40’) feet. However, building height may 
be as little as thirty (30’) feet if the. premises: Have no frontage on a street 
where right-of-way exceeds seventy (70’) feet width, and also there are one 
or more buildings of no more than the height proposed existing within 200 
feet of the premises on a lot having frontage on the same side of the same 
street. 
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e. OPEN SPACE REQUIREMENT PER LOT: Ten (10%) percent, which is 


landscaped and at grade level; provided that any structure in existence on 
January 1, 1987 may be altered and improved without increasing the open 
space in existence on January 1, 1987. 


Item II - Amend Section V-C OPEN SPACE by deleting the second sentence and substituting 
the following: 


“In business and manufacturing districts other than the Downtown Mixed Use District 
(AP, CI, D, IN I, IN I, HM-1, HM-I, HM-III, LC, HPU, RC and HC, but not DM), 
the requirement for minimum open space, where applicable, must be satisfied with 
land located within the front yard.” 


eee iencnd Section V-D OFF-STREET PARKING AND LOADING 
REQUIREMENTS in the following respects. 


In subsection 6.Location of Required Parking Spaces, insert the following as the final 
paragraph: 
“In the DM district, no accessory surface parking area serving other than one- or two- 
family homes shall be located between the street and the building or activity being 
served.” 


In subsection 15. Buffer Areas, designate the existing paragraph beginning with the 
words “Any off-street” as Paragraph “a) General,”; and add a new paragraph “b” to read 
as follows: 


“b) DM District. In a DM district, in order to screen headlight glare, any off-street 
parking containing more than four (4) parking spaces shall, except at driveways, be 
buffered from any street within fifteen (15’) feet. Buffering shall be provided either by 
an intervening building or by a landscaping strip at least four (4’) feet in width clear of 
bumper overhang space and paving. Buffer landscaping shall contain trees and shrubs 
that at the time of planting reach at least three feet above the grade of adjacent parking, 
and can be expected within three years to reach at least four feet above that grade. 
Plantings shall be sufficiently dense to substantially shield auto headlights in all seasons. 
At driveways the buffer height shall be reduced as necessary to provide clear visibility 
between two and a half feet and ten feet above grade. Plantings may be supplemented by 
a fence or wall, or by an earthen berm or grade differential. Landscaping shall be 
maintained in good condition at all times.” 


RECOMMENDATION: The Finance Committee has tabled consideration of the subject 
matter of Article 45 until its hearing on April 4, 2000. 


Requires a 2/3 vote of Town Meeting 


The purpose of this Article is amend the Zoning Bylaws of the Town to require a minimum 
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height requirement for buildings in the Downtown Mixed Use district and to encourage more 
residential housing in the district. The Finance Committee has tabled consideration of this 
Article because it wanted additional time to review the map showing the areas that would be 
affected by these changes. 


The Finance Committee’s recommendation will be provided to Town Meeting after our hearing 
on April 4, 2000. 


RECOMMENDATION: By a vote of 6-0-0 the Planning Board recommends favorable 
action with regard to the subject matter of Article 45. 


This article is the product of a committee which worked over a year with the Natick Center 
Associates. The committee included members from the Zoning Board an Planning Board. This 
article seeks to revise the Downtown Mixed Use District so as to encourage more uniformity in 
height and the creation of more housing to patronize the businesses that will not require parking 
or the use of vehicles. We urge favorable action. 


A motion made by Town Meeting Member David Davison, seconded by David Coffey to 
amend the amendment to change the letter “c.” MINIMUM HIGHT OF BUILDINGS to “e.” 


A motion was made by Town Meeting Member Fred Sanford, seconded by Robert Severence to 
refer the subject matter of Article 45 To the Planning Board and ZBA. 


Town Meeting Member Jim Argir to move the question. Voted Unanimously. 
On the referral motion, REFERRAL LOSES 


VOTED BY DECLARED 2/3", to amend the Natick Zoning By-Laws as state in the text of 
Article 45 with the following amendments. |

The 
compensation is in addition to the regular compensation paid to the town clerk in an amount 
up to 10% of the regular pay but not more than $1,000. The additional compensation would 
continue as long as the town clerk maintains certification. 


Town Meeting members may recall the subject matter of this article was part of Article 7 of 
the 2000 Spring Annual Town Meeting and at that time the Committee recommended that it 
be referred back to the Town Administrator and brought back in the Fall. The acceptance 
article has been brought back and the Committee is recommending favorable action. 


Finance Committee Chairman, David Davison amended the motion under Article12 by 
inserting Section 1 before Chapter 170 


VOTED UNANIMOUSLY, to accept the provisions of Section 1 of Chapter 170 of the 
Acts and Resolves of 1999, to accept Section 19K of Chapter 41 of the General Laws, to 
provide additional compensation for town clerks upon certification.

(Town Administrator) 


To see if the Town will vote to appropriate a sum of money for the preparation and 
implementation of a storm water management plan; to determine whether this appropriation 
shall be raised by borrowing from the Massachusetts Water Pollution Abatement Trust or 
otherwise; and to take any other action relative thereto. 


RECOMMENDATION: By a vote of 9-0-0 the Finance Committee recommends favorable 
action with regard to the subject matter of Article 13 and that $300,000 is appropriated for the 
purpose of financing the preparation and implementation of a storm water plan, including 
without limitation all costs thereof defined in Section! of Chapter 29C of the General Laws;

Requires a 2/3 vote of Town Meeting 
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The purpose of this article is to fund and implement a storm water management plan with 
respect to the Town’s drainage system that is required under EPA’ regulations. The 
appropriation will fund a study and investigation of the drains, catch basins, piping, and other 
holding areas in town, to evaluate the existing system and develop plans for improvements. 
There is a possibility that additional capital outlays will be necessary in order to be in 
compliance with the new regulations. Town officials will be available to provide additional 
information. 


A motion was made by Town Meeting Member, Mary Brown, seconded by Jim Powers to 
refer the subject matter of Article 13 to the Department of Public Works. Referral loses. 


VOTED BY DECLARED 2/3", to appropriate the sum of $300,000 for the purpose of 
financing the preparation and implementation of a storm water management plan, including 
without limitation all costs thereof as defined in Section 1 of Chapter 29C of the General 
Laws; that to meet this appropriation the Treasurer with the approval of the 


Board of Selectmen is authorized to borrow $300,000 and issue bonds or notes therefor under 
Chapter 44 of the General Laws and/or Chapter 29C of the General Laws; that the Treasurer 
with the approval of the Board of Selectmen is authorized to borrow all or a portion of such 
amount from the Massachusetts Water Pollution Abatement Trust established pursuant to 
Chapter 29C and in connection therewith to enter into a loan agreement and/or security 
agreement with the Trust and otherwise to contract with the Trust and the Department of 
Environmental Protection with respect to such loan and for any federal or state aid available 
for the project or for the financing thereof; and that the Board of Selectmen or other 
appropriate local body or official is authorized to enter into a project regulatory agreement 
with the Department of Environmental Protection, to expend all funds available for the 
project and to take any other action necessary to carry out the project.

RECOMMENDATION: | By a vote of 14-0-0 the Finance Committee recommends Referral 
back to the Library Trustees with regard to the subject matter of Article 14. (09/07/2000) 


The Library Trustees had requested an additional $155,290 to supplement the FY 2001 
operating budget for the purpose of hiring additional staff. The Finance Committee understands 
and realizes that service demands have grown and that additional funding will be required. The 
Finance Committee has recommended and Town Meeting has supported additional funding for 
personnel in the past. However, the Committee has asked the Library Director to reexamine 
current staff resources and funding means before it will commit to additional new personnel. 
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VOTED BY MAJORITY, to refer the subject matter of Article 14 to the Library Trustees.

(Morse Institute Library Trustees)

Indefinite Postponement with regard to the subject matter of Article 15. (09/12/2000) 


The purpose of this article is to fund the purchase of a new bookmobile for the library. The 
Finance Committee believes that even though some may like to see the continuation of the 
book mobile service, the investment that the Town has made in its new library, the changes 
and improvements with communications and technology, and the various alternatives for 
getting books and materials to persons who cannot come down to the library now make the 
bookmobile a function of the past. The Finance Committee appreciates and acknowledges the 
work the library has done to secure partial funding from other sources. However, the Finance

ARTICLE 16 
(Morse Institute Library Trustees) 


To see what sums of money the Town will vote to raise and appropriate, or otherwise 
provide, for the purchase of books and other library materials for the Morse Institute Library, 
or take any action relative thereto. 


RECOMMENDATION: By a vote of 14-0-0 the Finance Committee recommends 
favorable action with regard to the subject matter of Article 16 and the appropriation of 
$10,000 from FREE CASH. (09/07/2000) 


The purpose of this article is to provide the Morse Institute Library with a supplemental 
appropriation to allow the purchase of additional material for the public. The Finance 
Committee has supported this added appropriation to the library for several years and expects 
to continue the multi year commitment, as the funds remain available. Representatives from 
the library will be available to provide information regarding the materials to be purchased. 


VOTED UNANIMOUSLY, to appropriate the sum of $10,000 to be expended under the 
direction of the Trustees of the Morse Institute for the purchase of books and other library 
materials.

ARTICLE 22 
(School Committee) 


To see if the Town will vote to appropriate a sum of money for constructing, equipping, and 
furnishing a new Wilson Middle School on the site of the existing school and for remodeling, 
reconstructing and making extraordinary repairs to the Kennedy Middle School including 
original equipment and related site improvements; to determine whether this appropriation 
shall be raised by borrowing or otherwise; provided, however, that any such appropriation 
shall not take effect until the Town votes to exempt from the limitations on total taxes 
imposed by G.L. c59, s21 (Proposition 2-1/2) amounts required to pay the principal of and 
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interest on the borrowing; or to take any action thereto. 


RECOMMENDATION: | By a vote of 9-1-0 the Finance Committee recommends favorable 
action with regard to the subject matter of Article 22 and the appropriation of $24,300,000 to 
be expended for the construction of a new Wilson Middle School on the site of the existing 
school and to make extraordinary repairs to the existing Kennedy Middle School, and that this 


appropriation be funded from borrowing contingent upon passage of a Proposition 2-1/2 debt 
exclusion override by the voters of Natick. (09/14/2000) 


Requires a 2/3 vote of Town Meeting and a majority of the voters, voting in the affirmative 
for Proposition 2-1/2 debt exclusion question. 


Town Meeting members are well aware of the arguments for and against this appropriation. 
Town Meeting has passed a similar article twice, once in the Fall of 1999 subsequently rejected 
by the voters, and again in the Spring of 2000, where after much deliberation, the Board of 
Selectmen chose not to put the question before the voters until alternative funding sources had 
been examined. The Town put together a Municipal Surplus Property Committee to review 
all the properties owned by the Town to determine whether there was a sufficient number of 
properties to be sold to raise the funds necessary to pay for the Town’s anticipated share of the 
cost of the project. The Board of Selectmen voted to put a debt exclusion override question 
on the November 7, 2000 Presidential election ballot after it was found that there was 
insufficient amount of surplus property to fund the Town’s share of the project. 


The Committee believes that the voters should have another opportunity to decide whether 
or not to support the middle school project. The Committee also recognizes that the Town 
has few other options available if the voters do not support the override. The Committee also 
continues to support the current review Mr. Humphrey’s proposal and will vote to reconsider 
its recommendation under this article pending information that would require it. At this time 
the Committee still believes that the Town of Natick would be best served and taxpayers will 
receive the best value by supporting and approving the middle school project. 


A motion was made by Town Meeting Member Mary Brown, seconded by Fred Sanford to 
refer the subject matter of Article 22 to the School Committee. 


Debate continued and then a motion was made by Town Meeting Member, Susan Salamoff 
and seconded to move the question.

limitations on total taxes imposed by G.L. c59, s21 (Proposition 2-1/2) amounts required to 
fund this expenditure. 


RECOMMENDATION: By a vote of 10-0-0 the Finance Committee recommends 
favorable action with regard to the subject matter of Article 23 and the appropriation of the 
sum of $427,000 for implementing a second ambulance service in the Fire Department and 
that the emergency medical services in the Fire Department be upgraded to a paramedic level, 
that this appropriation be contingent on passage of a Proposition 2-1/2 override for same. 


(09/14/2000) 


Requires a majority vote of Town Meeting and a majority of the voters, voting in the 
affirmative for the Proposition 2-1/2 override question. 


The purpose of this article is to fund an enhanced emergency medical service at the paramedic 
level. At the 1999 Fall Town Meeting the request for funding by the fire department was 
referred to the Board of Selectmen, Town Administrator, and the Fire Chief to examine the 
proposal that was brought forth by the Chief and the department. A committee was formed 
to conduct an impartial review of the proposal and the committee also looked at alternative 
methods of providing the service. The committee came back with some solid 
recommendations to the Board of Selectmen for the Town to consider. A copy of this report 
was sent to all Town Meeting members last spring. 


At the 2000 Spring Town Meeting the Finance Committee was supported of the concept of 
the program and believed that an in-house operation provided the most effective means of 
delivery. However, the financial resources were not available to fund the request. Because 
there was an expressed interest in developing this higher level of emergency medical service, 
the Board of Selectmen, recognizing that the cost of implementing the service could not be 
funded within the foreseeable future with existing revenues, voted to place an operating 
override question of the November 7, 2000 presidential election ballot to allow the residents 
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to decide whether they would want this service earlier rather than later by increasing their 
taxes. The estimated additional annual tax impact for the average single family home 
valuation is $30.00. 


The Finance Committee again reviewed the proposal and questioned the Fire Chief about 
possible other options to provide the service. The Finance Committee again, agreed that 
based on the current emergency medical service industry that an in-house option is the only 
viable plan. The Finance Committee also believes that the voters should be asked whether 
they want to fund this new service level. When Proposition 2-1/2 was approved in 1980, it 
was probably not envisioned that towns would be asked to provide paramedic service, an 
expensive, but most would agree a very crucial 24 hour service. 


The Finance Committee supports this request and recommends favorable action. Town 
Administrator and the Fire Chief will be available to provide additional information. 


Many, Many questions were raised and discussed and also debated and after a good amount of 
time a motion was made by Town Meeting Member, Milton Gilbert, seconded by Paul Power 
to refer the subject matter of Article 23 to the Fire Department and the Town Administrator. 


A motion was made by Town Meeting Member, Thomas Morris, seconded by Mary Brown 
to move the question. 


VOTED BY DECLARED 2/3" VOTE TO MOVE THE QUESTION. 
MOTION FOR REFERRAL LOSES. 


VOTED BY MAJORITY, to appropriate the sum of $427,000 as follows: Operational Staff 
Salaries $374,000, Additional Compensation Operational Staff $14,400, Ambulance 
Replacement $25,000, and Miscellaneous Supplies and Equipment $13,600 for implementing a 
second ambulance service in the Fire Department and for upgrading emergency medical 
services in the Fire Department to a paramedic level, said money to be expended under the 
direction of the Fire Chief. Said appropriation is contingent upon passage by the voters of the 
Town of Natick of a referendum question under Chapter 59, Section 21C(g) of the 
Massachusetts General Laws which exempts from the provisions of Proposition 2 1/2 so 
called, the amount of money appropriated for the purposes of this article. 


ARTICLE 24 
(Planning Board) 


To see if the Town will vote to amend Section IV-A. General Requirements, Subsection 7 of 
the Zoning Bylaws in the following respects, or otherwise act thereon: 


Minimum Lot Width in Residential General (RG) and Residential Single (RS) Zoning 


Districts. No lot shall be laid out in an RG or RS district unless it has a minimum width 
measured as follows: No portion of the lot between the dwelling or other primary structure 
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and the street line of the front yard shall have a width, where width is defined as the shortest 
distance between the side lot lines, that is less than one-half minimum required frontage. 


Change last sentence to read as follows: 


No portion of the lot between the dwelling or other primary structure and the street line of 
the front yard shall have a width, where width is defined as the shortest distance between the 
side lot lines, that is less than three quarters of the minimum required frontage. 


RECOMMENDATION: By a vote of 10-0-0 the Finance Committee recommends 
favorable action with regard to the subject matter of Article 24. (09/14/2000) 


Requires a 2/3 vote of Town Meeting 


This article seeks to amend the Town’s zoning bylaws in order to reduce the likelihood of 
“porkchop” lots. These are irregular shaped lots that may result in development that was not 
intended. Members of the Planning Board will be available to provide additional information. 


RECOMMENDATION: By a vote of 5-0-0 the Planning Board recommends favorable 
action with regard to the subject matter of Article 24. 


This article increases the minimum lot width in residential zones. Approval will lessen the 
number of lots that are formed in strange configurations. 


VOTED BY DECLARED 2/3"? VOTE, to amend Section IV-A. General Requirements, 
Subsection 7 of the Zoning Bylaws as stated in the text of Article 24. 


ARTICLE 25 
(Kim Petot, et al) 


To see if the Town will vote to amend its Zoning By-Laws, Section II, Item II-B, Subsection 1, 
entitled “Location of Districts (Zones)” by changing the zoning classification of those areas 
which are located in the “Northwest Quadrant” of the Zoning Map of the Town of Natick, 
Massachusetts, described as Lots 12, 13, 14, 15 and 16A located on Map 12 of the Town of 
Natick Index Map. Said areas being presently zoned Commercial II, are to be zoned Limited 
Commercial (LC). 


The perimeter of the areas to be zoned Limited Commercial (LC) are described as follows: 
BEGINNING at the northeast corner at Evergreen Road and North Main Street and 
running westerly by the southern line of Evergreen Road to the western boundary line of 
Lot 16A on Assessors Map 12, thence turning and running 
SOUTHERLY along the western boundary line of Lots 16A and 15 on Assessors Map 12 


to its meeting point with the northern boundary line of Lot 8 on said map; thence turning 
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and running 


EASTERLY along the northern boundary line of Lot 8 of said map; thence turning and 
running 


SOUTHERLY along the eastern boundary line of said Lot 8; thence running 


SOUTHERLY along the western boundary lines of Lots 14, 13 and 12 of said map to the 
northern line of Lowell Road; thence turning running 

EASTERLY along the northern line of Lowell road to the western line of North Main 
Street; thence turning and running 


NORTHERLY along the western line of North Main Street to the point of beginning 


Or, however otherwise the same may be bounded and described.

Notwithstanding the provisions of section 11 of chapter 138 of the General 
Laws, this act shall be submitted to the voters of the town of Natick at the next annual town 
meeting in the form of the following question which shall be placed on the official ballot used 
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at such election. ‘Shall an act passed by the general court in the year 2001 entitled, “An Act 
authorizing the town of Natick to grant licenses for the sale of wines and malt beverages to be 
drunk on the premises’ , be accepted?” If a majority of the votes cast in answer to said 
question is in the affirmative, this act shall therefore take full effect in the town of Natick, but 
not otherwise. 


SECTION 4. This act shall take effect upon its passage. 
or otherwise act thereon.

And substitute the following language:

Thence turning and running westerly along the centerline of Mercer Road until 
reaching a point in the easterly property line of Lot 93 (also shown as the Boston 
Edison Transmission Line property) as shown on Natick Assessors Map 24; 


Thence turning and running northerly along the easterly property line of Lot 93, 
which also becomes the westerly property line of Lot 90Z as shown on Natick 
Assessors Map 23, until reaching a point in the southerly boundary line of the 
Commercial II district;

“324.2 Increase in FAR for New Construction with Public Benefit Amenities in the RC

more Acres in the HC District: The Planning Board, may, by Special Permit, grant an 
increase in the maximum floor area ratio (FAR) above 0.32, up to a higher FAR in the 
following instances: 


Up to a maximum FAR of 0.50 for parcels located in the Regional Center (RC) overlay 
zoning district; 


Up to a maximum FAR of 0.40 for parcels located in the Highway Corridor (HC) overlay 
zoning district having a size of 10 or more acres, and where the underlying zoning is Highway 
Mixed Use I, II or III districts (HM-1, HM-2, HM-3), or is Highway Planned Use district 
(HPU), or where a portion of the parcel lies outside those underlying zoning districts but is 
used for building, parking, detention or retention basins, or other uses associated with any 
project or development which uses 10 or more acres in the HC district. 

The foregoing increases in FAR shall be subject to the requirements following hereafter.” 


Item VII - Rewrite Section 324.4 so that it shall now read as follows: 


“324.4 Increase in FAR for Projects Involving Minor Alterations in the RC or HC Districts: 
The Planning Board may, by Special Permit, grant an increase in the existing FAR over 0.32 
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for minor alterations up to the maximum FAR permitted under these Highway Overlay 
District regulations. Such increase shall be granted only if the Planning Board makes findings 
required in Section 324.9. A special permit is not required for a minor alteration which does 
not exceed a FAR of 0.32, unless so required elsewhere in Section 320 et seq., or so required 
under the underlying zoning district regulations.”

“324.5 Maximum FAR for Certain Multi-family Residential Developments: 
The Planning Board may permit a FAR up to 0.55 in certain multi-family residential 
developments as described in Section 323.3.”

The following regulations shall apply to proposed developments on parcels which include 
both residential and non-residential zoned lots or portions thereof, or which include both 
residential and non-residential uses:

Non-bonus projects: Maximum FAR = (Non-residential floor area percentage x 0.32) 
+ (Residential floor area percentage x 0.55) 

Bonus projects: Maximum FAR = (Non-residential floor area percentage x 0.40) + 
(Residential floor area percentage x 0.55) 


324.7.2 Developments on parcels that include at least one residentially zoned lot, as 
well as lots permitting non-residential uses, where such proposed developments will 
consist of only non-residential floor area: 


Projects which include combinations of residentially zoned lot(s), as well as non- 
residentially zoned lot(s) located contiguous to such residentially zoned lot(s); and in 
which no construction of new residential floor area is proposed by the project, shall be 
required to: 


324.7.2.1- Remove all existing structures on the residentially zoned lot(s). In 
addition, no new structures or commercial parking shall be placed on the 
residentially zoned lot(s). 


324.7.2.2- Provide open space for public ownership, or exclusive long term use, 


in an amount equal to three times the area of the residentially zoned lot(s) to be 
added to the Project [hereinafter, “Compensating Open Space”). Such 
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Compensating Open Space to be so provided shall contain not more than 
twenty (20%) percent wetland, and shall be of such quality, in the opinion of 
the Planning Board, as to be able to accommodate active Park use as defined in 
Section 200. The Compensating Open Space may have any zoning 
classification. The Planning Board may waive the twenty (20%) percent 
wetland limitation if it makes a finding that the Park would be enhanced by 
permitting a larger percentage of wetland, not to exceed fifty (50%) percent of 
the Compensating Open Space. 


324.7.2.3- In the event such Compensating Open Space is not offered at the 
time of the application, nor offered during the hearing on same, and evidence is 
submitted by the applicant satisfactory to the Planning Board that after 
reasonable efforts the applicant was unable to obtain such Compensating Open 
Space either in any amount, or in a lesser amount than required by paragraph 
324.7.2.2, then applicant shall provide “Adequate Security” for the acquisition 
of such Compensating Open Space. Such Adequate Security shall be provided 
by a bond or surety agreement, a letter of credit, a tri- “partite agreement 
including a bank as a contracting party, a deposit of monies or negotiable 
securities, or other similar arrangement sufficient in the opinion of the 
Planning Board to secure the performance of the condition of providing 
Compensating Open Space. 


324.7.2.4- The amount of such Adequate Security, where the event described in 
Section 324.7.2.3 occurs, shall be equal to the percent of Compensating Open 
Space that will not be so provided times 1.5 times “Residential Market Value” 
of the area of the residentially zoned land which is included in the Parcel, 
where “Residential Market Value” is defined as follows: 


the market value of the area of the residentially zoned land in the parcel 
determined as if such land contains no wetland; is devoid of structures or 
pollution of any kind; and is based on the total land area divided by the 
minimum residential lot area in the district, without adjustment for roads 
and/or access ways. 


Such calculation shall be subject to review and approval by the Planning 
Board.” 


Item X - Rewrite the first 2 lines of Section 324.9 “Findings Required for a FAR 
Increase” so that they shall read as follows: 


“In granting a FAR increase over the base FAR, as well as any increase in the FAR 
where a special permit with site plan review is required under Sections 320 et seq., the 
Planning Board shall make a specific finding, in writing, that the following conditions 
are met:” 


Item XI - Rewrite Section 325. “OPEN SPACE REQUIREMENTS” and its sub- 
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sections 325.1; 325.2; 325.3; 325.4; 325.41 and 325.42, so that they will read as follows: 
“ Section 325. OPEN SPACE REQUIREMENTS 
325.1 Single Use Projects: 


325.1.1- Base Landscape Surface Ratio (LSR) in any Highway Overlay District: 
The minimum required landscape surface ratio (LSR) for projects having a FAR 
of 0.32 or less shall be: 


0.20 for retail, consumer service and manufacturing uses, 0.30 for certain multi- 
family residential developments in the RC district, and 0.40 for office, research 
and development and other similar non-retail non residential uses, non- 
residential uses. 


325.1.2- Increase in Landscape Surface Ratio (LSR) required for Bonus 
Projects in any Highway Overlay District: 

The minimum required landscape surface ratio (LSR) for projects having a FAR 
greater than 0.32 shall be the sum of: (the base LSR determined by Section 
325.1.1) + (one-half of the difference between the proposed FAR and 0.32) 


325.2 Mixed-use Projects: 

The minimum required LSR for mixed-use developments shall be computed as a 
blended ratio of the LSR requirements applying to the individual components of the 
development, as follows: 


325.2.1- Projects having an FAR of 0.32 or less: 

The minimum required landscape surface ratio (LSR) for projects having a FAR 
of 0.32 or less shall be equal to the: 

[(Percentage of floor area for retail, consumer service and manufacturing uses) 
X 0.20] + [(Percentage of floor area for certain multi-family residential 
development in the RC district) X 0.30] +[(Percentage of floor area for office, 
research and development and other similar non-retail, non-residential uses) X 
0.40] 


325.2.2- Projects having an FAR greater than 0.32: 

The minimum required landscape surface ratio (LSR) for projects having a FAR 
greater than 0.32 shall be equal to: (the minimum LSR determined in 
accordance with Section 325.2.1) + (the proposed FAR - 0.32)/2 


325.3 Deficiencies in LSR 
325.3.1- Multi-family residential developments: 


For multi-family residential developments only, up to ten percent (10%) of the 
required landscape surface area may consist of impervious recreational facilities, 
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e.g. tennis courts, swimming pools, etc. 


325.3.2- Deficiency in LSR in the RC District: 

In connection with the redevelopment of a Parcel only for office, research and 
development and other similar non-retail, non-residential uses in the RC 
district, where one or more prior-existing structures are to remain, a proposed 
new or revised Final Site Plan may show a deficiency from the required 
minimum LSR (hereinafter, the “LSR Deficiency”). The LSR Deficiency shall 
be determined in square footage, and shall be = [(the minimum required LSR 
calculated under either of Sections 325.1 et seq. or 325.2 et seq.) - (the LSR 
shown on the proposed new or revised Final Site Plan)] times (the denominator 
of the Landscape Surface Ratio for the Parcel). 


325.3.2.1- Deficiency satisfied by Compensating Landscaping. The 
minimum LSR required by either of Sections 325.1 et seq. or 325.2 et 
seq. may alternatively be satisfied by providing pervious landscaping or 
natural vegetated areas, devoid of wetlands (hereinafter, “Compensating 
Landscaping”), elsewhere than on the Parcel with the permission of the 
owner of the receiving parcel, in an area equal to the LSR Deficiency. 
Such Compensating Landscaping may have any zoning classification. 
The Planning Board may reject an offer of Compensating Landscaping 
and require compliance with Section 325.3.2.2 if it makes a finding that 
the proposed location of such Compensating Landscaping does not 
enhance the adjacent uses or is not substantially visible from adjacent 
roadways. 


325.3.2.2- Deficiency satisfied by providing Adequate Security. 

The minimum LSR required by Sections 325.1 et seq. or 325.2 et seq. 

for the redevelopment of a Parcel in the RC district for office, research 
and development and other similar non-retail, non- residential uses, may 
alternatively be satisfied if an Adequate Security is provided, as 
described in Section 324.7.2.3, in an amount equal to (the LSR 
Deficiency x $2). Notwithstanding the foregoing, the Planning Board 
may require that a minimum LSR of 0.30 be attained on the redeveloped 
Parcel, provided that adequate parking is available on site to serve the 
proposed uses. 


Item XII- —- Rewrite Section 327.103 so that it reads: 

“327.10.3- The Planning Board may require a bond to ensure that required landscape plantings 
are maintained and survive for up to two (2) growing seasons following completion of 
planting.” 


Item XIIJ- Rewrite Section 328.3 so that it will read as follows: 
“328.3 Schedules of Bonuses: 
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“328.3.1- FAR Increases above 0.32 up to 0.40 based on Schedule I of Bonuses. An 
increase in allowable floor area for new construction resulting in a FAR for the entire 
development which does not exceed 0.40, as permitted in and subject to the 
requirements of Section 324.2, shall be available in accordance with Schedule I of 
Bonuses set forth hereafter, if the Planning Board deems that the amenity offered by 
the applicant accomplishes the purpose, intent and objectives of the Highway Overlay 
Districts regulations. The “bonus ratio” as used in Schedule I is the ratio of the unit of 
public benefit amenity provided, to the floor area permitted for bonus projects in 
excess of a FAR of 0.32. For example, a bonus ratio of one to three (1:3) and an 
amenity unit of “Square Foot” means that for each square foot of the amenity the 
project shall be eligible for three (3) additional square feet of floor area for permitted 
uses.”

The “bonus ratio” as used in Schedule II of Bonuses is the ratio of the unit of public benefit 
amenity provided, to the floor area permitted for bonus projects in excess of a FAR of 0.32. 
For example, the bonus ratio of twenty-five to one (22:1) and an amenity unit of “Dollar ($)” 
means that for each Twenty-Two Dollars Open Space Value as determined in accordance with 
Section 324.7.2.4, the project shall be eligible for one (1) additional square foot of floor area 
for permitted uses.”

This Article is similar to Article 44 of the 2000 Spring Annual Town Meeting as amended by Town

Favorable action under this Article will expand the Regional Center (RC) and will allow the 
redevelopment of several sites, such as the former Wonder Bread plant, as new technology facilities. 
The Zoning Bylaw amendment would now allow an increase in floor area ratio (FAR) up to 0.55 
and those allowed increases are factored into a modified and expanded schedule of bonuses (see Item 
XV). The revised schedule now has four levels above a 0.32 FAR. The dollar ratios have also been 
increased from 20:1 and 25:1 found in the Article voted at the Spring Town Meeting to 22:1 and 
28:1 for this town meeting, and two additional bonus levels both set the ratio at 32:1.

The total budget for the project is $235,346 of which Natick will contribute $17,600. The agreed 
share that Natick will pay 1s higher than the Town of Wayland ($1,816), however, as a percentage of 
the total project cost, Natick is only 7.5% and the Town will realize a major benefit by reducing 
contaminants in the lake which supports our drinking water shed area. The Finance Committee 
urges Town Meeting support. 


Representatives from Community Development and DPW will be available to provide additional 
information. 


A motion was made by Town Meeting Member, Bill Chenard, seconded by Jan Dangelo to 
amend in the Main Motion due to the misspelling of the Snake Brook.
